YOTHER OOPIES OF HIS LETTER 
HAVE BEEN SECURED. 

HARRISON’S BURCHARD IS. OFFERED 
$1,000 TO SWEAR HE DID NOT 
WRITE IT—HIS POLITICAL CAREER. 

Col. W. W. Dudley has not yet furnished 
to THE TIMES anything which he claims to bea 
correct copy of the letter he wrote to the Re- 
publican County Chairman of Indiana. He 
seems to be willing to allow the letter as it was 
published in the Indianapolis Sentinel to stand 
uncontradieted except in the vague and disin- 
genuous way in which he attempted to contra- 
dict it on Wednesday. This is the correct text 
of the letter, as it was published in the Indian- 
apolis Sentinel in fac simile of the original let- 
ter written by Col. Dudley: 

HEADQUARTERS REPUBLICAN N ATIONAL ) 
COMMITTEE, 91 FIFTH-AVENUE, 
NEW-YORK, Oct. 24. 

DEAR SIR: I hope you have kept copies of the 
lists sent me. Such information is very valua- 
ble and should be used te great advantage. It 
has enabled me to demonstrate to friends that 
With proper assistance Indiana’ is surely Re- 
publican for Governor and President, and 
has resulted, as I hoped it would, in securing 
for Indiana the aid necessary. Your commit- 
tee will certainly reeeive from Chairman Hus- 
ton the assistance necessary to hold our float- 
ers and doubtful voters, and gain enough 
ofthe other kind to give Harrison and Mor- 
ton 10,000 plurality. New-York is new safe 
beyond peradventure for the Republican Presi- 
dential ticket; Conneeticut likewise. Im short, 
every Northern State, except possibly New- 
Jersey, though we still hope to oarry that 
state. Harrisen’s .majority in the Electoral 
College should not be less than 100. Make our 
friends in each precinct wake up to the fact that 
only boodle, and fraudulent votes and false count- 
ing of returns can beat us in the State. Write 
each of our precinct correspondents: First, to 
find out who has Democratic boodle and steer 
the Democratic workers to work them and 
make them pay big prices for their own men. 
Second, scan the election officers closely, and 
make sure to have no man on the board whose 
integrity is even questionable, and insist on Re- 
publicans watchiug every movement of the 
eleetion officers. Third, see that our workers 
know every Republican voter entitled to a vete, 
and let no one else even offer to vote. Fourth, 
divide the floaters into blocks of five, and puta 
trusted man, with necessary funds, in charge of 
these five, and make him responsible that 
none get away, and that all vote our ticket. 
Fifth, make a personal appeal to your 
business men te pledge themselves to de- 
vote the entire day, Nov. 6, to work at 
the polls,z.e., to be present at the polls with 
tickets.

There will be no doubt of your receiving the 
necessary assistance through the National, 
State, and County Committees—only see that it 
is husbanded and made to produce results.

It will be seen that this differs from the tele- 
graphic version pubiished in THE TIMES in only 
one particular of any consequence. This is the 
use of the phrase ‘“‘the ordinary Democratic 
election bummer,” instead of ‘ naturalized Dem- 
ocratic voters.” Se Col. Dudley’s recollection of 
what he had written was accurate when he 
pointed owt the error to the reporters. Col. 

udley hid himself as much as possible 
yesterday until evening, when he went to 
Brooklyn with Mr. Clarkson under the = scort 
of “Al” Daggett. He spent most of the day in 
the Everett House with Senator Quay. A re- 
porter of THE TIMES made two attempts to see 
him im order to persuade him to furnish for 
publication a version of the letter satisfactory 
to him, but he was unable to obtain an inter- 
view. Froma well-known Republican of this 
city who had a consultation with Senator Quay 
it was learned that that gentieman, with cus- 
tomary audacity, strongly urged Col. Dudley to 
goto Indiana and “face the music,” and Col. 
Dudley as stoutly declined to go. Senator 
Quay’s idea is that if Col. Dudley would go 
there ana dare the Democrats to arrest bim, 
at the sume time stoutly proclaiming his inno- 
cence, it would have a reassuring effect upon 
Kepublicans of Indiava, and would stop the 
demoralization which is so rapidly going on. 
Col. Dudley could not be made to see itin that 
light, but he yielded to the advice of Senator 
Quay and of his counsel, Col. George Bliss, 
sutticiently to refuse to make any more state- 
ments except to staneh Republican papers, 
who would not “queer” his utterances by the 
presentation of awkward facts. 

Last evening the National Democratic Com- 
mittee received a dispatch from 8. P. Sheerin of 
Indianapolis, the Seoretary of the committee, 
announcing that two more copies of Col. Dud- 
ley’s letter had come into the possession of the 
Democratic managers in Indiana. Oneof them 
will soon be here for publicinspection. This is 
undoubtedly the danger which Col. Dudley has 
peen afraid of. There are 94 counties in [n- 
diana, and if he sent a copy of this letter to 
each Republican Chairman there, as soon as be 
learnedthat one had fallen into Democratic 
hands, he must have reasoned that more might, 
and he felt that a “biuff’ which might work 
against one copy must be useless againet more. 

In view of thia new “find” it ia probable that 
Col. Dudley will prefer the climate of New-York 
to the climate of Indiana, at least for the pres- 
ent. 

There are some curious corroborations of the 
genuineness of this letter which have not here- 
tofore been noticed. In the first place, on Wed- 
nesday afternoon, when a reporter of THE TIMES 
called upon Col. Dudley, at the National Repub- 
lican Headquarters, the first thing which 
Col. Dudley saia to him was, “You have 
been violating the mails. You cvuldn’t 
have got the letter if you had not 
robbed the mails.” Certainly the mails ceuldn’t 
be robbed of a letter that Col. Dudley did not 
write. Col. Dudley was excited and probably 
did not realize the full meaning of his remark. 
The reporter suggested to him that there were 
easier ways of getting theletter than that— 
procuring it for a consideration from a treacher- 
ous Republiean Chairman, for instance. 

Another corroboration is the use o: the werds 
“float” and ‘floater’ in deseribing a certain 
class of voters. It seems to be pecaliarly an 
Indiana phrase. Col. Dudley has used “floater” 
in one or two published interviews, and Col 
Joha C. New, in an interview published in the 
Omaha Republican Sept. 27, 1888, used the fol- 
lowing lancuage: 

“A complete poll of the voters in Indiana has 
been taken. We know just how big the float is, and 


you can depend on it, we will not lose any ef that 
element.” 


It is pot too much to say that the effect of the 


almost as great as it ‘sin Indiana. Republicans 
everywhere are downeast and Democrats are 
jubilant. No Republicam could be found yes- 
terday who would bet even on the national 
election, and very few could be found 
who would bet even at long odds. 
James Kelly, the bookmaker, proclaimed in 
the Hoffman House last evening that 
he had $50,000 which he would bet upon Cleve- 
land against $35,000 on Harrison, and he could 

d ne takers. He them offered to bet any sum, 
‘large or small, ia the same proportion; no tak- 
ers. Ex-Sheriff “Bill” leeds and Mercantile 
Appraiser David Morton of Philadelphia, who 
had been haying a secret consultation with Sen- 
ator Quay at the Everett House, were there, 
but they manifested no disposition to wager 
money. A week ago they and John L. Hill, 
Hamilten Disston, Alonzo Shotwell, and other 
members of Senator Quay’s kitchen cabinet were 
parading the Hoffman House and “making the 
welkin ring” with their offers to bet on Harri- 
son. Cleveland stock 1s boeming mowadays, 
and Harrison stock is depressed. 

THE Times of yesterday contained a sketch of 
Col. Dudley’s performances in tae campaign in 
1880, tending to shuw that he was at least capa- 
ble of writing sucha letter as his last effort 
with the pen. Anvther sketch ia now published,

After learning from Gra 
how double tickets were voted and counted, 
and being fully instructed, I was ushered into 
the presence of Senator Dorsaéy, who was Secre- 
tary of the Natienal Republican Central Com- 
mittee. I was presented to Dorsey by John C. 
New, the Chairman of the Republican State

Mr. New withdrew and left me. Senator Dorsey 
had his bankers in an adjoining room, upon 
whom he drew to furnish the menrey with 
which to cerrupt and carry the elections in 
Indiana, Senator Dorsey demanded of me 600 
majority in Newton County. 

I told him we eould not do it. He then said 
he would give moe —, to help us and, that 
being on the Illinois line, we could colonize 
from Illinois and make the 600 majority. I 
told him frankly I was not zealous enough in 
the cause to engage in such disreputable busi- 
ness. As autocrat# he seemed greatly in- 
censed, and dismissed me from his august pres- 
ence to see me later. I- met him again atan 
appointed hour, and he gave Jo Gray a — 
of paper and waved us from the room. I was 
led into an adjoining room by Jo Gray (all this 
was in the New Denison Hete) at Indianapolis) 
and there I met an old grpay-headed man and a 
middle-aged man. 

Jo Gray gave them the paper he had received 
from Dorsey, when the bankers retired to an 
adjoining room and returned in a few minutes 
with a package of bills just printed for the busi- 
ness of carrying Indiana. I was informed that, 
my county being small, I must be content with 
half a thousand. I learned that larger coun- 
ties received from 1,000 to 5,000 of these 
new one-dollar and two-dollar_ bills just 
printed to carry Indiana for. Porter and 
Garfield. I then met Marshal Dudley 
and received many encouraging words 
from him. I felt that the star routes had all 
been “expedited,” and that Garfield ought to 
reward Grier. John C. New did the work, and 
his influence at Washington brought the 
money, but the political ring gave all the credit 
to Dorsey for carrying the State. Poor New 
was forced to silence, and Garfield refused to 
give him any office. Garfield rewaraed Grier 
just as Hayes rewarded the Louisiana scoun- 
drels who counted him in, but John C. New 
was crushed to silence and Dorsey walked off 
with the honor of having carried Indiana. 
Where the money came fromIcannottell. It 
was printed by Uncle Sam’s presses, and may- 
be it is the Star Route fund. Let Brady and 
Jobn Sherman answer this. Every speaker 
brought to Indjana haa his pockets stnfted full 
and then sent out to work. Every county bad 
@® generous supply. It was new and just from 
the press, and somebody furnished it to carry 
Indiana, and it did carry Indiana for the Re- 
publicans.

Chapter second never came. Mr. Conner’s 
mouth was closed in some way and he said no 
more. But he had said enough to present a 
very graphie picture of Col. Dudley. 

With regard to the Dudley letter Col. Fellows 
said yesterday that at first hedid not think 1t 

ossible that such an astute politician as Dud- 
ey could have been so foolish as to write it, but 
Dudley’s talk about it,in whicn he does not 
deny having written a letter, had led him to be- 
Neve that it was yenuine. Col. Fellows said 
that he was going to headquarters to try and get 
at the letter, and it might be his duty as bistrict 
Attorney of this city to take some action on that 
part ef the letter which seems to incite blood- 
shed in this State.

A CHALLENGE TO DUDLEY. 

HIS LETTER NOT A FORGERY—GEN, 

HARRISON SERIOUSLY COMPROMISED. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Nov. 1.—If the friends of 
Gen. Harrison and Col. W. W. Dudley, Gen. 
Harrison’s political representative in New-York, 
who are denouncing the letter printed in THE 
NEW-YORK TIMES yesterday morning as a for- 
gery would like to see the original they can 
easily do so. By traveling 45 miles south- 
west from [ndianapolis they will find the town 
of Columbus, in Bartholomew County, where 
their wishes will be gratified. The 
Auditor of Bartholomew County is 
Mr. John Sharp, who is Treasurer of the Repub- 
lican County Central Committee. Last Tuesday 
evening, a few hours before the publication of 
the Dudley letter, 25 or 30 leading Republicans 
of Bartholomew County metin Auditor Sharp’s 
office. Wher they were assembled Mr. Sharp 
took out and read a letter identical with the 
one published here and with that pub- 
lished in New-York, bearing a few slight 
inaccuracies in the latter arising in telegraphic 


transmission. Col. Dudley’s plan of campaign 
eomwmended itself to Auditor Sharp and his 
friends, aug arrangements were then and there 
made to carry out Col. Dudley’s desires. The 
‘** foaters” in that county will be ** divided into 
blocks of tive,’ and * trusted men,” presuma- 
bly, ** with mecessary fuuds,’’ were selected to 
have charge of the “ five’ and made to under- 
stand that they will *“‘be held respensible 
that none get away and that all vote 
our _ ticket.’”’ In short, the work of 
“ dumfounding the ordinary Democratic 
election bummer” was entered upon with a zest 
that speaks volumes for Col. Dudley's hold 
upon the vote buyers ef his party in Indiana. 
Mr. Cleveland carried Bartholomew Connty 
four years ago bya plurality of 305, but Col. 
Dudley’s assurance that the ‘“‘sacrifiee of time 
and comfort” to those who engage in his dirty 
work will be ‘‘a source of satisfaction after- 
ward” and that the work will “pay,” has 
given new life to the Republicans there. I[t 
will not be their fault if a single “ floater’ in 
the county escapes the “ trusted” men. 

The sentine/ will to-morrow morning reprint 
the Dudley letter and aiso the follewing in con- 
spicuous type and position: 

**$1,000 Reward.—The Indianapolis Sentinel Com- 
pany will pay William W. Dudley $1,000 if he 
will come to Indianapolis and swear that the letter 
bearing his signature and published in these col- 
umns this morning, and of which the original is in 
the possession of the editor of the Sentinel, isa 
forgery. This offer is made in good faith. The 
money has been placed in the Merchants’ National 
Bank of this city, and will be paid over to Mr. Dud- 
ley the moment he swears that the letter is a forg- 
ery.” 

There is no likelihood that Col. Dudley will 
seek to obtain this money. The method pre- 
soribed would be extremely distasteful to him. 
Sheuld he come here he mieht have to square 
himself with Chairman Huston of the Repub- 
lican State Committee for issuing his infamous 
letter, and from the frame of mind Mr. Huston 
and other Republican leuders here are now en- 
joying, Col. Dudley would probably find a per- 
soual interview disagreeable. 

The Dudley denials have simply confirmed 
the general belief in the genuineness of the let- 
ter. The most elaborate one appeared in the 
Commercial cazelte of Cincinnati, which reached 
this city during the forenoon to-day. In this 
Col Dudley praetically admits that he wrote 
the letter, but pieads that it is inaccurate as 
published in New-York. It is true that there 
are two or three inuccuracies in the letter as 
published there, but they are trifling in char- 
acter and due to errors in telegraphic transmis- 
sion. Nobedy here expects that Cel. Dudley 
will deny the letter as it was published here. If 
he does, it will be a piece ef stupid bravado, for 
the evidence that he wrote the letter is con- 
stantly accumulating. 

Col. Dudiey’s connection with this outrageous 
attempt to buy the State of Indiana places Gen. 
Harrison in &@ more unenviable light than he 
has yet suffered. The relations between the 
two men are extremely close, and it is a weil- 
known fact that Gen. Harrison is under obliga- 
tions to Col. Dudley for services rendered by 
tne latter, then United States Marshal, in the 
General's Senatorial campaign. Gen. Harrison 
wanted Col. Dudley mude Chairman of the Na- 
tional Committee, but failing in that, made him 
his personal representative in the national 
campaign. Two days have now elapsed since 
the publication of the letter, yet not a word in 
condemuation has yet come from the national 
candidate. Gen. Harrison’s friends assert that 
the letter cannot reflect in any way on their 
eandidate, but it is diffioult to understand the 
logic ef their reasoning. It is unfortunate for 
Gen. Harrison that his relations with Col. Dud- 
ley should be what they are. 

Col. Dudley’s reputation in Indiana is not one 
which would naturally commend him te such a 
man as the national candidate is credited with 
being. He established his great reputation in 
this State in the campaign of 1880, when eor- 
ruption and fraud were successfully employed 
in carrying the State. His greatest achieve- 
ment at that time was the celebrated “‘straw- 
bail release” or tour Republican repeaters whe 
had been arrested by well-meaning but ill- 
informed Republicans on the supposition that 
they were Democrats. The four were duly 
taken before the United States Commissioner 
here on Oct. 12, 1880, and sent to jail in default 
of bail. While they ianguished there, prepara- 
tions were made on the outside for their release. 
At 10 o’clock that evening Mr. Charles Fiske, a 
deputy of William W. Dudiey, then United 
States Marshal for this district, was convenient- 
lv found at the Peat Office Building. in the oitice 





of the United States District Attorney, by two 
men who were desirous of becoming bondsmen 
for the prisoners. They were unknown and 
probably gave fictitious names. They were ac- 
cepted as bondsmen and the repeaters were re- 
leased. Neither repeaters nor bondsmen were 
ever heard of afterward. 

Col. Dudley also receives credit for able as- 
sistance to Mr. Dorsey in the distribution of the 
immense corruption fund used by the Repub- 
licans in that year. For his valuable services 
he was made Commissioner of Pensions. Col. 
Dudley’s methods of work in 1884, when the 
immense pewer of his office as Pension Commis- 
sioner was used in the interest of Blaine to 
earry this State as it was earried in 1880, by 
fraud and corruption, are too fresh in the pub- 
lic mina to make repetition necessary. That he 
jatends to use the same methods as far as 
meney is concerned in this campaign 1s appar- 
ent from his letter to the county Chairmen. It 
isasignificant fact that of all the 92 county 
Chairmen in this State not one has yet arisen to 
assert that he has not or did not receive the 
Dudley letter. 





A HINT TO BULL-DOZERS. 


FEDERAL MARSHALS WILL PREVENT 
THE COERCION OF WORKINGMEN. 

ALBANY, Nov. 1.—It appears that there 
is, after all, some way of reaching that class of 
offenders who coerce their employes in pulitical 
campaigns. Upon assistance of this kind the 
Republicans rely very largely this year, and 
manufacturers of the Republican faith have 
been importuned by the National and State 
Committees to poll their employes and make 
certain of every vete for the national ticket. In 
certain cities and villages of the State the coercive 
employer has been very offensive in past years, 
and from a multitude of reports it is very cer- 
tain that he proposes to make extraordinary 
efforts this year to get his men to the polls te 
vote for Harrison and Morton. In certain 
localities he may be expected to be more effen- 
sive than ever before, beeause his workingmen 


have not been scared by the tariff, but, on the 
contrary, having failed to see dolerul. predic- 
tions of four and eight years ago fulfilled, are 
very independent and outspoken and inclined 
to resent any interference with their privileges 
as voters, | 

It is an offense against the law for tbe 
employer or his superintendent or foreman to 
marshal employes and endeavor to conduct 
them to the poils for the purpose of voting for 
this candidate or that. The United States 
Marsbals will help to poreak up this practice 
this year. Walter H. Bunn, who is Marshal fer 
the Northern District of New-York, has issued 
to his assistants a circular of instruction in 
whieh their duties ‘are very clearly defined. 
His district embraces 46 counties, and, gererally 
speaking, cvvers the entire State west of 
Albany. Within it are the cities of Albany, 
Troy, Cohoes, Amsterdam, Utica, Syracuse, 
Watertown, Rochester, Buffalo, Jamestown, 
Elmira, Binghamton, Hudson, Oswego, Auburn, 
Rome, and Schenectady, in every one of which 
intimidation has been regularly practiced by 
manufacturing employers. In his instructions, 
Marshal Bunn says: 

“The Special Deputies are required to attend in 
the election districts for which they have been ap- 
pointed, at the times and places tixed for the regis- 
tration of voters, and at the polls in such district at. 
the time for holding theelection. Their duties are 
to keep the peace, support and protect the super- 
visers of election in the discharge of their duties, 
preserve order, prevent fraudulent registration and 
traudulent voting, or fraudulent conducton the part 
ot —_ officer of election, and immediately, either at 
the place of registration or polling place, or else. 
where, and either betore or after registering or vot- 
ing, to arrest and take inte custody, with or without 
process, any person who commits or attempts or of- 
fers to commitany of theacts or offenses against 
the election laws of the United States.” 

One of the acts which is described as a viola- 
tion of the Federal election laws is the * pre- 
venting any qualified voter from exercising the 
right of suifrage’’ by means of “force, threats, 
intimidation, bribery, reward or offer thereof.” 

Deputies are directed to act promptly when- 
ever there is any “ hindering or preventing tree 
access to the place of registration or election.” 
In the matter of attempted fraud in the count 
the Marshal says: ‘As, however, a fraud in 
counting the ballots, if not stepped while in 
process of execution, may accomplish its object 
beyond practical remedy, an arrest of an elec- 
tion officer without a warrant should be made 
without hesitation if he is found during the 
counting of the votes to be engaged in any 
illegal act which could have an effect upen the 
canvass,” 

When the Republican Party withdrew from 
the management of national affairs they lett 
behind them several pieces of machinery whose 
purpose was to insure purity of elections. ‘Lhe 
otiice of United States Marshal was one of 
these, apd having fallen into the possession of 
the Democrats its effectiveness will be tested in 
@ way that will undoubtedly satisfy Mr. Quay’s 
longings for a pure election. 





ORTHODOX MINISTERS ANGRY. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Noy. 1.—The execution of 
the threat by some ef the orthodox ministers to 
bring President Northrup and other members of 
the University Faculty to task for allowing Dr. 
Simmons, a Unitarian, to lecture before the 
students on Sunday seems likely to be in- 
definitely postponed. The committee have made 
arrangements to meet at 10 o’cloek Monday 
morning, which is just half an hour before the 
ministers’ meeting, and a prominent member of 


the committee stated yesterday that nothing 
would be done before that time. ‘The discus- 
sion was very heated for a moment,” said he, 
‘“*for Dr. Burrell and a few others who were as 
bitter and energetic infused their spirit into the 
rest of the ministers. A very strong feeling 
Was aroused and some pretty bitter things were 
sald, but they were not se bud as some of the 
papers have made it appear.” More develep- 
ments are expected at the next meeting, as some 
of the orthodox ministers are very determined 
and bitter in opposition to Catholicism and 
liberalism, and say that more sensations are in 
store. It is believed, however, that the uni- 
versity matter will be dropped. 


PITCHER 18S INSANE. 

MONTREAL, Nov. 1.—A gentleman who 
was Visiting St. Vincent de Paul Penitentiary 
to-day says that Pitcher, who since his convic- 
tion has been breaking stone, has become hope- 
lessly insane, and is now inthe medical ward. 
He had long been exhibiting signs of insanity, 
but the guards thovght he was simply sham- 
ming and paid no attention to him. His condi- 
tion has, however, grown so serious, probably 
on account ef the hardwork he had te do, that 
the signs are now unmistakable,and he williin all 
probability be sent shortly toa lunatie asylum 
or handed over to his friends. Jailer Payette, 
in whose custody he was for several weeks, 
says that he was convinced from the 
first that Pitcher was insane, and after a close 
study of his case he deciared so, and the state- 
ment was pubiished at the time that inside of 
ayear Pitcher would either be a raving maniac 
or adriveling lunatic. The result has proved 
that the jailer was within the truth. Detective 
Naegele is also in very bad health, and his 
friends are aboutto petition the Minister of 
Justice to secure his release.

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LORD SACKVILLE’S FOLLY 


ENGLISHMEN THINK THE PRES- 
IDENT WAS TOO HASTY. 
THE REPUBLICAN TRICK TURNED TO 
GOOD ACCOUNT BY DEMOCRATS— 
SILLY TALK BY LONDON JOURNALS. 
* WASHINGTON, Noy. 1.—A  partially-suc- 
cessful effort, which has been made to find out 
what resident citizeas of English birth think of 
Lord Sackville’s dismissal by the President, 
shows a divided opinion among them. Some of 
them think that the ex-Minister was treated no 
more severely than he deserved, but most of his 
fellow-countrymen seem to feel that the Presi- 
dent was too hasty. They say the British Gov- 
ernment should have had more time to consider 
the ease, and a longer chance to decide how to 
get him away from Washington  with- 
out unnecessarily hurting’ his feelings. 
The few active politicians who are now 
here take adeep interestin all the dispatches 
from England concerning the comments of the 
English people on the Sackville affair, as well 
as in the reports of the opinions of Englishmen 
in America. The Democrats have the utmost 
confidence that Mr, Cleveland will be re-elected, 
but every word of disapproval of his course 
toward the unlucky Lord Sackville which comes 
from an English source is hailed as a fresh 
reason for their confidence. They think that if 
the Democratic candidates can poll the votes of 
the voters who de not sympathize with Eng- 
land’s treatment ef [reland, their election is be- 
yond ashadow ofdoubt. | 
Lord Sackville and his efticial household and 
all the State Department peeple still refuse to 
give out any more of the correspondence regard- 
ing the Saekville case, or to talk about it. The 
ex-Minister’s formal and very brief acknowl- 
edgmeut of the receipt of the letter of dismissal 
has been filed in the State Department archives. 
It is the last communication which willever be 


received by this Government from Lord Sack- 
ville as the representative of Great Britain. 


LONDON, Nov. 1. —It is stated that in 
Government circles it is con-idered that the 
Sackville incident is ended. Lord Sackville has 
not yet advised the Government as to the date 
of his return. It is possible that some time 
may elapse before a new Minister is sent to 
Washington. American circles here are anxious 
that Lord Dufferin should be appointed to tne 
post. 

The Times says: “If the interests of the two 
greatest communities in the world were not at 
stake the treatment of the Sackville incident 
would merely excite a passing sensation and 
amusement. A more ridiculeus spectacle has 
rarely been witnessed in any civilized country 
than the flurried and unmannerly haste with 
which America has endeavored te put a slight 
on England before the latter eould deal with the 
Matter one way or the other. Mr. Bayard has 
had the satisfaction of proving to the world that 
he Can be as contemptuously disregardful of the 
decencies of international intercourse and the 
dignity of the Nation he represents as Mr. 
Blaine bimself, It was never denied that Lord 
Sackville’s indiscretion constituted a reason for 
removing him. Had President Cleveland and 
Secretary Bayard thought it necessary to ad- 
here to the usual practice of civilized States 
they would have waited at least to make sure 
that Englund intended to do nothing before 
beating with an absurd show of peremptory ve- 
hem ence at the open door.” 

The Globe says: ‘‘Unbappily for America in 
One sense, hsppily in another, the character of 
Ministerial and journalistic bluster during an 
election is comprehended by politicians of the 
saner sert better even than among the best in- 
fermed persons here. Itis understood as a por- 
tion of a great sham which everybody sees 
through, but in which, nevertheless, everybody 
attects to b 'ieve. Whichever party scolds 
England the loudest will win. Lerd Salisbury 
preserved England’s dignity by not indulging 
Mr. Bayard’s desire to hurry over whatisonly a 
piece of election strategy. As far asEnglandis 
concerned the matter is over. Our only cause 
of shame is that those we ¢all cousins are capa- 
ble of such short-sighted folly. Both .of the 
leaders chosen work upon whatever. anti-Eng- 
lish feeling exists, and bid for it by competition 
in bluster. If Mr. Cieveland is re-elected it will 
be as a President whose Secretary of State sent 
the British Minister his passports and snapped 
his fingers in the face of Downing-street. It 
will be a perilous character he will have earned, 
because it will have to be maintained.” 

The st. James’s Gazelle, referring to the action 
of the United States Government in the case of 
Lord Sackville, says: **It would be mostof cred- 
itable to knglish good sense if Secretary Bay- 
ard’s insolence is treated with contempt. ‘ihe 
American eagie is a-screeching. Let him 
screech. We sre not exactly prepared to send 
ironciads to Long Isiand because Mr. Bayard is 
outrageeusly offensive. Respectable Americans 
who stand in with neither Mr. Cleveland nor Mr. 
Harrison are nearly as much disgusted with the 
affair as Englishmen are.”’ 

The Hall Mall_Gazelle expresses the hope that 
theire of the Democratic wirepullers 1s now 
assuaged. Mr. Cleveland covld do no more 
without throwing Leru Sackville into jail, What 
silly business itis all through. The British oon 
solation is that the felly of President Cleveland 
eclipses Lord Sackville’s indiscretion. Itis one 
thing to be tricked into making a slip in private, 
but itis quite a different thing to piunge heada- 
long into an abyss of folly andilltemper. We 
owe Mr, Cleveland thanks for showing that the 
silliest man in Washington was not bora in 
England. 

The Siar (Mr. T. P. O’Connor’s paper) says 
that Mr. Bayard puts it pretty atrong in his 
presentation to the President of Lord Sackville’s 
case. The Irish voteris so pressing, and the 
necessity of satisfying him is so urgent that 
President Cleveland eannot wait until Lord 
Salisbury takes action. The incident furnishes 
fresh evidence of the paramount influence of 
the Irish vote in Anglo-American politics. 

LONDON, Nov. 2.—The Daily News says: 
“The suggestion to retaliate upon Mr. Phelps is 
theoretically illogical aud practically foolish. 
It probably results as mueh from sheer igno- 
ranee as frem any less respectable quality of the 
human mind.” Again justifying Mr. Clevelana’s 
course the News maintains that if he had ignored 
the matter and happened to be unsuccessful in 
the coming election Mr. Harrison would proba- 
bly have seized the first chance to intimate that 
Lord Sackville’s room was preferable to his 
company. 

The Daily Chronicle says: * With every desire 
that President Cleveland and Secretary Bayard 
should enjoy a monepoly of their rudeness, it is 
impossible passively to submit te having our 
representative treated like a Chinese ceolie or 
an Irish pauper emigrant. There need be nu 
heat displayed, but if England is to remain a 
self-respecting nation her Ministers must not be 
slow to resent 80 deep an affront to her national 
dignity.” 

The Standard says: ‘Ought we to turn our 
cheek to the smiter, send another Ambassador 
to Washington, and treat Mr. Bayard’s letter 
and Mr. Clevelana’s act with contemptuous in- 
differenee? We observe a disposition at home 
to take that line.” Continuing in this bluster- 
ing strain, the Sfandard hints that the United 
States would not have ventured te treat Ger- 
many, France, or Russia in the same manner. 
“To ask what Palmerston would have done 
in a similar case would be a waste of breath, 
for in his days no English Ambassador would 
have been exposed te such seurvy treatment. 
If the matter is left unnoticed the belief that 
England may be insulted with impunity will 
grow with repeated practice, and will event- 
ually lead to an intolerable affront and an open 
quarrel, Whether Mr. Phelps is left or not, 
seme expedient must be discovered to convey 
to the Government and people of America our 
sense of the unfriendliness and unmannerliness 
of their conduct.” 





ILLINOIS DOMOCRATS HAPPY. 

Cu1caGo, Nov. 1.—There was much sur- 
prise yesterday when it was announced that the 
Democratic National Committee had seat 
$50,000 to Illinois, fer though the money was 
needed, it has all aloug been hard for the State 
managers to get funds from the National Com- 
mittee, What is said to be the real story of the 
$50,000 eame out te-day and makes Congress- 
man William L. Scott the author of the existence 
of thefund. Mr. Scott has been loeking over 


matters here, and believing that the party has 
ae excellent chance to earry the State 
offered to give his cheok for $25,000 for the 
campaign provided local Democrats would sub- 
scribe an equal amount.

Drs Mornzs, Iowa, Nov. 1.—Col. George 
H. Higbie, a veteran soldier and the head of the 
great Murray Iron Works of Burlington, has 
published a eard declaring his purpose to sup- 
port the Democratic National, Congressional, 
and State tickets. He expressly states that he 
is a disciple of Senator Grimes, and that his 
party has left him and not he the party.

A CHANCE OF O4HIO. 


IT IS BELIEVED SHE WILL WHEEL INTO 
LINE FOR CLEVELAND. 

CoLumBus, Ohio, Nov. 1. — Chairman 
Townsend of the Democratic State Executive 
Committee has issued a congratulatory cireular 
to the various County Committees. in which he 
states that from estimates received from all 
Township Committees in Ohio, carefully made 
after a thorough canvass, Ohio will give to 
Cleveland and Thurman a plurality of 16,000 
on Tuesday next. Chairman Townsend, in con- 
versation to-night, expressed the opinion that 
fully 90 per cent. of the Irish votes that went to 
Blaine four years ago has returned to the Dem- 
ocratic Party, and that large accessions from 
the German element are very noticeable. ‘The 
result in Ohio next Tuesday,” said Mr. Town 
send, “will be a terrific surprise to all the old 
Managers of both political parties, and the sur- 
face indications of te-day will be entirely ob- 
literated. The campaign has been one of the 
people, and neither committee bas been instru- 
mental in melding public sentiment. The peo- 
ple have fully considered the question at issue 
and have fully satistied themselves that the day 
tor war taxes to be wiped out has arrived.” 





THE MILITARY ON GUARD. 

WINNIPEG, Noy. 1.—The calling out of the 
Militia was due to the Government’s attempt 
to cross the Canadian Pacific Railway track 
yesterday afternoon, the point of crossing this 
time being on the public highway at Fort 
Rouge, where Premier Greenway contends it 
haa a right to cross. The Canadian Pacific 
Railroad officials were of a different mind, how- 
ever, and proceeded to muster forces for an ex-, 
pected conflict with 200 special police sworn in 
by the Government. The calling out of the 
military makes the situation more serious. 
About 9 o’clock last night the first detachment 


was called out, and at midnight the remaining 
strength of the infantry school was on the 
ground. This morning a irain of Pacific 
coaches blocked the Canadian Pacitic line at 
the point where the road crosses it, and the 
coaches were filled with soldiers. The engine 
was alive one, with driver and fireman in the 
cab. On the Canadian Pacific spur-track was 
another train of cars loaded with 300 or 400 
men from the shops. On the portage road a 
long line of cars was run down to within six 
inches of the Canadian Pacific engine, and at- 
tached to them was alive engine. On this train 
were special constables. Nothing has yet oc- 
eurred, but with two hostile forces so near 
tovether tt is difficult to predict what may hap- 
pen. Annexation to the United States is sug- 
gested as the only true remedy for relief from 
the Canadian Pacific and its servant, the Domin- 
ion Government. By the Judges’ decision yes- 
terday it is unlawful for any railway to cross 
the Canadian Pacific at any point between 
Montreal and the Rocky Mountains. 





AN EX-TREASURER TO EXPLAIN. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Noy. 1.—An expert ac- 
countant has beenengaged some time in making 
an official examination of the eity’s financial 
accounts, and two reports made to the Board of 
Revision exhibit apparent deficits during the 
terms of the missing Treasurer Axworthy’s 
predecessor. Mayor Babcock served on the City 
Solicitor te-day this fermal notice: 

**I deom it important that steps be taken at once 
to cause 8. ‘TIT, Mverett, ex-City Treasurer, to show 
why he should not be held responsible for the ap- 
parent shortage-or deficiency in the City Treasury, 
as shown by the statement of the Board of Revision. 
Let there be no delay.” 

The Board of Revision consists of Mayor Bab- 
cock, a Democrat, and City Solicitor Brinsmade 
and President Hobart of the Board of Council- 
men, Republicans. Messrs. Brinsmade and 
Hobart announce that they will employ other 
experts to ‘‘make a thorough investigation,” as 
the investigacion already made is sufficient to 
call for an explanation. The action of the 
majority of the board is regarded as intended to 
delay the inquiry until after the election, as Mr. 
Everett is a candidate for Presidential Elector 
on the Republican ticket.

C., Nov. 1.—For a year 
past George H. Vanderbilt has been buying real 
estate in Western North Carolina. He likes the 
climate of Asheville, believes in its future, and, 
like his grandfather, the veteran Commodore, 
has an cye to business. The lands that he has 
an eye to business. The lands that he has al- 
ready purchased at Asheville lie just outside the 
city limits, ana comprise about 1,000 acres. It 
is not definitely known what these lands were 
bought for, but it is said that young Vanderbiit 
intends to establish an industrial and mechan- 
ieal school, where young men and women with- 
out means will be trained ia practical pursuits. 
Civil engineers and landscape gardeners have 
been employed to lay off and improve the 
grounds.

The meeting was called to order by Mr. slor- 
ris K. Jesup. who said that the meeting was 
the result of a citizens’ committee, clean and 
Clear, Without arrangemerts, deals. or party 
a.filiations, It had been organized on an inde- 
pendent and honest basis, and would re-elect 
Abram 8. Hewitt for Mayor. Mr. James A. 
Roosevelt was then nominated and unani- 
mously chesen for Chairmzn. 

In accepting the honor he said that the elec- 
tion of next Tuesday wou!td be the most im- 
pertant ever held in thecity. The people have 
an implicit trust that Mayor Hewiit will 
carry the affairs of the city through safely if 
elected. It was the duty of every voter to see 
that bis own vote, ana every vote he can influ- 
ence, is cast forhim. The speaker bad known 
Mayor Hewitt for 40 years as an honest, 
straightforward, and intelligent man. The peo- 
ple know his record. and it rested with them 
whether they should have a eontinuance of thar 
record in our Municipal Government. 

THE RESOLUTIONS. 

At the close ef Mr. Roosevelt’s remarks the 
following resolutiens were read by Mr. Jobn L. 
Cadwallader, and were unanimeusly adopted: 

The effort to re-elect Mayor Hewitt means an at- 
tempt by the citizens of New-York who are inter- 
ested in its honest, economical, and efficient govern. 
ment to rescue the city from the control of party 
leaders, 

The issue is with that secret, irresponsible, dan- 
gerous organization called Tammany Hall. Every 
vote not given to Mayor Hewittis given to Tam- 
many.

Incontrol of the city it can do the 
sume again. To avert such a calamity itis of para- 
mount importance that we should have an honest, 
cuurageous, intelligent, independent, and a capable 
Mayor.

Resolved, That we wili support him, vote for him, 
and if we can, that we will eiect him. 

Mr. James C. Carter was then introduced, and 
said thatin the municipal canvass there were 
no great economic isaues or policies in dispute. 
The sole question was whether the princely rev- 
enueés of the city should be used for the good of 
the whole people or for the benetit of a few 
spoilsmen. If Hewitt was defeated the people 
must reap the bitter fruits of it in witnessing 
the squandering of tne city’s funds, whic 
would be followed by overwhelming and 
burdensome taxation. This damage could 
not be repaired if once inflicted. 
Whatiwould be the result, Mr. Carter asked, if 
Grant should be placed in power? He would 
turn the government of the city over te Taum- 
many Hall. He was nominated for that ptr- 
pose. There would be grievous abuses in the 
appointments of Commissioners and Police 
Justices. The functions of the office of Mayor 
would be prostituted te Tammany Hall, just as 
was done in the timeof Tweed.

The next speaker was the Rev. Dr. Howard

or wrong. He was a Republican all the way 
through, but he would aiways leave his party 
for a good reason. He thoughthe had foundsuch 
@ reason in the present municipal election, 
and would vote for Abram 8S. Hewitt because 
he knew that gentleman was honest and would 
administer the city’s laws without fear or favor. 
He denounced the Republican city macbine and 
its effort to step in between the Democratic fac- 
tions and steal the Mayoralty. He felt that the 
time had arrived for all good Demecrats and 
Republicans to unite and bury Tammany Hall 
500 fathoms deep. He declared that New-York 
was no Sodom, but a well-guverned city, acondi- 
tion that he attributed largely to the individual 
etforts of Mr. Hewitt.

MAYOR HEWITT’S ADDRESS. 

MR. PRESIDENT AND CITIZENS OF NEW-YORK: 
I am net here to-night as a candidate to 
ask for yotes, [{applause,] althouch, being 
a candidate, I expect to get them, and f 
intend to be elected. [(Cheers.} I am not here 
as the Mayor of tnis elty to lend whatever offi- 
cial influence may belong to that high pvsition 
to the success or the defeat of any candidate. 
But Lsee ne reason why men eecupying great 

ublic positions should not come before their 

ellow-citizens to render account of their 

stewardship and to explain the cendition 
in whieh a pubiic office may be. [Applause.] 
I had oceasion to address a letter—cue of the 
few I _ ever wrote [laughter]—I had oecasion 
to address a letter to the Fire Commissioners, 
which has been very much misrepresented or 
misunderstood in this community. ‘I do not 
object and I did not object to men in public 
position taking an active part in the annual 
elections. It is to a very large degree neces- 
sary and their duty to do so. What [ did ob- 
ject to was that the Fire Commissioners, having 
issued an order to their subordinates enjoining 
them to take no partin nominating convertions 
and electicneering work, they thereupon pro- 
coedsd themselves to a very pernicious activity 
in the same line of work they had forbidden 
their subordinates to engage. This was hypoc- 
risy on their part, and that is what I con- 
demned. To use a humorous phrase, in my 
opinion, “what is sauce for the goose is sauce 
for the gander.” e 

I do come bere as @ Citizen of this magniticens 
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yan lived in it for more than 60 years; who has 
with youcommon interests,common hopes,and 4 
tommon object in trying to promote the welfare, 
the hener, and the good government of this 
tity.. [Applause] That honor, that welfare, 
that. good government is to my mind in very 
greatdanger. Itseems to me that the present 
sieetion ia perilous if not critical to the future 
interest of this city. Tammany Hall, which 
axiste for one purpose only, whatever may have 
been its origin—for the sole purpose of securing 
to its followers the spoils of office and the pro- 
seeds of contracts, is determined to make a 
fina! desperate eltort to get possession of the 
breusury of this city, of the expenditure of its 
revenues, ef the influeace which it exerts, not 
oniy heré, but in the, State aad in the Nation. 
Four years ago, taking advantage of tho Presi- 
dential election, as now, it made the same effort, 
and it failed. 

Two years ago it was about torenew thestrug 
gle when a most extraordinary event happened 
in this city, A new doctrine was pr med 
which cut away the foundation from under 
fammany Hall. The doctrine propounded by 
Tammany Hall had been “ Te the victors be- 
long the spoils, and to you who follow us will 
be distributed the proceeds of victery.” But 
there came a party which preached & new g0s- 
nel. They said, **No; we will give you 
f you put us in pewer the property it- 
soli—a new distribution of property,” and 
that was an offer beyond the power of 
Tammany Hall to make. That institution, ac- 
cording to the judgment ef these who know it 
beat, kas a biiud following of 40,000 votes. 
They are. always hungry, [laughter,} and they 
belong to any party which will promise them 
the largest amount of sustenance. Those 
40,000 votes, forming the backbone ef the Tam- 
maby organization, suddenly rose up like a 
cloud im the night and went over to whet was 
knewn as the Labor Party. Tammany has had a 
large experience. In their desperation its leaders 
loeked ever the field and they found a man 
whom they thought might raise aloft the 
banner which would insure the defeat of their 
enemies. it was not his victory they desired; 
it was the downfall of the following whieh 
threatened their very existence. [{Applause.] 

1 have mot heard what has been said here to- 
night. ,1 suppose there have been words of 
commendation in my behalf. I am glad I did 
not hear them. I doubt whether any eulogy 
here te-night has been equal to the eulogy 
passed in Tammany Hall when I was noimi- 
nated by that organization tor Mayor. [Av- 
piause.] You will pardon my biusnes as I read. 
‘Let us see what they said. ‘The convention met 
on Oct. 11, 1886, and after the preliminary dec- 
laration the follewing resolution was adepted: 

“The anion Democratic candidate for Mayor 
should bea man loyal to principle, who has stood 
the closest scrutiny of the people and the severe 
tests of official station, tried and pure, weighed in 
the balance of public judgment and not found 
wanting, but deelared abie, firm, and honest by the 
general consent; a man whose fidelity, sound judg- 
Inent, Girmunesa, and integrity have demonstrated a 
spiritef devotion to the people and not for any 
selfish or private interest. We therefore pre- 
sent to the voters of this metropolis as a union 
Democratic candidate for Mayor the name of 
Abram 8. Hewitt. wel ge egy strong qualifica- 
tions for that important office, and in the present 
political condition of our city should receive the 
suiirages of every good citizen. In the interest of 
good government and social order, as well as of 
party harmony, he is entitled to the indorsement 
ot every Demoeratic organization.” 

I don’t know whether that is a correct de- 
seription ef tbe man or not, but itis quite evi- 
dent that Tammany Hall made the biggest 
mistake of its life. That is the pledge they 
gave me and they alao gave we the strongest 
support. 

When that resolution was presented the Hon 
Bourke Cockran addressed the convention as 
tollows: 

“The best eulogy that can be had of Mr. Hewitt is 
@ recital of his public career. His nomination will 
be a power for peace, and will cause the strife in 
the rauks of the Democracy to be still. * * * We 
olfer to youas our nominee for the highest Execu- 

ive position in our Municipal Novernment a man 
whoss name may be tound on record as in favor of 
gll the pest legislation of the past years. We place 

no Hon. Abraham 8. Hewitt before the public, and 
wy any and all to attack and defeat him.” 

Atthat meeting a committee was appointed 
to wait upon ine, and that committee said when 
asking mo to accept the nomination: 

“Tn thejmidst of general political disorganization, 
Tammany Hall has uomiuated you for Mayor be- 
cause they believe you can unite the Democracy. 
We do not believe the honer of the position of May- 
or can add anything to your already glorious record 
of public service. By this action we have already 
accomplisled that political union which has been 
desired all over the country, and we have given 
srest satisfaction to those who desire an honest 
and pure municipal Government. In the name of 
our party, which your candidacy will save from 
division and disruption, and in the name of the city 
whose government will be purified by your elect- 
tion, we tender you this nomination.” 


That is the kind of a man Tammany thought 
I was two years ago. (Applause.] Of course I 
enunot assent to allthe good things they said 
about we, but I can assent to this much: When 








they said thas if I took the office of 
Mayor I would discharge the duties 
jor tbe public geod they spoke the ex- 
act truth. [Avplause.}] My friend Dr. 


Crosby now believes that, though he did not be- 
lieve I could, im spite of the fact that he had 
knowaza me for 40 years, If Dr. Cresby made a 
mistake it is no wonder Tammany Hall did. 
{Applause.|] But that is the kind of a hairpin I 
um. |Cheers and great laughter. } 

Now whatdo they say in regard to the man 
they came to on their bended kpees and asked to 
save them from utterruin. It was in a resolu- 
tion passed at their Grant ratification. It is 
very short. Perhaps they had not the material 
in Mr. Grant te spread at apy length. ([Laugb- 
ter,| They said: 

“We invite attention to the practical reforms 
which have been accomplished by our candidates for 
Mayor and Sherilf in the ottices which they now fill, 
and we submit that the reduction in the price of 
zas accomplished through the efforts of our candi- 
dave for County Clerk is a more substantial benefit 
to the people of this county than allthat has been 
accomplished by the genatieman who, in the iue- 
briety of exaggerated egotism, assumed that he 
monopolizes in himself ali the virtue, the intelli- 
gence, and the patriotism of this city.” 


Iam inclined to think Mr. Cochran had? noth- 
ing todo with the drafting of this resolution, 
because he never would have referred to the 
saving in gas. [Laughter.] Ican tell you the 
reason why Tammany—which so much desired 
me tobe Mayor two years ago—would rather 
have any other man now. I[ have kept the faith; 
I have done what they pledged me to do, but I 
have not delivered over thia city to Tammany 
and the 40,000 hungry mouths behindit. [Ap- 
piause. ] 

Now let me call your attention to another 
aspect of this case. I did not accept the ‘lam- 
many nomination for several days. I never 
wanted to be Mayor of New-York. The nemina- 
tion was offered to me 35 years ago, but wy 
tastes ran inanother line. 1 had the honor to 
be your representative in Congress for many 
years, and was deeply interested in the 
study ef those ecenomie questions relat- 
ing to @ proper regulation of the 
revenue. [Applause.] These peeple came to 
me when I belived there was a crisis in muniui- 
pal affairs. [had great apprehension that the 
city was to be delivered over to classrule. Still 
I waited. During that time I was literally del- 
uged with letters from the leading Republicans 
of this eity entreating me to take the nomina- 
tion. If Tammany came to me in terror, these 
rich, respectable Republicans came to me 
with an appeal which I have no doubt 
Was genuine, because it came from. the 
peeket. [Applause.] Still I hesitated. Then 
came my predecessor, ex-Mayor Grace, and he 
told me of the position in whieh the Government 
of this city was placed, and he assured me that 
in his judgment if I declined that nomination 
the City Government would fall into the hands 
of a paex of thieves. What was I todo? I de- 
termined, cest what it —. that I would un- 
dertake the service whieh my fellow-citizens 
demanded of me. [Applause.] I saw such an 
opportunity as seldom occurs in the history of a 
city, When the corrupt and untrustworthy con- 
ditions were compelled to come to the honest 
citizens because they feared a fate worse than 
death, Decause it meant banishment frum office. 
[Applauee. ] 

I aecepted that Tammany nomination. I 
made a pledge to them with which you are 
familiar—a simple pledge te honestly administer 
the duties of the office if elected, and I ask you, 
Task Dr. Crosby—yes, I can ask my Maker, if I 
have not kept that pledge. ey cheering, 
and Dr. Crosby came forward and shook the 
speaker’s hand.} The Republicans, many of 
whom had written me these letters pledging me 
their support, Jike whipped spaniels who had 
escaped from their kenuels for a few moments, 
healthy, barking, went back again, and the Re- 
publican machine issued its order to nominate 
a competitor, and I was eompelled, against 


the convietions of my life, to run as a 
partisan candidate for Mayor of this 
city. Was it my fault that I became 


a partisan candidate? These Kepublicans 
waited until I had accepted the nomination be- 
lieving I bad their support, and then put their 
own candidate inthe field, Whena man becomes 
the Candidate of a party he has honorable obliga- 
tiens to discharge. That was what misled my 
friena Dr. Crosvy. I felt that, being the eandi- 
date of the Democrats, I was in duty beund to 
give to honest and able Democrats such posi- 
tions a8 it was within my power to fill. [Ap- 
piause. | 

I observe that the Union League Club make a 
charge against me that I have filled all the 
oftices with Democrats, and yet making that 
charge they ask votes for Krhardt ou the dis- 
tinct ground that he will put Republicans in 
oflice and not Democrats. Look what kind of 
Pharisees congregate at the corner of ‘I'hirty- 
ninth-street and Fifth-avenue. The amount of 
cheek embodied in that indictment surpasses 
anything thatever before came to my notice. 
Who are the men waking that indict- 
ment? Chauncey M. Depew in his speech 
that night urges them on every conditivun of 
houor, of interest and intelligence to vote for 
the Republican candidate and to vote against 
me. I Knew of no man in this community whe, 
in peblicand in private, has heaped encemiums 
and @ongratulations upen me for the manuer in 
whica I have administered the office of Mayor. 
I violate no contidence when [ say it, that he as- 
sured me that he urged his party notto puta 
candidate in nomination against me, that it was a 
tmistake, and that he took no stock in it. Anu 
yet that gentleman, after two years of service 
which I have rendered to the people of thiscity, 
which, as I believe my enemies admit, has been 
solely for the public good, urges his followers to 
strike me Gown tor one who perhaps will do 
better in My piace. [Cries of ** No.” 

If so, then I should be glad to be counted out, 
for, I say it under considerable stress, I canuot 
bxpect much longer to serve the public or even 
inyself. Every hour of service duripg the last 
two years Las been given under difficulties, for 
which I ask no thanks. But if there have been 








shortcomings I ask forgiveness. |Enthusias- 
tic cheering.}] I shall try to repay the 
confidence which this community has mant- 
fested toward me and the forbearance they 
have exhibited to a man who for more than 40 
ears has never known an hour without pain. 

shall try for two years more to do as well as I 
have done; I can’t hope to do better. [Applause. } 

Besides Mr. Depew, my old adversary, Mr. 
Roosevelt, paid his respects to the Union League 
Club and to me. I think it a pity that. that 


young gentleman—who was used as a 
cat’s paw two years ago by men with 
whom he would not then or now con- 


descend to associate socially—I think it is 
apity that he has not wiser counselors. I 
remember that when he returned from Europo 
after the brief period of rest requisite to solace 
him for his defeat, that he came into my office 
and said to me, “Mr. Hewitt, I feel it. my 
bounden duty to come and say to you how 
mueh I admire and respect you for the manner 
in which you are administering your duties.” 
This was a genereus act om the part of Mr. 
Roosevelt. 

Mr. Hewitt then wenton to excoriate a clergy- 
man who had been talking adversely of him. 
He next read a letter from ex-Judge Hooper 
Vun Vorst, whe now oppeses him in which the 
latter strongly indorsed the Mayor’s adminis- 
tration and expressed the hope that Mr. Hewitt 
would live long to fill an oftice which had never 
been better conducted than it was under Mr. 
Hewitt, The Mayor explained that when 
he was considering whom he should appoint as 
Aqueduct Commissioner he asked Judge Van 
Voret if he would accept the appointment. He 
replied that he would, but the Mayor afterward 
obanged his mind and did not appoint him. 
This brought forth the letters in question. Mr. 
Hewitt went on to say that he was under 
no obligations to Tammany Hall, but rather 
that that organization was under obligations to 
him. He also announced his intention of reap- 
pointing Gen. Newton to the offiee of Commis- 
sioner of Public Works and Henry R. Beekman 
to the office of Corperation Counsel. 

I do not propose, the Mayer continued, to 
have any secrets from my fellow-citizens. 
{Cheers.] If they vote forme they shall know 
just what they are going to vote for. The

THE NEW HAMBURG. 
Hamburg Dispatch lo the London Times. 

It must have been with some emotion that 
some of the Hamburg citizens awoke this morn- 
ing to a day with the evening of which the em- 
biazoned page of their histery as a free port 
will be closed forever en theentry of Hamburg 
and Bremen to-day into the Zollverein. The 
economic policy of Prussia, founded in 1811 
and since slowly but ever surely assimilating 
that ef the neighboring German States, is thus 
rendered complete. The young Emperor may 
well regard the addition of commercial to that 
of political union in the first year of his reignas 
an omen of good presage, Stupendous engi- 
neering and architectural tasks have beea 
achieved during the carrying out of the resolu- 
tion of the Hamburg Government on June 15, 
1881, to enter the Zollverein. in the very small 
portion of the city which, a8 a necessity of Ham- 
burg’s lmportant transit and shipping trade, 
still reuiains free from customs control, 
Majestic warehouses and offices have been eon- 
structed, together with the newly laid out har- 
bor. The cost amounts to £8,000,000, of which 
£6,000,000 were contributed by Hamburg and 
£2,000,000 by the Imperial Treasury. After 
reasonable quantities: have been allowed free, 
back duty is being levied on all goods liable to 
thesame. Upward of 2,000 officials have to- 
day been eiipioved in collecting the necessary 
declaratidns of the possession ef dutiable arti- 
cies. The pecuniary proceeds of this accrue to 
the Hamburg State, but the subsequent duty 
levied naturally belongs to the Imperial Treas- 
ury, against which Hamburg 1s relieved of the 
annual wilitary subsidy of £250,000. It may 
well be expected that withiu a decade Hamburg 
will, im addition tv being the seaport, be the 
Manchester of the German Empire; and it is 
this almost certain future which bas sommewhat 
tempered the regret of the worthy burghers for 
the rupture to-day of the tradition ef centuries,

THE LICK OBSERVATORY. 
From the San Francisco Builetin, Get, 20. 

The work that is being done at the Lick 
Observatory is of a character to gratify, not 
only the astronomers who have charge of the 
costly instruments, but the public, which laoks 
upon the great gift of James Lick as in a man- 
ner their personal preperty. The snecess which 
has even thus early marked the labors of the 
scientists of Mount Hamilton demonstrates the 
wisdoin of the founder of the great observatory 


and his knowledge of the needs of this 
branch of science. He wished California 
to possess the most powerful telescope 
in the world, and that she new has 
it has been abundantly demonstrated. Sey- 
eral impertant discoveries have been made al- 
ready, and new and still more importaut ones 
are likely soon to be made. The study of the 
orbit and mass of the binary star 85 Pegasi has 
had interesting results. ‘This very difficult star 
was discovered by Mr. Burnham of the observa- 
tory, and all the observations of it have been 
made by him, as the star was too difficult to be 
measured by leas expert observers. A reeent 
observation with the great telescope afforded 
sufficient data for acomputation of the orbit 
of this interesting binary star, This orbit 
has been computed by Prof. Sehaeberie, 
who finds that the period of revolution of one of 
the component suns about the. other is 22 
years less, (than the period of Saturnh’s revolu- 
tion about the sun.) Combiuing Prof. Schae- 
berle’s elements with the parallax of this star, 
(0.54",) it is found that the total mass of both 
component stars of this binary system is about 
eleven times the mass of our sun,

Lonpon, Nov. 1.—The news of Lord 
Sackville’s summary dismissal has revived 
interest in the affair over here at a leap, 
and to-day a very angry tone is perceptible, 
not only in’ the Ministerial papers but in 
general conversation. The Standard’s talk 
about retaliation in the shape of giving 
Minister Phelps his passportsis not taken 
altogether seriously, but I am assured that 
the Foreign Office intends taking a step 
scarcely less grave to mark its indignation 
at the summary action of the Washington 
Government, 

The Irish members of Parliament who are 
now flocking to town for the coming session 
are delighted with the stiff, strong attitude 
of the Administration. What Lord Salis- 
bury will probably do is to leave the lega- 
tion through the Winter in the hands of a 
Chargé d’ Affaires. 

Before the Parnell Commission to-day the 
Irish cause scored even more heavily off the 
Zimes’s evidence than it didyesterday. Two 
police note takers who were on the stand to 
swear to speeches reported by them gave on 
cross-examination a picture of the agrarian 
condition of the west of Ireland which 
altogether confirms the Parnellite conten- 
tion and knocks the Zimes’s inferences, 
based onignorance and prejudice, sky high. 
These constables admitted that outrages 
were the result of distress and evictions 
rather than agitation; that the League 
orators from the beginning had counseled 
patience and deplored violence, and that 
the organization of the League nad been 
bitterly opposed in Galway, Clare, 
Mayo, and Kerry by secret societies 
which embraced the moonlighters. The 
Unionists are much chagrined at this 
result, for if the Irish constabulary do 
not believe in the Times’s position, who on 
earth will? An arrangement has been made 
by counsel which obviates the further read- 
ing of speeches, thus shortening the inquiry 
by a week or two, but it is still doubtful 
if the case can be finished by Easter. 

Cardinal Newman is reported to be bet- 
ter to-day, but at his advanced age there 
will be great fears until he regains entirely 
the health which, up to last week, he en- 
joyed.

THE BIRMINGHAM ELECTIONS—A LETTER 


FROM MR, GLADSTONE. 


LONDON, Noy. 1.—Municipal elections 
were held in Birmingham to-day. Returns from 
nine wards show the election of seven Union- 
ists and two Gladstonians, 

Lord Rosebery addressed a meeting at Dal- 
keith to-day. In the course of his speech he 
tread a letter from Mr. Gladstone in which the 
latter said: “I conceive that the country has 
indicated a very general desire to retain Irish 
members at Westminster. We recegnize that 
desire, and are prepared te give it effect. I hope 
this is clear, although L suspect some dissidents 
will now begin -to find the retention of Irish 
members highly mischievous,” 

Mr. Stanhope, Minister of War, in a speech in 
London to-night, said that the new rifle decided 
upon for the British Army was believed to be 
superior to any used abroad. He hoped the 
Government would be able to supply the army 
with the new weapon before long. He also saw 
the way,to the early introduction of a new sys- 
tem of explosives for big guns. 

In a tavern opposite the Law Courts this af- 
ternoon Joseph Kavanagh drew arevolver and 
tired a shot at Planché Cox. The shot did not 
take effect. Kavanagh was arrested, and com- 
mitted to jail on a charge of attempted murder. 
It is reported that both Kavanagh and Cox had 
had been cited to appear as witnesses before 
the Parnell Commission. A five-chambered re- 
volver, with four of the chambers loaded, was 
found on Kavanagh. He stated to the police 
that he carried the weapon for self-defense, as 
he had been threatened with death for making 
certain disclosures. 

The illness of Cardinal Newman is now re- 
ported to be very serious. He fell down, 
through weakness, whilé walking in his rest- 
dence recently and knocked his head against 
the wall

The buildings of the city were profusely 
decorated and the streets were thronged with 
visitors, The native population were dressed 
in picturesque costumes. In the morning the 
King and the Duke of Sparta (the Crown Prince) 
rode on horseback at the head of a grand pro- 
cession to the cathedral, where a Te Deum was 
celebrated in the presence of the royal family 
and many distinguished guests. At the conolu- 
sion of the service asalute of 101 guns was 
fired. Returning to the paiace the King 
addressed the people from a balcony, thank- 
ing “them for their expressions of loyalty. 
A reception followed in the throne room, and 
Ministers, diplomats, and ether notuble per- 
sons offered their felicitations to the King. Tr. 
Fearn, the United States Minister, presented a 
telegram of congratulation from President 
Cleveland. The rulers of all the European 
countries sent similar messages, and a special 
envoy presented a letter from the Shah of Persia. 
There was a torchlight procession in the even- 
ing, and the city was brilliantly illuminated. A 
royal decree has been issued promoting the 
Duke of Sparta to be Captain of infantry. The 
anniversary was eelebrated by festivities 
throughout the provinces. 

The international exhibition was opened here 
to-day with much ceremony by the King in per- 
son.

CURRENCY. 





GEN. SPINNER DESCRIBES IT AND HOW IT 
CAME TO BE ISSUED. 

Gen. Francis E. Spinner, formerly United 
States Treasurer, gives ina letter to a gentle- 
man in Jacksonville, Fla., the history of the 
fractional currency issued during the war of 
the rebellion. He says: 

‘When all the silver had been paid out of the 
Treasury of the United States, early in 1862, I 
procured from the Post Office Department 
quantities of postage stamps, for the purpose of 
waking change. To facilitate the making of 
change, I had the stamps pasted on slips of 
paper so as to make 25 and 50 cents. This was 
done after agreement with the Hon. Montgomery 
Blair, the then Postmaster-General, that he 
would redeem them inthat condition, in post- 
age stamps. It was soon found that this mode 
of procedure was impracticable. F then per- 
suaded the Postmaster-General to procure the 
engraving and printing of fac similes of the 
postal, compound postage stamps. These the 
Treasury bought from the Postmaster-General 
under an agreement that the Post Office De- 
partment would redeem them. This was what 
was called ‘postal ourrency.’ Inclosed here- 
with you will find a sample of this kind ef eur- 
reney. You will notice thatit was made re- 
deemable in postage stamps only. The Post- 
master-General soon became tred of the ad- 
ditional care, respousibility, and labor that tie 
ae and redemption of this currency threw 
upen his office, and he urged that the Treasury 
should relieve him from it. I then procured the 
passage of a law by Congress for the printing 
of acurrency which would represent the frac- 
tions of the dollar. These were engraved and 
printed in denominations of three, tive, ten, fif- 
teen, twenty-five, and iifty-cent notes, and, iu 
contradistinction to the postal currency, were 
called fractional currency, and were redeem- 
able for all Gevernment dues.

May wheat went down to $1 16% a bushel just 
before the close of busimess, a drop of an even 


4 cents from the opening quotation this mern- 
ing, and 5%g cents a bushel below the highest 
price 24 hours earlier. One reason for the drop 
was the increase in the stock of flour in Chicago 
from 34,000 to 60,000 barrels in the last 30 
days. There was a rumor, also, that Pillsbury, 
the big Minneapolis miller, was unloading, and 
this, added to a provaleut theory that the big 
local bulls were Changing their tactics, helped 
to iower the market. “Old Hutch” was looked 
to to do something remarkable, but while he 
was a heavy trader, as usual, he intfoduced no 
remarkable manceuvre. It all depends on to- 
morrow whether to-day’s decliue will be turned 
into a serious tumble in prices. 














THE BEER TRUST’S METHODS. 

WASHINGTON, Noy. 1.—The English syndi- 
cate which has been endeavoring to buy upa 
number of American breweries has approached 
some of the large brewers in this vieinity. 
Robert Portner, the head of the firm of Robert 
Portner & Co. of Alexandria, was asked to sell, 
but deciined. Christian Heurioh, the proprietor 


of an extensive brewery in this city, says 
that no direct offer to sell out has been 


mude him. He was, however, conversant 
with the manner in which the = synidi- 
Gate proposed to conduct its operations. 


It required, he said, that those who sell their 
breweries shall take a considerable proportion 
of the purchase price in the stook of the syu- 
dicate. The brewer is also required to sign a 
colitract to manage the establishment which he 
sells for five years. This is done in order to 
protect the syndicate from competition on the 
part of those who sell out, and also to secure 
proper attention to the management of the 
brewery.

TEN YEARS’ WORK ON AN ENGRAVING. 


From the London Times. 

Rudolph Stang of Diissseldorf has lately 
completed, after more than 10 years’ work, & 
copper plate engraving of Leonardo da Vinci's 
great fresco. Itis believed that this is the first 
time the famous picture has been directly 
studied by the engraver. Raphael Morghen’s 
splendid engraving was made from a drawing 
of acopy of the original painting, and all other 
Srsge issued since its publication in 1800 have 

een more or less imitations of it. The history 
of Morghen’s work is instructive. The monks 
at Castelazzo hearing of the fame of the fresco 
in the refectory of the monks of Santa Maria 
delle Grazie, at Milan, cemmissioned Marco 
a’Oggieno, a pupil of Leonardo, to paint them a 
copy for their refectory. But being him- 
self a distinguished artist he coum hardly 
be expected to abstain from introducing 
some variations of his own. A drawing of 
Oggiono’s copy, which was in far better preser- 
vation than the original, was made for Mor- 
ghen by Matteini, himself an exellent artist, 
who was more intent on the artistic perfection 
of his work than on its fidelity to the original. 
Then came the engraver, who is credited with 
having produced a work of cénsummate teoli- 
nical excellence, but which cannot claim to be 
an exact reproduction of Leonardo’s picture. 
Stang betook himself to the spot, studied the 
fresco In its present state, and made use of all 
available sketches and original sketches made 
by the painter for his werk,seme of which were 
to be found in England. The result is what he 
believes to be a reproduction in copper of the 
work as it came from Leonardo's penoil, 
executed as perfectly as modern art can ettect, 
The engraving has been much praised by Ger- 
man art critics.

A SCHOOLGIRL SAID TO HAVE BEEN 


PARALYZED BY CALISTHENICS. 
From the Philadelphia Record, Oct. 27. 

The calisthenic drill by Section 3 ef Class 
C of the Girls’ Normal Schoel is condemned by 
Druggist Charles R. Haig, who alleges that the 
length and severity of the present system is. re- 
sponsible for the serious illmess of his 16-year- 
old daughter Anna. This is Miss Anna’s second 
year in the Normal School, and she belongs to a 
class that is assigned two hours each alternate 
week for instruction in the calisthen's depart- 
ment, The girls are all elad in exercise sults of 
flannel and use light wooden dumbbells and 


wands for gymnastic purposes. Section 3 con- 
sists of 60 girls, the majority of whom have had 
@ year’s experience in calistnenic exercises. The 
delicate pupils, who include a small proportion 
of the class, are excused from physical exercise 
on the presentation of a physician’s request. 
On Friday night, after her exercise in the oalis- 
thenic department, Miss Haig was taken with 
violent paing in the neck and head. By Satur- 
day the right side of her face was paralyzed. 
Dr. Ziegler, the family physician, aseribed the 
paralysis to everindulgence in calisthenic 
mancwuvres. The young lady has suffered very 
much, and Mr. Haig says that under ne eireum- 
stances will he allow his daughter to resume 
ee exercise when she shall return te the 

ormal School. 

The physical exercises are Riven under the 
supervision of Miss Graee Spiegle, who is a 
person of experience in the calisthentic depart- 
ments attached to public schools, and is known 
to be very considerate of her pupils. “I dis- 
on, remember that Miss Haig was excused 
rom calisthenics all of last term on the pres- 
entation of a physician’s certificate that she was 
unable to iudulge in such exercises,” said Miss 
Spiegie yesterday. “But Section 3 of Class O 
has had only one hour this term in calisthenics. 
But 1 hour and 15 minutes actual time in two 
weeks 18 devoted by C 3 to my department. 
The time is divided in this way: Ten minutes 
are devoted to the use of the wand 
and 15 to explaining the physical move- 
ment. This interval rests the scholars and 
another 10 minutes are spent in exercising. 
The girls then recite a portion of thelesson, and 
after this second rest a short conversation is in- 
dulged in, and the session closes with 10 min.- 
utes more of exercises. I watch the girls very 
closely, and any scholar who I think is not ca- 
pable of enduring the easy exercises I excuse 
from performing them. Contrary to proving 
aninjury, it has greatly benefited the young 
irls, as numbers of them can testify, and they 
ook forward with pleasure te the hour they 
spend in my department.”’ 





WOMEN AS DUELISTS. 
Paris Letter to the London Woritd. 

The other day, in the forest of Meudon, 
two tendresses, a brunette and a blonde, ac- 
companied by their seconds, drew swords and 
began to fight a regular duel, thus enacting in 
good earnest the well-known picture by Emile

It 
8s the baptism of blood that admits the 
débutant journalist into tne  cerpora- 
tion, whitewashes his reputation if that 
operation be needed, or at any rate gives 
him acommencement of notoriety. The man 
who has had aduel is the hero of the moment 
in the cafés and clubs; heis remarked as he 
drives in the Bois de Boulogne in a voilure de 
cercle; be is lancé, in a word. Dueling is, there- 
fore, from one point of view, a means of adver- 
tising. Tke only wonder is that the cocolles, 
being, as they are in Paris, a recognized social 
element, and at the same time tradeswomen 
and even notables commercanies in their way, 
should not have resorted sooner te the adver- 
tising means employed by journalists and boul- 
evard adventurers. The two women whose 
names are new fixed in the memory of all 
the Parisians for whose attention they care 
have achieved their end, and, froma certain

FISH IN THE PACIFIO. 


GREAT COD BANKS OFF ALASKA—OTHER 


DISCOVERIES BY THE ALBATROSS. 
From the San Francisco Examiner, Oct. 24. 
The United States Fish Commission 

steamer Albatross is back again in San Fran- 
cisco from a three months’ trip along the coast 
to the northward. She had a successful voy- 
age, scientifically, and demensatrated the exist- 
enee of valuable fishing banks along the Pacific 
coast of America. When the Albatross left here 
on the 4th of July lastshe proseeded directiy 
to Victoria. From;there she passed up inside of 
Vancouver Island, and then cut across to Oona- 


laska. She remained among the Aleutian Isl- 
ands forsome time taking soundings and fishing. 

Mr. Townsend, the only naturalist who went 
with the ship to the north, in speaking of the 
work done in Alaska, said: ‘* This Territory is 
rightin the track of the fishermen who cross 
over to the Siberian shore to fish forcod. They 
pass right over these waters without even drop- 
ping a line, and yet the investigations of the 
Albatross show that there are as many, if not 
more, fish to be caught off the banks near the 
American shore as there are at the fishing 

rounds to which they travel hundredgof miles 
urther to the east.” New fishing groundsjwere 
discovered all along the Alaskan cvast. The 
Albatross expedition sounded and dredged on 
these banks and studied the ourrents and the 
life at the bottom of the sea. The average 
depth ef these banks is probably 50 fathoms. 

Nor were cod the only fish found in abun- 
dance. Halibut, tomcods, pollock, and black cod 
seemed tO swarm on the new banks. Naturalist 
Townsend is enthusiastic on the subject of cod- 
fish, but the black cod, Anoplopoma jsimbria, is 
his favorite. It isfound erly on the Pacific 
coast, and is far more palatable than any of the 
other varieties. It is a nice, clean-looking fish, 
without any extraordinary spines or feelers, 
with only a decent number of fins, a plain tail, 
an ordinary, uncorrugated, boneless head, and 
in fact a nice, respectable fish. The superior 
excellence of this fish was shown by the treat- 
ment itreceiyed at the hands of the sailors. 
This fish, the naturalist says, will play a great 
part in the food supply of the future, aa it is 
excellent and abundant. 

Among the fish taken on the trip was a mon- 
ster halibut, which meddiled with oue of the 500 
hooks on @ long line anchored off the Straits of 
Fuca. This fish weighed 168 pounds, and was 
tied to a board and photographed. Many sharks 
also got on thislong line, One of these was 
lifted on deck with a derrick to have his picture 
taken. This shark is a big, fat, lazy fish, not 
dangerous, that lies in the ocean’s bettom and 
breaks the fisherman’s lines. 

Near the shore in this same distriet seines 
were set. The result wasa haul of salm i so 
large that the weight of the shoal broke the 
strong strands of the nét. Salmon among the 
Small islands along tie Alaskan coast were su 
plentiful that they were used as bait for codfish. 
Although the eanning companies take millions 
ef salmon from the rivers, the enormous shoals 
along the eoast are practically unmolested. 
Flounders are not less abundant. In one place 
they were landed en board as rapidly as the 
fishing lines could be thrown out and taken in. 
They were of a dozen different varieties, and all 
as fat and fine as could bée. With nets an 
illimitable number can be taken, though in most 
ae Dlaces they are too scarce to be fished for 
alone. 

The much-maligned sculpin, whioh in our bay 
is; denounced as a bullhead or a catfish becausé 
of its hideous horns and its predatery charac 
ter, was found in great numbers, It may be 
news to those who angrily throw them away 
when they catch them among the rockfish that 
the seulpin is really excellent eating. Ravs and 
skates strangely marked and of grotesque shaps 
were also found to be numerous. 

A little way off the coast of Oregon and Wash- 
ington Territory shrimps and prawns were 
brougilt up by the busbel. Though these are 
large and of a fine flavor they are practically 
unknown in the markets toward the North. No 
one knew they abounded in such quantities. 

All of the tanks and jars have been filled 
again, but as during the last cruise there was 
only one naturalist on board, instead of four, as 
was the case during the Southern voyage, they 
have not yet been carefully classified. Mr. 
Townsend says that he has many new food 
fishes and others stowed away i: tne tanks of 
alcohol, but until they are taken out to be 
turned over to the Fish Commission they must 
remain hiaden. 

Heretofore shell fish with an internal skeleton 
have been very rare, though geologiats find the 
fossil remains of many varieties. They are 
known as brachiopod shells, or lamp shells. 
Many of these curious shell tish were brought up 
by the Albatross from the bottom of the North- 
ern seas, They are about an inch across, and 
by lifting the upper shell the slender skeleton 
is made visible. 

Tho Albatross will rémain in San Francisco a 
month, after whieh she will go to work on the 
California coast.

SOUTH AMERICAN IMMIGRATION. 
From the London Times. 

The Austrian Consul-General in Buenos 
Ayres in his latest report on the trade of the Ar 
gentine Republic says that theimmigration there 
is very considerable, on account of the advant- 
ages given to tne immigrant workman, especial- 
ly if héis aceustomed to agriculture or some 
branch ef manufactures. ‘ The stranger soon 
finds himself employed here; for some days 
after his arrival he can live at the expense of 
the State, and, if he likes, he will be sent free by 
rail to his destination. Moreover, the excellent 
climate is all in favor of the foreigner.”

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LISTENING TO BAYARD 


BROOKLYN DEMOCRATS OUT 
IN FORCE. 

THE SECRETARY OF S8TATE’S PRESEN- 
TATION OF THE CLAIMS CF HIS 
PARTY—THE MURCHISON AFFATR. 

The Clermont-Avenue Rink, Brcok yn, / 
was filled last night by an enthusiastic De no- 
cratic assemblage. It has become qui’e “ne 
fashion for sturdy Jeffersonians across’ ‘the 
bridge to take their wives to moeting, and *>° 
the ladies, with the coler lent by their Teal- 
dresses, made the audience bright with ‘their 
presenee. They came as much to see Secre- 
tary of State Bayard as to hsten to him. The 
falling into line of the Republican parade at 
Vanderbilt-avenue attracted many persons te 
the vicinity, but the rink was the net which 
caught them. 

The mass meeting was held under the au- 
spices of the Brooklyn Democratic Club, and 
Harrington Putnam, as President of that or- 
ganization, presided. Mr. Putnam, after de- 
claring that the assembiy was probably the last 
one to be held by the club before election, in- 
troduced Edward M. Shepard as the first 
speaker. Just preceding Mr. Shepard’s begin 
ning Secretary Bayard ascended the platform 
with an agility which indicated that the 8ack- 
ville epizode had not affected his nerves save to 
strengthen him with confidence in the Demo- 
oratic victory. Mr. Shepard deciared it was not 
necessary for the Democracy to prostitute the 
dignity of the ballot or to send lettera to British 
peers whose minds were not sufficiently bal- 
anced to detect theimposture. The followers 
otf Grover Cleveland simply depended upon 
their principles. 

Mr. Bayard was greeted with a welcome 
which must Lave deeply touched him. He began 
by saying that he had felt during the present 
campaign as though he had a personal message 


to deliver personally to the citizens of Brooklyn. 
In 1884 he predicted that Mr. Cleveland 
[cheers] weuld be a strong and efficient nation- 
al Executive, but now he came before his 
Brooklyn friends as a witness to the truth of his 
propheey. ‘‘ Well may we say,” he went on, 
“principles, not men; but had we not better 
say prineiples and men?’ Mr. Bayard con- 
tinued his praise of the President, say- 
ng that his daily and hourly commu- 
nication with Grover Cleveland had strength- 
ened and eontirmed the epinion be formed in 
1884. Predictions were made in the last cam- 
paign that should the Democratic Party gain 
power the country would be ruined. “TI call a 
venerable banker to the stand, whe has served 
as Becretary ofthe Treasury in two Administra- 
tions,’ Mr. Bayard exclaimed. ‘Hugh Mo- 
Culloch said that during the Presidency of 
Grover Cleveland the revenues of the country 
had suffered no diminution.” He added that Mr, 
Cleveland had regarded the oath of office which 
he had taken and had cemented the Union more 
closely, for never had the land been so united 
as it was at present. 

Mr. Bayard said that protection was an actual 
detriment to the interestg of American labor, 
He declared that it benefited the manufacturer 
In the home market at the expense of all other 
markets. ‘‘It means,” he said, ‘that protection 
simply protects European pauper Jabor from 
American workingmen. It protects the wrong 
person. Americans were living in a progressive 
age and yet they were asked te submit to 
restrictions upon their life made in an obsolete 
time ard new long past their useful- 
ness. The Republicans proposed to 
preduction when it became too 
for home markets. They proposed 
bottleitup. ‘If they do,” he said, “there'll be 
anexplosion. Even the most innocent thing 
may terment. No wonder America has a con- 
gested Treasury.” Mr. Cleveland suggested 
aremedy. Republicans declared that the price 
of living was-high, but Mr. Cleveland said: ‘* Let 
us reduce the cost of living.” So it was pro- 
posed that wool be admitted free as a raw ma- 
terial. It would givethe American woolgrower 
a home market and a home demand if manu- 
facturers could get fereign wool free to mingle 
with it. As the manufactures in this country 
jrew greater the necessity ot importation grew 
1688, 

Then he turned to the consideration of trusts 
and said: ‘**We have authority to say that 
‘trusts are private affairs.’ Indeed they are 
Private affairs to the hundreds of thousands of 
workingmen and women whe are beld captive 
by them and have no future save misery, starva- 
tion, death. They will come to be private af- 
fairs.”” The speaker then told of the experience 
of the French under Napoleon I. in their estab- 
lishment of the growth of beets for sugar, in 
defiance of England, and traced the history of 
this venture to the making of London the chkheap- 
est angar market in the world. This “ protec- 
tion” resulted transversely, the Secretary con- 
tinued, forthe European countries paid a tax 
for growing, a bounty to tha chemist for ex- 
tracting, and another to the man who got the 
surplus out of the ceuntry. “If this country 
wants the money in my pocket,” Mr. Bayard 
went on, “and needs it for its defense it has a 
right to take it; if the Government wants my 
bedy to putin uniform to stand to the front 
rank of an army for its defense it has aright to 
take it, but it has no right to take one cert from 
my pocket to put into that ofa man to whom I 
do notoweit. The first war of independence 
was based upon this question of unrighteous 
tax. 

Mr. Bayard, in conclusion, speke of the Mur- 
chison letter. He said: ** There is one mon- 
strosity which has been exhibited in this can- 
vass to which I must refer. LIalludeto the 
Murchison letter. Had there been such a per- 
son he was a professed and perjured traitor to 
this great country, who if he toek the oath of 
fidelity did so with the blood of a traitor in his 
heart. We should not be surprised that such 
men live, for have we not penitentiaries for 
their abode? But there was no such person. 
and it remained to the party of ‘ moral ideas’ 
to protect and promote the action of this dis- 
honest man. Here was a seheme to lay seige to 
the credulity of a foreign Minister, and 
it succeeded with abselute success. Is 
not the scene of the chief orator 
of the Republican Party speaking of. this 
letter and his follewers applauding his remarks 
worse than the act of Murchison? In sooth, 
one of his associates said the letter had let the 
‘cat out of the bag.” He was jocularly dis- 
posed, was he? Jocular about what! About 
perjury and infidelity to his country. I call 
upon youas American citizens, therefore, to 
stamp everywhere with contempt and indigna- 
tion any such schemes which turn to shame 
and any practice which turns to contempt 
American politics, even though they be in- 
spired by the leader of the Republican Party— 
Jim the Penman.” [Great cheers, } 

Following Mr. Bayard, William J. Coombs, 
candidate for Congress in the Third District, 
talked at some length about the tarif. He told 
of his experience as a merchant in the ready ac- 
ceptance of goods of American manufacture by 
foreign people, and declared that nothing was 
needed save the admission into this country of 
raw materials free of duty tu open up the 
markets of the worid to American competition; 
to re-establish American commerce and make 
the American manufacturer and workingman 
the most presperous on the globe. Mr. Coombs 
was frequently interrupted with applause.

OBITUARY. 


N. L. THIEBLIN. 

N. L. Thieblin, the well-known author 
and newspaper writer, died yesteraay morning 
at his home, 21 West Eighteenth-street. Ho 
had been troubled with acomplaint of the lungs 
since Spring, and for five weeks had been con- 
fined to his bed. The funeral will be held on 
Sunday at 2 P. M. at 21 West Eighteenth-street. 

Mr. Thieblin was born in Bologna, Italy, about 
"54 years ago. ‘His father was a Frenchman, an 


Italian. 


In his boyhood he accompanied his 
father to Russia, and was educated there. 


He 
, had just completed his education atthe outbreak 
‘of the Cri.nean war, and he entered the Russian 
Army as an oflicerof artillery. He served in the 
trenches all through the siege of Sebastopol. , 
When the war was over he went to Heidelberg 
and studied medicine, but the practice of that 
rofession did not suit him. He went to Eng- 
and, and made the acquaintance ot Herbert 
Spencer, who commended him to Frederick 
Greenwood, the editor of the Hall Mall Gazelle, 
then at the height of its influence and success. 

Mr. Thieblin did some admirable work for the 
Pali Mati Gazetie prior to the France-Prussian 
war, but did not acquire much of a reputation 
beyond the circle of his associates 1n journalism 
until he began to sond strong and picturesque 
letters to the Gazette from the seat of war. These 
letters stamped him as an acute observer, & 
bold forager for news, and a clear historian. 
After the war and the downfall of the Commune, 
Mr. Thieblin increased his reputation by con- 
tributing to the Pall Mall Gazelte a series ot 
articles over the signature * Azamet Batuk.” 
Subsequently he went te Spain as a corre- 
spondent for the New-York Herald during 
the Carlist war. At its close he wrote 
a book on ‘‘Spain and the Spaniards,” and also 
lectured on his Spanish experiences. In 1875 
he came to this country with Felix Regamé, 
the artist. He intended to lecture, but soon 
gave up the intention, and re-entered journal- 
ism, attaching himself to the Sun, for which he 
wrote a series of notes under the caption 
“The Strangers’ Notebook.” Then he wandered 
into Wall-street, from where he sent to the Sun 
interesting letters signed ‘‘Rigolo.”’ He also 
contributed to weekly journals and maguzines.

JAMES DUFFY. 

James Duffy, one of Lancaster County’s 
(Penn.) most prominent and wealthy citizens, 
died at his home in Marietta last evening. He 
was born in Marietta in 1818. When quite 
young he became a pilot on the Susquehanna 
River, which prefession he followed for years. 
In 1848 he established a line of coal boats 
between Pottsville and New-York and later en- 
gaged in the lumber business in his native town. 
In 1861 he became amember of a firm en- 
gaged in transporting Government supplies 
to forts in New-Mexico and the West. 


He was thus engaged for seven years, when he 
retired quite wealthy. He then purchased a 
great deal of land and devoted his attention to 
farming. He was one of the first to ouitivate 
tobaceo in Lancaster. In 1875 he was appoint- 
ed a State Fish Commissioner, and was one of 
the chief promoters of fish culture throughout 
Pennsylvania. Two of bis friends were Gen. 
Simon Cameron ard the late Lawrence Jerome. 
The three visited England together in 1887. 
Mr. Duffy was a Democrat in politics anda 
member of the Catholic Church. He leaves a 
widow and five children.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

The death is announced ‘by cable of Spencer 
Bulkeley Wynn, Baron Newborough in the Irish 
Peerage, at the age of 85 years. 

The Rev. William C, Van Meter, a missionary 
well known in tiis city, died on Wednesday at 
Rome, Italy, where he had been engaged in Bible 
work. The Rev. Mr. Van Meter was a native of 
Kentucky, and 68 years old. When young he was 
converted, and immediately became interested in 
missionary work. When the Howard Mission was 
organized in this city he was engaged in the move- 
ment, and remained for several years its Superin- 
tendent. He setup a printing press in Kome in an 
old building once used by the Inquisition, and in 
such @ locality that the Pope could look out of his 
window and see the presses printing the New Tes- 
tament in Italian. He returned to the Howard 
Mission for a year in 1881, and afterward went back 
to Italy. He visited this country last Winter in 
order to collect money for his Italian work. He 
was especially interested in children’s schools. He 
leaves a widow and six children. 


Capt. John F, Gerdes, who died of pneu- 
monia at his residence, 120 Canal-street, on Tues 
day, was prominent among the Germans of the city, 


especially on the east side. Capt. Gerdes.was born 
in Germany in 1828, and came to this country when 
15 years of age. He earned his military title as 
Captain of Company A. Fifth Regiment, during the 
war of the rebellion. His company was known as 
the Jefferson Guard. Capt. Gerdes was one of the 
founders of the New-York City Schuetzen Corps, of 
which he was Captain for several years. He was 
also a member of many other leading German sooie- 
ties, and had been a Free Mason for over 30 years. 
He enjoyed robust health up to within a few days 
of his death. He leaves four grown up children, 
three sons and one‘daughter, all married. Funeral 
services will be held at the house this afternoon at 
1 o’clock, and later at German Presbyterian Church, 
Madison and Mongomery streets. The various 
societies to which he belonged will attend the fu- 
neral in a body. 





MINNESOTA’S RAILWAY CLUB. 


IT IS NOT ORGANIZED FOR POLITICAL 
PURPOSES. 

St. Paut, Minn., Nov. 1.—The statement 
that the Railway Employes’ Club of Minnesota 
is in any sense or degree political is very bitter- 
ly resented by the members. The membership 
of the organization is pretty evenly divided up 
between the adherents of the twe political or- 
ganizations, and their votes are likely to be 
cast without reference to any other considera- 
tion except individual party attaehments, That 
is in substance what the men unanimously de- 
clare in regard to their organization. The 
meeting had last evening at the Union Station 
in this city made the fact of the non-political 
eharacter of the club very plain. Yet, there is 
ne denial that the members will favor, like all 
others, the men and policies which are most 
likely to benefit them in their oecupations. 
Henry P. Robinson of the Northwestern Rail- 
road, speaking about the report of the club’s 1n- 
terference in politics, saysin substance the fol- 
lowing: 

“IT Knew the tacts well, as I have published a 
report of every meeting held, and I give you 
my word of nonor that no attempt has been 
made through the club te prejudice one singie 
vote in favor of or against either Wilson or 
Merriam; nor will any attempt bemade. The 
club as a club has no interest in the Gubernato- 
rial election. Set that down as the first fact in 
regard to the club. The organization has no in- 
terest in either party, and will not attempt to 
injure or to help either candidate. The next 
point to be set down is that itis not a Movement 
of the railrod corporations. It is a movement 
of employes for the benefit of employes. It 
was started among shop hands in the Minneap- 
olis and St. Louis and Milwaukee and St. Paul 
shops in Minneapolis. The railroad employes 
have come to the conclusion that it is time to 
organize for their own protection, just as every 
other class of men have dene, and they are 
doingit. Itis a permanent organization, not 
started for this campaign or any other cam- 
paign. The power of the organization will be 
just as fermidable if used against a railroad 


company as it would if used against a political 
candidate.”

PRAISE FOR CLEVELAND.

TWO DEMOCRATIC MEETINGS ADDRESSED 
BY GOV. HILL AND OTHERS. 

Gov. Hill addressed two meetings last 
night, but made his principal speech before an 
audience at Steinway Hail. When Goy. Hill 
was conducted on the platform by Joseph J. 
O’Donohue he was hailed with vociferous cheer- 
ing by the Tammany Hall delegation, which 
was well scattered throughout the audience, 
Joseph J. O’Donohue was made Chairman, and 
made a brief speech, in which he said, ‘Our 
appeal to the peepie is based alone on their in- 


telligence and patriotism. Wedo net seek vic- 
tory predicated upon passion, prejudice, or 
selfishness.” 

Resolutions were read by Secretary McNulty 
condemning “as malicious and absurd the shal- 
low pretexts that, if put into operation, the 
Mills bill willin any way or manner detriment- 
ally affect the welfare of our working classes,” 
and commending President Cleveland for the 
wise, manly, and patriotic manner in which he 
has discharged his official duties. Every men- 
tion of the President’s name was received with 
tremendous and long-coutinued applause. The 
following resolutions were also adopted amid a 
hurricane of cheers: 

Resolved, By the conference committee of the 
Business Men’s Democratic Clubs in meeting as- 
sembied, that voicing the sentiments and represent- 
ing the wishes of upward of 50,000 merohants and 
business men in this city who are enrolled in our 
various organizations, we cordially and enthusias- 
tically commend and indorse the patriotic and cour- 
ageous action of the President in terminating official 
relations with the British Minister, Lionel Sackville, 
in consequence of the unwarranted aad indefensible 
conduct of the latter in impertinently interfering in 
American affairs which had no relation whatever to 
his diplomatic office; and 

Resolved, That the high opinion we have hitherto 
entertained of President Cleveland is strengthened 
and intensified yf this manifestation of his jealous 
regard tor, and his courageous and manly defense 
of, American honor and dignity. 

Gov. Hill was then introduced and spoke for 
two hours on National and State issues. He 
arrainged the Republican Legislature for fail- 
ing toobey the Constitution and reapportion 
tne State because they knew that by so doing 
they would lese the Republican United States 
Senators. He praised President Cleveland for 
his courage in forcing the issue of tariff reform 
upon the country; explained the position ofthe 
Democratic Party as favoring a competitive as 
distinguished from the prohibition tariff advo- 
cated by the Republicans and defended his 
vetoes of the license legislation of the Repub- 
licans and the Saxton Ballot Reform bill.

STEPS TAKEN IN JACKSONVILLE TO PRO- 
TECT THE CITY. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Nov. 1,—President 
Neal Mitchell’s official bulletin for the 24 hours 
ending at 6 o’cloek last evening is as follows:

Dr. Porter hada long talk with the Sanitary 
Association to-day relative to the means neces- 
sary to be adopted to strengthen and make more 
efiective the means to prevent the incoming of 
refuges into the city outside of the county. He 
suggested the enployment of detectives in the 
city to spot strangers, and in that connection 
proposed that the City Council pass an ordi- 
nance inflicting a penalty of incarceration upon 
any one found in the city who was not provided 
with a proper authority to enter. He stated 
that he would place inspectors at all the neigh- 
boring stations to intercept any one attempting 
te enter whe had rot had the yellow fever and 
this would be enforced until the Board ot Health 
should declare that the fever had ceased. 

The situation at Palmetto and Munattee up to 
date has not been definitely ascertained. A tele- 
gram from Dr. Wall of Tampa stated that he 
had not been apprized of any destitution in 
those places, but would investigate and report.

LOR OYSTERS. 


A LIVELY TIME BETWEEN THE DREDGERS 
AND THE STATE AUTHORITIES, 

BALTIMORE, Md., Nov. 1.—Four hundred 
eyster vessels lay yesterday afternoon in a cove 
under cover of Swan Point, Kent County. The 
600 men aboard them were quietly and ille- 
gally dredging on one of the private and richest 
oyster beds in the Chesapeake, Many of them 
had gathered half acargo, when around the 
point came the police sloop Mary Compton 
bearing down upon them under full sail. When 
within speaking distancethe commander of the 
sloop called to them to surrender in the name 
of the State of Maryland, but he might as well 
have talked to the breeze that filled his sails, 
for the dredgers said not a word, and 


made no attempt to escape. Again the 
commander shouted, and this time he re- 
ceived an answer, several hundred muskets 
yeuring a volley into the _ police boat, 
iad not the commauder dodged behind a water 
barrel when the guns were raised he would 
have been adeaa man. The crew of the sloop 
were quick to action, and a dozen or more vol- 
leys of musketry were interchanged when the 
sloop’s big gun was turrmed upon the little craft, 
and atevery discharge the heavy shot carried 
away the tops of the masts of the dredgers. No 
effort, however, Was made to punish the law- 
breakers except dismantle their craft. The. vol- 
leys of the dredgers, however, compelled the 
sloop to put about and show her heels to the 
shouting, jeering Chesapeake pirates. Later 
in the evening the sloup returned, accom- 
panied by the State steamer McLane, and 
together they put the dredgers to flight. The 
steamer then left and the sloop cruised across 
the bay. Under cover of the night the dredgers 
slipped back tothe ferbidden beds, and this 
morning when the Mary Compton pceped 
around the point there were the dredgers at 
work again. The police, however, tackled them 
and there was some lively firing, the dredgers 
finally getting away with some of their num- 
ber wounded, though how seriously could not 
be learned,

Hull 
of Northampton then determined to enter the 
pit, and, taking a rifle with bayonet affixed, he 
pluckily descended into the place and attacked 
the bear, which was still lacerating the head 
and neok of the man lying at the bottom. With 
a powerful thrust he dreve the bayonet into 
the bear’s shoulder, and with a howl of pain the 
animal immediately released its hold upon the 
prostrate wan and turned upon Lieut. Hull. By 
dexterously using the bayonet, however, re- 
peatedly weunding the brute, Lieut. Hull man- 
aged to drive the bear to the wall, and Gotch 
was rapidly, but with considerable difficulty, 
got eut of the pit.

RAILWAY MANAGEMENT.

THE YEAR’S TRACK LAYING. 

CuicaGco, Nov. 1.—The next issue of the 

Railway Age will contaim the following: “Few 


of railway construction which has been in 
progress in the United States during the pres- 
ent year. The impression which widely ob- 
tained at the commencement of the year that 
railway extension had been practically sus- 
pended, and 1888 would show very little addi- 
tion of railway track, seems to have continued, 
although the statement published in this 
journal for the first six months showed that 
nearly 4,000 miles of track had then been laid. 


The fact that the great companies which added 
thousands of miles of new road in 1887 pract- 
ically ceased construction at the end of that 
year, for the time being, seemed to warrant 
the impression that railway building had pract- 
ically come to a standstill. But while few of 
the principal companies have been doing much 
new building, still work has been quietly in 
progress on hundreds of short lines all over the 
land, and already new track has been laid this 
year in every one of the 47 States and Ter- 
ritories, with the three exceptions of Rhode 
Island, Utah, and Nevada, and almost 6,000 
miles of main line have beon added to the rail- 
way system of the country since the Ist of 
January tast. 

The summary that follows gives these fig- 
ures, covering the year from Janu. 1 to 
Noy. 1: Maine, 68 miles; New-Hawmpashire, 3; 
Vermont, 11; Massachusetts, 2; Connecticut, 
21; New-York, 38; New-Jersey, 17; Pennsyl- 
vania, 98; Delaware, 11; Maryland, 2; West 
Virginia, 23; Virginia, 124; North Carolina, 
138; South Carolina, 204; Georgia, 408; 
Florida, 103; Alabama, 215; Missis- 
sippi, 53; Louisiana, 60; Tennessee, 172; 
Kentucky, 314; Ohio, 115; Michigan, 198; In- 
diana, 67; Illinois, 304; Wisconsin, 157; Min- 
nesota, 230; Dakota, 155; Iowa, 5; Nebraska, 
196; Kansas, 467; Missourl, 174; Indian Terri- 
tory, 90; Arkansas, 50; Texas, 217; Colorado, 
212; Wyoming, 25; Montana, 120; Arizona, 
10; California, 485; New-Mexico, 83; Idaho, 
10; Oregon, 107; Washington Territory, 298. 

“Tt will be seen from these figures,” contin- 
ues the paper, “that during the tirst ten months 
in the year maiao line traeks was laid in 44 
States and Territories (on 280 lines) to the aggre- 
gate extent of 5,790 miles. This shows an addi- 
tion of 2,430 miles in the four months since our 
last statement. Although comparatively little 
grading is done in the greater part of this coun- 
try after Nov. 1, still the last two menths of the 
year are always marked by a very considerable 
amount of track laying, and this will be the 
ease this year, especially if the weather con- 
tinues favorable. Of the 280 lines here report- 
ed upon at least 75 are still in process of con- 
struction, while some track will be laid on a 
few other roads. Looking the field over, we 
venture the estimate that from 1,200 to 2,000 
miles more of pew track will be added to com- 
plete the record of last year, making the total 
new railway mileage of 1888 between 7,000 
and 8,000 miles.”

BURLINGTON CHANGES. 

CuicaGo, Nov. 1.—The changes in the 
Management of the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy Railroad which have been several times 
predicted of late are now offieially anneuneed. 
H. B. Stone has been appointed Second Vice- 
President of the company, and E. P. Ripley in- 
stalled.as General Manager of the lines east of the 
Missouri River. These changes went into effect 
to-day. They caused little surprise among rail- 
read men, who have for several months held to 
the opinion that some such programme involv- 
ing the promotion of both Mr. Stone and Mr, 
Ripley woula be carried out before the 
end of the year. Edward P, Ripley, the 
new General Manager, is regarded by many 
as the ablest railroad manintbe West. He en- 
tered the railroad service in 1868 as contracting 
agent of the Star Union Line at Boston. His 
connection with the Chicago, Burlingtou and 
Quincy begun in October, 1870, when he be- 
came clerk to the General Eastern Agent of that 
company, a pesition which he filled so accepta- 
bly that, two years later, he was given the New- 
Engiaud agency, and in 1875 he was promoted 
to the office of General Eastern Agent of the 
road, After three years of service in that ca- 
pacity he was made General Freight Agent of 
the Burlington, with headquarters in Chicago. 
Last Summer the position of Traffic Manayer 
was created for him, and Paul Morton succeeded 
him as General Freight Agent. 

The stand taken by Mr. Stone on the labor 
question is said to have had nothing to do in 
bringing about the present change iu his duties, 
as his course during the strike, whether pru- 
dent or imprudent, Was sanctioned, and per- 
haps to some extent directed, by persons bigher 
in authonty. At the same timeit is the belief 
of many disinterested persons that the change 
will have the effect of quieting the prejudices 
that exist in certain quarters op account of the 
attitude of the management during the atrike, 
and will therefore be beneficial to the company. 
There is some speculation as to whether Paul 
Morton wili succeed Mr. Ripley in the position 
of Traftic Manager or remain at the bead of the 
freight department. This seems to be a ques- 
tion that is not yet settled.

PENNSYLVANIA’S DIVIDEND. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 1.—The Directors of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad to-day declared a 
dividend of 242 per cent. to the shareholders. 
This isthe same as waa declared in last May, mak- 
ing a5 per cent. dividend for the year. The 
dividend paid during 1887 was 519 per cent., 
one-half of 1 per cent. having been declared 
last November as an extra dividend. The ay- 
nouncement was just what the Street expected 
and therefore caused no surprise. Comment 
was favorable, and, though there were seme 
hopes that the dividend of 5142 per cent. would 
be maintained, the general expression was one 
ot satisfaction at the careful policy pursued, 

The earnings this year are but little bebind 
those of last year, and the fixed charges are 
about the same. Last year, however, was an 
unusually good one, and after paying 52 per 
cent. in dividends, and paying $723,000 in set- 
tlement ef sundry claims and $1,240,000 forim- 
provements, there were carried to the credit of 
profit and loss $1,983,000. ‘The Western lines 
showed a net profit of $1,278,000. Thus far 
they are abont $500,000 behind. The ditterence 
between a 249 and a'3 per cent. dividend is 
about $530,000. The capital stock is abeut 
$8,000,000 greater than it was last Fall, making 
that much mere upon which dividends must be 
paid.

LIVE STOCK RATE PROBLEM. 

CHICAGO, Nov, 1.—The unexpected tangle 
in which the Western roads found themselves 
when they undertoek to put into effect the new 
basis of live stock rates, under tie weighing 
system, now seems to be only a temporary ob- 
struction. There is no doubt that all the roads 
are ready to stand by the original agreement, 
and that it will become operative as soon as 


the present difficulties are surmounted. When 
the Kansas lines found that the law of that State 
required them to give GO days’ notice before 
putting the new ratea into effect, they at once 
gave such notice, and the expiration of that 
time will find them ready and anxious to 
adopt the system, which all agree must operate 
to the advantage of both earriers and shippers. 
‘Lhe lines running inte Chicago from the south- 
west cencluded that in order to avoid confusion 
their best plan was to postpone action until 
their Western connections could act with them, 
and so for the next two months perhaps the old 
carload rates will govern live stock rates from 
the West and Southwest. The 60 days will ex- 
pire about the middle of December, and it is be- 
lieved that by Jan. 1 the weighing system will 
be In successful operation throughout the West.

STILL A MYSTERY. 


THE QUEER DISCOVERY IN THE MONROE 
POST OFFICE, 

Detrroir, Mich,, Nov. 1.—There are no 
new developments in the Monroe Pust Office 
matter that at all clears up its singular features. 
The authorities are entirely at a loss to discover 
an adequate motive tor the action of Kellie, the 
implicated Deputy Postmaster, assuming him 
to be in his right mind. Assistant United States 
District Attorney Wilkins said this morning: 

“T don’t say that this is a political scheme to 
throw disrepute upon the Post Office Depart- 
went, but [ certainly cannot see what object 
Kellie had in secreting letters the way he did. 
The search of the oftice at Monroe by the In- 
spectors and Postmaster Noble revealed a most 
astonishing state of things. In every nook and 
cranny there were discovered packages of un- 
opened letters, letters that should have been 
forwarded to the Dead Letter Ottice, weekly 
statements, registered letters containing vari- 
ous sums of money, ail thrown prowmiscuously 
outof sight. There were letters under the safe, 
letters away up on unusued shelves, where 
they eould not have been placed without 
the aid of a stepladder; letters in 
crevices and dark places, where no one would 
think of looking for them, in all numbering 600 
or 700. Now, this strange course of action was 
begun in June, about the time that the Presi- 
dential campaign opened. It was then that he 
Vegan holding back his weekly statements. 
Pretty svon the department at Washington be- 
gan writing to the Postmaster at Monroe con- 
cerning the statements and why they had not 
been received. Thesenever reached Postmaster 
Noble, for they were invariably withheld by 
Kellie and secreted along with the rest of the 
missing mail. Thus the work went on with the 
head, man 1n total ignorance. 

“Kellie did not appropriate any money that 
we can learn of. The registered letters and 
other letters containing money were unopened, 
and this makes the case look all the more queer. 
He may have been an intense partisan of a 
fanatical sort, and thoughtit his duty as a Re- 
publican to help the party by hook or crook, the 
same as a religious fanatic thinks it his duty to 
kill his children -in order to carry out his idea 
of worship. You can easily see how he could 
cast disrepute upon! the department by his 
work. ‘ihe people around Monroe, not getting 
their letters, would becin to wonder and put the 
blame upou the way in which Post Office busi- 
ness Was comliucted. A man who sent a regis- 
tered letter contaiuing $50, which might be to 
him amint of money, and never had it deliv- 
ered, Would think the department was in a bad 
way. A large numberof votes could undoubted- 
ly be intluenced in this way. I don’t believe 
that Kellie had any versonal feeling against 
Postmaster Noble or wanted to injure him. 
Noble had kept bim along in spite of his Repub- 
licanism, and I don’t see how he could bave 
had any grudge against his superior. if 20 Re- 
publican Post Office attachés in the country 
should have adopted this course at this par- 
tieular time I think it would quickly have put 
the department in a bad light before the voters 
vf the country and aided in defeating the Demo- 
erats. However, 1 don’t say that politica had 
anything to do with the case, but, as I said be- 
fore, it looks rather strange.”

HE PAYS HIS KESPECTS 
SECRETARY BAYARD. 
TRYING TO MAKE THE MOST OF THE 
SACKVILLE INCIDENT WITH VERY 
POOR RESULTS. 

Norwicu, Conn., Nov. 1.—Mr. Blaine, ac- 
companied by Gen. Adam E. King of Baltimore, 
arrived from New-York by special train at about 
noon. He was driven to Washington-square, in 
the centre of the city, accompanied by the 
Reception Committee, headed by the Hon. John 
T. Wait and the Hon. H. H. Osgood. There he 
was met by the Hon. Morgan G. Bulkeley of 
Hartford and the Hon. Charles A. Russell of 
Killingly. A procession of 2,000 men escorted 
the party to Williams Park, where a great audi- 
ence had gathered from all parts of Eastern 
Connecticut. The Hon. H. G. Osgood presided. 


Addresses were made by Messrs. Blaine, King, 
Bulkeley, and Russel. After discussing the 
tariff question Mr. Blaine said: 


“T bave here aspeech by Mr. Bayard, Secretary 
of State. Mr. Bayard isa peculiar gentleman. He 
isa gentleman of very high sentiment. In fact, 
there is nobody who speaks the English language, 
so far as I know, since Joseph Surface, who has so 
fine sentiments as Mr. Bayard. He clothes every- 
thing with sentiment. Why, in his speech he want- 
ed toremark that we were a Nation of sixty-five 
millions of people. Well, that isa very plain fact, 
and there are a great many people who know it be- 
sides Mr. Bayard. But Mr. Bayard did not say it 
in this ordinary way. Mr. Bayard says: ‘And now 
let us raise our minds and let us elevate our moral 
vision and think of what we are—a Nationof sixty- 
tive million people.’ [Laughter. ] Well, he might have 
got that fact off without such lofty contemplation. 
But, aside from a Mr. Bayard’s speech is de- 
voted to the wicked conspiracy of Republicans— 
they have all taken that word. Mr. Thurman has 
taken that word—the wicked conspiracy of Repub- 
licans that entrapped Lord Sackville into writing 
the letter, [applause,] and he calls down the wrath 
of the country upon these most wicked conspirators 
that got up the letter that Lord Sackville answered. 
Now, I must say, that Mr. Bayard puts himself in a 
very peculiar position, because if there were a 
wicked conspiracy of leading Republicans to en- 
trap Lord Sackville into writing an impudent letter 
these conspirators ought to have been punished, 
but instead of thathe punishes Lord Sackville. He 
says: ‘Here is a most unprincipled, monstrous con- 
spiracy agaiust this man, and in consequence of 
this conspiracy, of which I cannot get the avthors, 
TI wilt send Lord Sackville back home and make him 
bear tlre sins of these conspirators.’ 

“That is a very remarkable statement. Ther 
acknowledge that they were not quick to doit, but 
after 10 days, and after they had received advices 
and telegrams from all parts of the country that if 
they did not start Lord Sackville the Irish vote 
would .start, (laughter, } then Lord Sackville had to 
go. It will De an agreeable thing in Englan¢ to 
Lord Salisbury, the Prime Minister, to know that 
President Cleveland’s Administration deliberately 
weighed Lord Sackville against the [rish vote and 
started him. [Appiause.} 

But, gentlemen, levity aside, speaking of Mr. 
Bayard’s position in regard to Lord Sackville, tno 
Democratic Party never has conducted the affairs 
of this country with Great Britain with dignity or 
With advantage to this country—never. Andil you 
will contrast the Administration of Gen. Grant and 
of Abraham Lincoln in their conduct of affairs with 
Great Britain with what has been done by the Dem- 
ocratic Party you would ask no other issues. We 
owe to the Democratic Party and to its bad diplo- 
macy the loss of Hritish Columbia, that vast 
province on the Pacilic coast which would give us 
the entire coast from Behring Strait down to the 
Guif of California.

From the London Times. 

A writer in the Chinese Times says of Chinese 
prisous that the amount of extortion that coes 
onin them is amazing, and the warders and 
others display surprising ingenuity in extract- 
ing money from the unhappy prisoners. The pew- 
comer almost invariably forgets to fee the night 
watchman. The consequence is that sleep is 
rendered almost impessible by the terrible noise 
which is kept up outside his window all night, 
and he speedily apologizes for his forgetfuiness 
and makes good the oversight. If the coolle 
who cleans out the cell is not satistied he col- 
lects all the inseets he can tind, and Introduces 
several hundreds into the apartment of his 
victim, who Is then only too glad to call his serv- 
ices into requisition to get rid of them again, 
even at an exorbitant price. Many of the war- 
ders and servants are criminals who have 
escaped capital punishment by the omis- 
sion of the Kmperor to mark their 
names for death when tbe list for the 
Autumn executions is submitted to him. 
This list, which sets forth tbe, name and 
condition of the criminal and the circumstances 
of his crime, is divided into three parts, The 
first contain®& the new cases, the second thoss 
which were not marked the previous year, the 
third those which have escaped marking for two 
years. Itis said that the Emperor marks about 
eight names in ten, and that a man who escapes 
once is safe from subsequent marking, although 
he has to go down tothe executien ground the 
two following years. The listis brought from 
ths palace direct to the place of execution, and 
until its arrival neither criminals por olflicials 
knuw who are to die, the unhappy victims only 
being sure of their fate upon hearing themselves 
called out to pay the last penalty. The prison- 
ers who have escaped are imprisoned for life, 
but they have a very easy existence, and as 
they are employed inthe prison and share in 
the exturtions practiced on other prisoners, they 
often amass considerable weaith.

Its only resource for 
overcoming this narrow margin is “ State 
pride,” by which the Republicans ‘expect 
HARRISON to gain very largely.” As the

The debt statement yesterday showed a 
reduction of debt less cash in the Treasury 
of only $4,585,619, which is only a little 
over one-half of the average monthly de- 
crease from the opening of the fiscal year 
to Oct. 1.

TREASURER DUDLEY’S INFAMOUS 
LETTER. 

We said yesterday that the letter pub- 
lished here on Wednesday signed WILLIAM 
W. DUDLEY was such as only a conscience- 
less political corruptionist could conceive 
and only a scoundrel write. WILLiam W. 
DupDLEY, Treasurer of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee, must take that descrip- 
tion to himself and bear it with what 
patience he can, for he and no other wrote 
the letter. 

It is, in truth, a scoundrel’s letter, the 
most scoundrelly and shameless we ever re- 
member to have seen put forth by a man of 
prominence in the councils of a great party. 
It is a direct incitement to criminal acts. 
It is an election day handbook for the of- 
ticial vote buyers and bribery corps of the 
Republicans in Indiana. it assures the 
County Chairman to whom it was sent—and 
it is known that copies were sent to 
other County Chairmen in Indiana and 
probably to all of them—that the Chairman 
of the Republican State Committee of In- 
diana will furnish them ‘the assistance 
necessary to hold our floaters and doubt- 
ful voters and gain enough of the 
other kind to give HARRISON and Mor- 
TON 10,000 plurality.” And a little 
further on it gives directions for the opera- 
tion of what will hereafter be known 
as the Dudley or block system of bribery 
at the polls. Itisinthe fourth of the list 
of five directions contained in this Briber’s 
and Corruptionist’s Manual that Treasurer 
DuDLEY gives the results of his experience 
and study in these terms: 

“4th. Divide the floaters into blocks of five, and 
put a trusted man with necessary funds in charge 
of these five, and make him responsible that none 
get away and that all vole our ticket.” 


Treasurer DUDLEY cannot explain away 
those words. Hecannot pretend that the 
“necessary funds” here mentioned have 
been provided solely for ‘‘ getting out the 
vote.” The aged and infirm voters have 
never yet been divided into ‘‘ blocks of 
five” by any party under the sun, and no 
good reason why they should be marshaled 
in this way can be adduced. Besides, the 
infirm voter was never known to try to 
“get away.” The “brutal candor” of 
QUAY and the boundless cynicism of Dup- 
LEY will avail nothing against the damning 
revealments of this letter. Itis a briber’s 
letter, a corruptionist’s appeal, a penitenti- 
ary offense. 

. There is no longer any need to talk about 
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proofs of the authenticity of the letter. 
Treasurer DUDLEY has himself supplied the 
proof. The document was published in fac 
simile in the Indianapolis Sentinel of 
Wednesday morning. The copy published 
by THe Trmss of that morning was tele- 
graphed from Indianapolis, and in that 
version the writer was made to say that the 
“best business men” would be astonished 
* to see how utterly dumfounded the natu- 
ralized Democratic voters will be.” On 
Wednesday afternoon Treasurer DUDLEY 
said to a reporter of the Evening Post: 
“Understand me, now; I don’t say I wrote 
any such letter, or that any letter of instruc- 
tions has been written from these headquarters, 
but if the words ‘average Democratic bummer’ 
had appeared in place of those I have under- 


scored [should not have found fault, for other- 
wise I think the letter is a strong one.” 


This was on Wednesday afternoon. The 
Indianapolis Sentinel containing the fac 
simile did not arrive in this city until yes- 
terday morning. When it did arrive it was 
at once seen that the words ‘“‘ordinary Demo- 
cratic election bummer” were in the origi- 
nalletterin placeof the words ‘naturalized 
Democratic voters,” which were the result 
of an error of transcription or transmission. 
How did Col. DUDLEY detect this error in 
the version published? Only because 
he remembered with substantial accuracy 
the phraseology he had employed. His cor- 
rection of that important error was fatal. 
It furnished the clinching proof that the 
letter washis. It was, after that, useless for 
him to pronounce the letter a forgery, and 
from the Democratic point of view unneces- 
sary for him to furnish additional evidence 
that the letter was genuine, which, how- 
ever, he continued to do by his crooked 
and evasive statements and by his bluster 
about libel suits. 

It would be superfluous further to char- 
acterize this letter of the Treasurer of the 
National Republican Committee. The pub- 
lic sees in that letter the proof of the crim- 
inal means by which the election of HARRI- 
son and MorrTonisto be accomplished, ifit 
is accomplished at all. Asthe personal rep- 
resentative upon the committee of Mr. 
HARRISON Treasurer DUDLEY brings upon 
his party’s candidate some part of the 
odium he has himself incurred, and makes 
it impossible for honest and self-respecting 
men, not blinded by partisanship, to act 
with the party or support the candidate. 








CANDIDATES FOR THE ASSEMBLY. 


Candidates for the Assembly have been 
nominated in all the districts of this city. 
In many cases the voter desiring to support 
only capable and honest men has presented 
to him only a choice between candidates of 
different degrees of badness. Fourteen 
members of the present Assembly are seek- 
ing re-election; where they have made a 
good record they should be re-elected, and 
where they have made a bad record it is 
safer to vote for a new and untried man, 
who may do better. 

There are two Republican members of 
the present Assembly who ought by all 
means to be re-elected—ROBERT RAY HAmM- 
ILTON of the Eleventh District and ERNEST 
H. Crossy of the Twenty-first. They will 
have arrayed against them all the power 
of the liquor interest on account of their 
consistent and aggressive record in favor of 
high license. In both districts the Demo- 
cratic factions have united in support of 
respectable candidates, but all Republicans 
and all Democrats who favor a more ef- 
fective restriction of the liquor traffic 
should make earnest efforts for the re- 


election of Messrs. HAMILTON and CROSBY,‘ 


for their defeat would set back the cause of 
reform and progress in restrictive legisia- 
tion. The Republicans have wisely set aside 
BANXSON T. MORGAN in the Seventh Dis- 
trict, who voted against the High License 
bill and otherwise made a bad record last 
Winter, and have nominated an excellent 
candidate in the person of FRANCIS V. 
Kina. As the district is strongly Repub- 
lican and two Democratic candidates are in 
the field, there can be no doubt-of Mr. 
Kin@’s election. In the Eighth District 
JOHN J. O’BRIEN has again nominated the 
notorious CHARLES SMITH, perhaps the 
most worthless and corrupt representative 
that ever disgraced the Assembly Chamber. 
Unfortunately the Democrats are divided 
there. PHILIP WIssIG, the Tammany can- 
didate, made a very poor record last Winter, 
and all decent citizens should vote for 
NATHAN §. LEvy, the County Democracy 
nominee. Inthe Thirteenth, another Re- 
publican district, FREDERICK S. GIBBS has 
the nomination of his party. In badness 
he is only second to SMITH, and his greater 
ability would make him even more mis- 
chievous. The purpose of the Tammany 
nomination can only be to help G1BBs, and 
all respectable citizens, Democrats and Re- 
publicans, should unite in support of WILL- 
1AM C. Cox, the County Democracy candi- 
date, who isa lawyer of ability and good 
standing. 

In the first six districts in numerical or- 
der there is positively not one tolerably 
good candidate, leaving aside the Prohibi- 
tionists, for the Prohibition Party has made 
hopeless nominations in all the districts, 
But Finn of the First, SULLIVAN of the 
Second, Smiry of the Third, and Hayes of 
the Fourth ought to be defeated for the 
hopelessly bad records which they have 
already made. In the other two there is 
nothing to be said in favor of any of the 
candidates, Among the other Democratic 
renominations of men with bad records are 
those of ROSENTHAL in the Twelfth, 
HAGAN in the Sixteenth, CONNELLY in the 
Nineteenth, and HorNnipGE in the Twen- 
tieth. Ineach case the Democratic oppo- 
nent is to be preferred, as most likely to de- 
feat the present members, though none of 
them has much to recommend him in the 
way of merits of his own. No Republican 
has been put up in any of these districts for 
whom anything can be said in the way of 
commendation. 

Of the Democrats renominated whose rec- 
ord is fairly good are JOHN MARTIN in the 
Ninth District, GEoRGE F. Rorescn in the 
Tenth, CHARLES A. HERRMANN in the 
Fifteenth, and JOSEPH BLUMENTHAL in the 
Twenty-second. BLUMENTHAUL’s record is 
excellent, and he deserves a re-election and 
will get it. MARTIN’sS record is also very 
good, and that of RoEscH has steadily 
improved with experience, Both supported 
the Ballot Reform bill, HERRMANN’s record 





is only fairly good, but he is to be preferred 
to either of his opponents. In the Four- 
teenth, Seventeenth, Eighteenth, Twenty- 
third, and Twenty-fourth Districts, which 
include all not previously méntioned, all 
the candidates are new men with the 
exception of THomas J. CREAMER, the 
Tammany candidate in the Fourteenth, 
whose record of years ago is enough to 
condemn him. His chief opponent is J. J. 
Murpuy. By far the best candidates in 
the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth Dis- 
tricts are Republicans, Percy D. ADAMs in 
the former and THomas J. BusH in the 
latter, but as each is pitted against only 
one Democrat, there is little chance of the 
election of either of them. 

The record stands then: Revublicans with 
a chance of being elected and who ought to 
be elected—KING of the Sevehth District, 
HAMILTON of the Eleventh, and CrossBy of 
the Twenty-first; Republicans with a pos- 
sibility of being elected and who ought to 
be defeated—SmitH of the Eighth and 
Gisss of the Thirteenth; Republicans who 
ought to be elected but have little chance 
—ADAMS of the Twenty-third and Busu of 
the Twenty-fourth; Democrats who have a 
chance of being elected and ought to bein 
preference to any one opposing them— 
MARTIN of the Ninth, Rorscu of the Tenth, 
Cox of the Thirteenth, HERRMANN of the 
Fifteenth, and BLUMENTHAL of the Twenty- 
second; Democrats with a bad record who 
oughtto be defeated without reference to 
the merits of their opponents—FINN of the 
First, SULLIVAN of the Second, SMITH of 
the Third, Hayrs of the Fourth, ROSEN- 
THAL of the Twelfth, CREAMER of the 
Fourteenth, HAGAN of the Sixteenth, Con- 
NELLY of the Nineteenth, and HORNIDGE 
of the Twentieth; no definable choice in the 
Fifth, Sixth, Seventeenth, and Eighteenth 
Districts. On the whole there is no very 
brilliant prospect of improving the city 
delegation at Albany. 








FAMILY TRADE. 

Senator EpmMuNpDs has revived, with a 
naiveté characteristic of his age and tem- 
perament, the well-worn theory that a na- 
tion isa family, that everything brought 
into our country from a foreign country de- 
prives one of our own family of the chance 
to get paid for making it, and that every 
citizen is bound not to buy of any one else 
what one of his brothers might sell him, 
This is not a very profound notion. If is, 
in fact, one of primitive simplicity, aud was 
most prevalent in the Middle Ages, when it 
was nearly universal, except for the Vene- 
tians and the Jews, who became very rich 
by studiously violating it and by taking 
advantage of the necessities that, from time 
to time and in various degrees, forced others 
to violate it. But itis about as near to a 
general theory as any one can, come who in- 
sists upon the protective tarift as now, for 
the first time in this country, viewed by 
the Republican Party. No other idea, with 
any pretense to universality, would re- 
motely justify the Republican advocacy of 
cutting down the revenues by prohibitory 
duties. If that cannot be sustained by the 
notion that we are under a fraternal obliga- 
tion to do everything “within ourselves,” 
then it cannot be sustained at ail. Nor is 
the theory without attraction to persons 
who are ignorant of the actual conditions 
or of the history of industry and commeree, 
or who are prone to think superficially of 
themas Mr. Epmunps unfortunately is. It 
is a well-known and frequently-observed 
fact in sociology that there is a certain cor- 
respordence between want of development 
in intelligence and like want of develop- 
ment in point of time. The most ignorant 
races of to-day are in many regards on a 
level with the remote arcestors of the 
higher races, and so the state of Mr. Ep. 
MUNDS’s mind and of those to whom his 
simple and shallow theories appeal is not 
very different from that which prevailed in 
the fifteenth century, except among the 
Jews and the'Venetians. But it is plain 
that if, by any misfortune, this country 
should be given over to the guidance, com- 
mercially, of men who think with Mr. Ep- 
MUNDS, it would get on as badly, relatively 
to the rest of the world, as the stupid peo- 
ple of all Europe then did relatively to the 
brighter and sharper Venetians and Israel- 
ites. 

To examine this theory with any degree 
of seriousness seems uncomfortably like 
breaking a fly on the wheel, but since a 
man who is unquestionably so sincere as 
Mr. EDMUNDS and who is so intelligent in 
other things appears to think that he thinks 
the theory to be true, it is worth while to 
trace its practical workings a little way 
at least. We need not go far to run upon 
its absurdity. Let us suppose a family of a 
dozen—the parents, three daughters, and 
seven sons—who start out to live in accord- 
ance with Mr. EDMUNDs’s theory. As in 
our climate the three great needs of common 
life are food, shelter, and clothing, we wili 
suppose the father and two sons undertake 
farming to provide the food and the materi- 
alsfor clothing, that three of the sons under- 
take to provide the buildings and their furni- 
ture, while the remaining two devote them- 
selves to the manufacture of clothing, in- 
cluding hats and shoes, and the women pre- 
pare the food and assist wherever they can. 
It is plain that the builders, after they had 
got up the needed house and outbuildings, 
would be relatively idle, and would be very 
poor customers for the others. Itis equally 
plain that the makers of clothing would be 
in like case as soon as they had provided 
very simple satisfaction for the common 
needs in their line,, and would have little 
temptation to do more, as they would get 
nothing for their labor but food and house 
room. In short, the whole family, shut up 
to trading with each other, would have a 
very narrow and poor existence; but by 
Mr. EpMuUNDS’s theory they should be sus- 
tained by the consciousness that they were 
confining their purchases to their own fam- 
ily, and that it would bea wrong to their 
brothers to buy anything of any one else. 
In its most essential features this is precise- 
ly the condition to which, so far as it has 
been applied, the protectionist scheme has 
reduced the American people, and in this 
situation the Republicans have no remedy 
to offer but to aggravate the causes that 
have produced it. 

The American national family have now 





reached a point where they can produce in ! 


the great variety of occupations to which 
they have devoted themselves, and in which, 
thanks to their native ingenuity and energy 
and to the resources of the country, they ex- 
cel, a great deal more than they can consume. 
They could produce still more and on still 
better terms if they were not taxed heavily 
on the materials that.they require from for- 
eign countries, mostly,as in the case of wool- 
en and metal goods, to usein combination 
with their own, This actual surplus, and 
the greater surplus that could and would be 
produced if the duties were taken off these 
materials, they cannot sell abroad, partly 
because the taxes make the cost of produc- 
tion too high, and partly because the taxes, 
in fulfillment of Mr. EpmuNps’s theory, 
prevent them from exchanging their prod- 
ucts with.foreign producers. This is the 
actual net result of protection as applied. 
It is not a good result. It places us on a 
very low level in the scale of commercial 
nations. It keeps us,so far as concerns 
the foreign trade—which is the only 
trade by which we can _ dispose 
as a people of our surplus. prod- 
ucts—just where the English people were 
in the reign of ELIZABETH, when the 
importation of domestie wool and the ex- 
port of foreign woolens were equally made 
impossible. If we ask why such an absurd 
and mischievous situation should be per- 
petuated the answer is that in this country 
the class that exactly corresponds to that 
which had a royal monopoly under the 
Tupors has influence enough with the Gov- 
ernment to prevent a change that would be 
greatly for the general advantage, but 
would interfere with their monopoly. Hap- 
pily this class has been deprived of its 
power in the popular branch of the Legis- 
lature and in the Executive. From its 
stronghold in the Senate, where it has capt- 
ured such good but foolish souls as Mr. 
EDMUNDS, it hopes to regain its hold on 
the country. Unless the people want to 
reject all the splendid opportunities of the 
commerce of the world in this latter part 
of the nineteenth century they will not 
gratify that hope. 








INTIMIDATION BY PROTECTED 
MANUFACTURERS. 

Intimidation of voters by Republican 
manufacturers in the western part of this 
State is likely to be promptly dealt with on 
election day if the instructions of United 
States Marshal BuNN are faithfully carried 
into effect by his Deputies. That the Re- 
publican managers in their anxiety to carry 
this State rely largely on the influence of 
employers who have grown rich at the ex- 
pense of their employés through the opera- 
tion of ‘* protection” -to coerce their work- 
ingmen into voting for HARRISON, no person 
who has kept posted on the progress of the 
campaign can for an instant doubt. All 
kinds of covert threats have been made to 
frighten the laboring men into giving up 
their independent right of suffrage. They 
have been told that factories will close and 
shops shut down if Mr. CLEVELAND is re- 
elected, and terrible pictures of a flood of 
articles made by the “pauper labor’ of 
Europe rushing over the country and de- 
stroying the homes of the American work- 
ingman, have been drawn by eloquent ora- 
tors. The plan would not be complete 
without an attempt of the manufacturers to 
marshal their employés at the polls. 

Marshal BuNN has instructed his Depu- 
ties to arrest any person found violating 
the election laws of the United States at 
the polls, and among the violations of those 
laws for which penalties are provided is 
“the preventing any qualified voter from 
exercising the right of suffrage’ by means 
of “force, threats, intimidation, bribery, 
reward or offer thereof.” The efforts of 
employers to influence the votes of their 
workingmen by such means as have been 
used in the past and are proposed now are 
clearly “intimidation” within the meaning 
of the law, and the men who resort to them 
in Marshal Bunn’s district, which prac- 
tically covers the entire State west of Al- 
bany, will stand a fair chance of passing 
election day in jail, with prospects of the 
penitentiary before them. Mr. QUAY can 
rest assured that the purity of the 
election in this district will be preserved, 
so far as the United States Marshal can pre- 
serve it, and that no workingman will be 
coerced into voting against his principles 
by the man who employs his labor, if 
vigilance and activity can prevent it. The 
polls in this city and at other places 
throughout the manufacturing States will 
be as zealously guarded, and if intimida- 
tion is used to wheel the workingmen into 
line for HARRISON and MORTON some of the 
‘** protected” manufacturers will very possi- 
bly be treated fo a kind of protection for 
which they do not yearn. ‘This election 
must be conducted in an honest and fair 
manner, and if it is so conducted there is no 
fear that the intelligent workingmen of the 
country will not vote for their own best in- 
terests, which are embodied in the re-elec- 
tion of President CLEVELAND. 








THE SACKVILLE CASE IN ENGLAND. 

The most surprising thing about ‘‘the 
Sackville incident” is the manner in which 
it has been received in England. The of- 
fense of Lord SACKVILLE might have been 
expected to appear to Englishmen more 
heinous than it did to Americans, for the 
reason that it consisted in or was accompa- 
nied by so evident a breach in the conven- 
tional and traditional proprieties of his 
position as a diplomatic representative. 
These praprieties are commonly held in 
much greater veneration in England than 
in the United States, and the mere 
fact that they had been outraged would 
therefore naturally inflict a greater 
shock upon the English than upon the 
American mind. Yet, with the exception 
of the London Daily News, which discusses 
the matter in a reasonable and well-in- 
formed way, every English journal the 
comments of which have been transmitted 
by the cable expresses surprise not un- 
mixed with resentment that the Govern- 
ment of the United States should have de- 
clined to hold any further intercourse with 
the perpetrator of an offense which, for 
this occasion, the London press regards as 
venial. 

It has struck two of the London papers 
as a happy thought to suggest thatif the 
American Minister in England had chosen 





to write a letter during the progress of a 
general election taking sides upon it or 
expressing any opinion about it no. official 
notice would have been taken of his action. 
This may be true so far as the British Gov- 
ernment is concerned, though so inept a 
diplomatist would doubtless have been 
withdrawn by his own Government as of no 
further use; but the suggested analogy is 
entirely delusive. If there were some 
hundreds of thousands of British vot- 
ers who were American by birth, and 
who had left their own country, a 
great majority of them witha passionate 
hatred forit and a small minority with a 
passionate attachment to it, any advice 
given to them by the American Minister or 
any betrayal of his own opinion, even in a 
letter to a stranger marked “ private,” 
would have been a grave offense and would 
have rendered the offender a person em- 
inently not acceptable at the British For- 
eign Office. 

The St. James’s Gazette, which has the mis- 
fortune not to admire any American insti- 
tution or trait, admits that Lord SACKVILLE 
is ‘‘ technically in the wrong,” and declares 
that therefore England cannot “ resent the 
affront which Mr. BaYarp has put upon it.” 
But this is pure nonsense. An Ambassador 
may render himself unwelcome in many 
ways. To request his recall or to decline to 
hold officPintercourse with him does not 
necessarily and should not at all affect the 
relations of the Governments concerned. 
Within a few years one European country 
has declined to receive an American Min- 
ister because a long time before, when 
he was a private citizen, he had made 
a speech about the politics of that 
country which did not meet the views of 
its rulers. Another European country de- 
clined to receive an American Minister be- 
cause his wife was a Jewess, and Jewesses 
were persone non grate at its Court. No 
newspaper in the United States took the 
ground that either of these countries had 
‘‘ put an affront” on the United States. If 
our Government had taken that ground it 
would have presented a truly absurd spec- 
tacle§ of the ‘“‘spread-eagleism” of which 
it is now unjustly and unreasonably 
accused. The recall of a foreign Min- 
ister has before now been requested 
because of a purely personal quarrel 
with the American Secretary of State. 
It was not necessary in the least to go into 
the merits of the quarrel, to justify the re- 
quest, or to justify a refusal to hold inter- 
course with the Minister if the request had 
been disregarded. A diplomatic agent is in 
the same condition in this respect with an 
agent of any other kind. If the person to 
whom a commercial agent was accredited 
found the agent interfering with his busi- 
ness, or in any other manner making him- 
self offensive, he would naturally notify the 
principal that he could not do business with 
that agent, and ask him to send another. If 
the principal refused to do this, or delayed 
to do it after a reasonable time had elapsed, 
the offended person would naturally notify 
the offending agent that he would at any 
rate have nothing more to do with him. 

This is precisely what has happened to 
Lord SACKVILLE. He presumed to give 
counsel to guide a person whom he supposed 
to bea born Englishman and naturalized 
American as to his course in American pol- 
itics. In doing this he was not simply 
** technically in the wrong,” as the St. 
James's Gazette puts it. His offense was 
substantial and serious. When it became 
known our Government at once notified the 
British Government that its representative 
had become an unwelcome visitor, re- 
quested that he be withdrawn, and, 
when its request was not complied 
with, notified him to withdraw. The 
only question that can possibly arise 
is whether we have waited “a reasonable 
time” for the British Government to with- 
draw him. That depends upon the circum- 
stances. We are approaching an important 
election, upon which the Sackville incident 
will undoubtedly exercise some influence, 
and would have exerted far more if the in- 
terference of Lord SACKVILLE in American 
politics had gone unresented until after the 
election. Ordinarily we might have waited 
a month for the announcement that was, in 
fact, made in London day before yes- 
terday ‘“‘that Lord SACKVILLE comes 
to England immediately on leave of 
absence; that he has important  busi- 
ness to attend to in connection with his 
succession to the Sackville estate, and that 
he will not return to Washington.” But 
meanwhile the letter was exerting its influ- 
ence on the canvass. It was the duty of the 
President to put a stop to that influence at 
the earliest possible moment, whichever 
party it happenedtofavor. So, instead of 
waiting a month after the American Min- 
ister in England had requested the recall of 
Lord SACKVILLE, he waited a week, and 
then, no action having been taken upon his 
request, he himself gave the offender 
his dismissal. Under the circumstances 
he did wait a reasonable’ time, 
and there is no want either of 
deliberation or of dignity in the manner in 
which the dismissal was effected, while 
upon the main question whether a foreign 
Minister isor is not persona grata to the 
Government of the United States, that Gov- 
ernment itself is the sole and final author- 
ity. When all the facts in the case are 
brought to the knowledge of the British 
press the fair-minded English newspapers 
will see and acknowledge not only that no 
“affront” has been put upon England buat 
that neither the British Government nor 
Lord SAcKVILLE himself has any just 
ground of complaint.

OCOHARLESTON’S . LICENSE 


TAX. 


DECLARED CONSTITUTIONAL BY THE 
SUPREME COURT. 

CHARLESTON, S. C., Nov. 1.—Charleston 
imposes a license tax on all persons in business 
in the city. The system is unequal in many of 
its features and bears with particular hardship 
on certain classes of tradesmen and merchants. 
It has excited hostility for years and has caused 
no end of litigation. When the license law was 


passed by the City Council last January a num- | 
ber of dissatisfied taxpayers organized an anti- | 


license association to resist the enforcement of 
the law, on the ground that the 
was unjust and unconstitutional, and this 
too in face of the fact that the 
State Supreme Court had affirmed tho 
constiutionality of the law in four previous 
cases. Ex-Gov. McGrath was retained as coun- 
sel. After the time for the license tax had ex- 
Pired the delinqnents were summoned to ap- 
pear before the City Court to answertcharges of 
violating the law. The plan of counsel for de- 
fendants was to take up the cases and earry 
them before the Supreme Court onappeal. The 
CorporationC ounsel objected to this mode of 
procedure, and insisted upon trying each case 
upon its individual merits, and the court sus- 
tained his position. 

Upward of 70 cases were on the dooket, and 
the presence of a jury was necessary to try each 
case. The first batch was tried in April. There 
was a conviction in most cases, and the defend- 
ants were sentenced to pay a fine or go to iail. 
The trial occupied several terms of court. The 
jurymen were paid $1.50 per day; besides 
which the city had te pay for the services of the 
Jury Commissioners. What the trial of these 
cases cost the city must be a matter of con- 
jecture only, but itis thought that the amount 
will mot fall short of from $1,000 to $1,500. 
The trials were not in the nature of civil suits 
te recover the amount due for licenses by de- 
fendants, but were indictments fer violation of 
city ordinances. Aseach was tried the defend- 
ants who were convicted were sentenced to pay 
a@ certain fine or go to jail for a certaia 
number of days. An appeal was taken. and the 
defendants gave bail for their appearance when 
the Supreme Court decided the case. About a 
dozen defendants accepted the terms offered by 
the city and paid the lieenses after the cases 
had gone against them. The remainder deter- 
mined to fignt it to the bitter end. 

On Oct. 9 the Supreme Court rendered a de- 
cision. It affirmed the judgment of the City 
Court, holding that the action of the Legislature 
granting the City Council power to levy a 
license tax was constitutional. This was un- 
expected, and the Anti-License Association de- 
cided to carry it to the Supreme Court of the 
United States. No definite action had been 
taken in the matter, however, when to-day there 
was an entirely unsuspected move on the part of 
the city authorities. This afternoon John 
McoElIree,President of thedaily Sun Company,and 
John Rugheimer, Owen McMillan, I. Biiler, H. W. 
Hunnel, druggist; C. Berpuse, and J. P. Brown, 
crockery dealer, were arrested by the Sheriff 
and lodged in jail. The aggregate of McEIree’s 
sentences in the nine cases against him is $380 
or 240 days’ imprisonment. Aas to the other de- 
fendants the number of cases is not se great, 
but he result of their resistance to the law is 
enough to. excite their gravest concern and to 
arouse among their friends the deepest indig- 
nation. McElee’s paper says this afternoon: 
“The case is still held in abeyance by the 
courts, and a deeision has not yet been reached 
as to whether the license is legal or illegal.’ 
The Broad-street lawyers were very much sur- 
prised, and their verdict was universal that 
there was neither law nor precedent for such a 
proceeding. It isnot known if the Anti-Li- 
cenuse Association will pursue its course, but it 
is said that some of the imprisoned taxpayers 
declare that they will die in jati before they 
will submit to so unjust alaw. It is presumed 
that an effort will be made to sue the city for 
damages. 

The revenue of the city from licenses in 1887 
was $117,683, the tota) revenue from all sources 
being $732,973. If the license law is repealed 
there will be asharp advance in general taxa- 
tion.

china in plates aad panels which seem genuine 
enough. Charming little tables and chairs are 
carved in low relief, ormelu French clocks for 
the mantelpiece and huge overdone giant blun- 
derbores of clocks that stand on vast pedestals; 
cabinets for knickknacks, sofas, ottomans, 
vases, snuffboxes, miniatures, bronze statuettes, 
marble busts, and marble figures by impossible 
Italians—all is here that the  auction- 
haunting New-Yorker of plethoric pocket 
and attenuated kuowledge of Vart du 
mobilier loves to bid for. The general 
order of noisy lack of taste is breken by a set of 
turnituré covered witb plain old tapestry, said to 
be from the Gobelins, which is extremely re- 
served, noble, and of good styie. It is plain 
that somebody must be in want when ali these 
things are for sale, and as the ostensible owner 
is a lady of singular mental and prysical charm 
who may have made a mistake, the least we can 
do is to aid ber as woll as we can by going to the 
sales on the afterazoonsof Wednesday, Thurs- 
day, and Friday of next week and gallantly 
ruining ourselves in her behalf.

EVEN THE PARTY’S ORGANS FIND IT 

HARD TO FIGURE OUT A PLURAL- 

ITY—THE DEMOCRATS CONFIDENT. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Noy. 1.—The News, the 
evening Harrison organ, printed te night under 
the head of “Outlook in Indiana,” an article 
which is likely to give cold comfort to the Re- 
publicans of this State and of the Union.

They bave never said that 
it was because they would gain votes 
among the farmers, because soldiers were com- 
ing over to them, because the majority of first 
votes were on their side, or because independent 
Germans were kindly disposed toward their 
party. From all of these classes of voters the 
Republicans are making gains. I do not deny 
that there bave been a fow Republicans, widely 
scattered, who voted for Blaine who are now 
supporting Cleveland; but I knowthat for every 
one of them there are 100 Republican gains 
from tho Democratic rauks.” 

“What, according to your information, will be 
Harrison’s plurality ?”’ 

“Tt will not fall beiow 10.000. Lexpects it to be 
nearer 18,000 if the election is fair.” 

In its own review of the situation the News 
Bays: 


‘*From the time of Harrison’s nomination at Chi- 
cago up to 10 aays ago the drift of the campaign 
was decidedly favorable to the Republicans. There 
were two classes of voters from which, in propor- 
tian to numbers, large gains were made—the soldiers 
and the Irish citizens. Many, it1s claimed and be- 
lieved, have Deen influenced by the hurrah over 
Harrison. The advocacy of protection has caused 
many Democrats to join the Repablican Party, but 
there are probably more tariff reform Republicans 
in Indiana than there are protection Democrats. 
Indorsement of local option has not helped the 
party, forthe Prohibitionists are more aggressive 
than ever before and they will increase their vote. 
Following the drift in the other direction. it is 
harder to trace, but it will be found to be 
largely from the laboring class, and it is 
safe to estimate that fully 75 per cent. 
of the workingmen who are connected with the in- 
dustrial organizations will votes the Democratic 
ticket. The restof ‘‘the drift’’ to the Demecratic 
Party is made up largely of tarift reformers and 
grateful pensioners who have been impressed with 
the idea that Democratic officers have procured 
their reward for them. Nearly 10,000 new pension- 
ers in Indiana have been placed on the pay roll dur. 
ing President Clevelanc’s Administration. So much 
for the surface indications.” 


Turning to the figures of the campaign, the 
News says: 


“ Possibly there are 53,000 Democratic ex-soldiers 
who will vote for Harrison. Certainly there are 
not more than thatnumber. If there are, 15,000 
Democrats who-will vote the Republican tiéket the 
gain is larger than can be reasonably expected, and 
there are probably, outside of the two classes men- 
tioned. 3,000 Democrats who will vote the Repub- 
lican ticket on account of the protection doctrine of 
the party. Itis estimated that there are 60,000 
young men inthe State who will vote this year for 
the first time. The President of the Lincoln League 
says that he thinks 40,000 of them are Republic- 
ans. As the figures stand, taking into the 
calculation the ‘fact that a Democratic plu- 
rality of 6.531 four years ago must be overcome, 
the Republicans are about 11,000 ahead, That is 
about what they claim, too. On the other hand, the 
Democrats are likely te gain from 1,500 to 2,000 
votes from workingmen and probably 3,000 from 
tariff-reform Republicans if they get 50 per cent. 
of the number they expect. If they gain 10 per 
cent. of the voters that have been allowed pensions 
by the Administration 1,000 must be put down to 
their credit. It is expected that the Prohibition 
vote will be about 10,000. If it should be that 
large it would be equivalent to a Democratic gain 
ot at least 3,000. Democrats strongly maintain 
that the first voters are about equally divided 
between the two parties. If the claims of thé 
Republicans are discounted one-third, which seems 
to be about fair, 3,300 more may be placed in the 
Democratic column. They claim that they will get 
75 percent, of the Greenback vote; possibly they 
will gain 1,000 from that source. Taking the mini- 
mum estimate on workingmen and tariff reformers— 
the least assertive of the changing voters this year 
anitherefore the most difficult to estimate—the 
total Democratic gain is 12.800, leavine a plurality 
over the Republican estimate of 1,800. The last 
Democratic canvass, it is said, showed a plurality of 
2,000. In these estimates it should be borne in 
mind, the political effect ot State pride is not taken 
into consideration, and it is on'that that Republicans 
expect Gen. Harrison togain very largely, certainly 
more than enough to overcome the narrow margin 
that is left on the Democratic side.” 





DISGUSTED REPUBLICANS. 


SHABBY TREATMENT BY THE STATE 
COMMITTEE. 

Lockport, N. Y., Nov. 1.—Never before 
in the liistory of a political campaign has the 
Republican Party in Niagara County been so 
shabbily treated. A monster demonstration was 
called for here to-day, and the Republicans of 
the county turned out en masse. The State 
Committee disappointed the County Committee 
on Warner Miller, and were to send here the 
Hon. Hampton L. Carson of Philadeiphia and 


the Hon. Benjamin I. Sallinger of Iowa. Neither 
men appeared, and County Chairman JohnI. 
Merritt was at his wits’ ends to fill out the bill. 
Fuily 10,000 peopie assembled here, and a 
more disheartened crowd could not be found. 
The afternoon meeting was addressed by the 
Hon Burt Van Horn and Judge A. K. Potter, 
local talent, who were substituted. The city 
was finely illuminated and the parade was a 
great success, there being seme 2,500 men in 
line representing clubs from the sountry. A 
meeting was held at the Central Hall, at which 
the Hon. John E. Pound spoke. The spirit of 
enthusiasm, however, was taken out of the 
whole affair by the absence of Miller and the 
other distinguished speakers promised. The 
leaders of the party feel that they have 
been slighted by the action of the State 
Committee, and de not mince matters in speak- 
ing out what they think of it. If Niagara 
County is of so little account that the commit- 
tee can afford to act in this manner teward the 
Republicans here, they will let them know on 
election day. County Chairman Merritt has 
been in telegraphic communication with the 
committee for the past month, aud they have 
no excuse for the shabby trick. It 1s in keeping 
with tricks that have been served on other 
counties, and will cost the party dear. 





PORTRAIIS OF CHIEF-JUSTICES. 
From the Philadelphia Ledger, Oct. 27. 

In the robing room of the United States 
Supreme Court in Washington are portraits of 
the first ChiefJis ice, John Jay, in a searlet 
rebe, and of John Marsball, Taney, and Chase 
subsequent Chief-Justices, in the black gowns 
afterward adopted, or in plain clothes, There 


are no portraits of Rutledge, Ellsworth, or the 
late Chief-Justice Waite. During the late ses- 
sion of Congress an appropriation of $1,500 was 
provided to obtain portraits of the last three 
named. There are portraits extant of Chief- 
Justice Waite, but it is not yet ascertained 
whether there are auywhere good portraits of 
the other two. It is likely that seiection will 
be made from eugravings or miniatures from 
which portraits wil! be painted. One of the 
best likenesses of Chief-Justice Waite is on one 
of the tebacco stamps used by the Government. 
The provision for a marble bust of the late Mr. 
Waite to fill out the circle of deceased Chief- 
Justices in the Supreme Court room is ina bill 
that has passed the Senate, and is pending be- 
fore the House. As tie intention is to have 
good portraits of the Chief-Justices named to 
place in the robing room, it will probably be 
some time before the purpose of the bili ts car- 
ried out.

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~—8Eith Suppiement, 
MURDERED BY HIS PARTNER. 


SEVENTEEN YEARS IN JAIL DID NOT 
CHANGE THE MURDERER’S INSTINCTS. 
DENVER, Col., Nov. 1.—Another murder 

has just been committed near Denver by 
George Witherill which, owing to the promi- 
nence of the murderer, and the fact that nearly 
halfadozen people hsve been killed in this 
vicinity duriag the past few weeks, is attract- 
ing more than usual attention. Over 15 years 
age Witherill killed a sheep herder named 8. K, 
Wall on aranch in Dry Creek, 20 miles from 
the eity. Wall was an inoffensive man who had 
gathered together a herd of about 400 sheep. 
George Witherili and a man named Wright, who 
were employedin neighboring ranches, went 
over to the sheep herder’s tent one Sunday 
torning in September, 1871, and, finding no one 
there, followed-the owner out ou to hills where he 
was herding. Approaching in «a friendly man- 
her they engaged Wall in conversation, and 
when he turned 
the ball inflicting an ugly wound in the neck. 
When Wall was shot he fell, but instantly 
springing to his feet saw his life was in danger 
and ran to the ranch cabin. The two men fol- 
lowed, firing after him several shots without 
elfect. Blood was streaming from Wall’s neck, 
but be persisted in hia desperate race. At last, 
weakened by lossof blood, be sank to the ground 
and begged for his life. Heo swore to give his 
sheep and all his property if they weuld let him 
live. The murderers uttered no word. One 
struck him down with the butt of a rifle and an- 
other fired @ pistol shot into his head, kiiling 
him instantly. Witherill, with consummate 
coolness took possession of the dead man’s 
home and preperty and showed a bogus bill of 
po for the sheep which he had advertised for 
sale, 

The two men continued their depredations on 
the property of their neighbors without sus- 
picion. When steps wero tinally taken for their 
arrest they heard of the morements of offieers 
and fled on stolen horses, only to be captured in 
Western Nebraska after a hard chase of several 
days. The weight of crime was fastened upon 
Witherill, who was convicted of murder and 
sent to the penitentiary for life, while his 
companion escaped. Of late years his health 
has been failing, and through eftorts of friends 
a@ pardon was obtained last Saturday. Leaving 
the same night for the amal! town of Pueblo, he 
made the acquaintance of a ranch driver named 
Frank McCuen, and the latter being anxious to 
secure an assistant, a partnership was formed. 
Next day, teams having been prepared, the pair 
left on their way across the range to make de- 
posits and lay up mules. Late Monday night, 
after McCuen retired, his supposed friend With- 
erill arose, and, going over to the former, 
strangled him, after whick the body was re- 
moved to some underbrush, but not before all 
the money had been taken. Anxious to leave 
the plaee, Witherill started for Denver, where 
the absence of his partner was noticed, and, 
fearing foul play, the police placad Witherill 
under arrest. Several hours afterward # mes- 
sage came from Pueblo announcing the murder. 
Witherill is nearly 70 years old. and was at one 
time —* but no trace of his family is ob- 
tainable. 


VETERAN SOLDIERS.

THEY CHEER FOR CLEVELAND AND 
WILL PARADE IN HIS HONOR. 
Nilsson Hall, in Fifteenth-street, held a 
large military audience last evening. The sol- 
diers gathered to give expression to their belief 
and trustin President Cleveland as a man and 
in his Administration. Gen. Jehn Newton pre- 
sided, and among those onthe platform were 
Gen. Franz Sigel, Col. Albert Fest, Col. Joseph 
Teller, Michael H. Whalen, James W. Kay, Col. 


J. H. Treadwell, Charles McK, Lweser, §Col. 
George F. Gardiner, Col. Harvey S. Chatfield, 
and Peter H. Jobes. 

A resolution adopted with the greatest enthu- 
siasm indorsed the candidacy of Cleveland 
and Thurman, and pledged earnest and loyal 
support, and it declared that as the old soldiers 
had fought for their country with the sword 
they would fight with that equally potent 
weapon, the baliot, to preserve it. The resolu- 
tien was prefaced by the following reasons for 
supporting the Democratic Administration: 

“The wise, conservative, and economical manage- 
ment of the affairs of our Government under a Dem- 
cratic Administration, the generous recognition by 
it of the services rendered by deserving Union so)- 
diers and sailors of the late war which has resulted 
in an increase in the amount of pensions paid to

Itis true 
President Cleveland bas vetoed about 200 pri- 
vate pension bilis. They deserved it. Of that 
number 17 were vetoed for the reason that the 
soldiers were entitied toa higher rate of pen- 
sion; 12 for desertion and dishonorable dis- 
charges; 2 were duplicates, and 9 fixed no 
rate. One applicant bad been dead for five years 
and yet the Republicans blamed the President 
for not giving him a pension, although he died 
while waiting for the Republicans themselves to 
pass on bis claim. These vetoes were richt, were 
they not ?” 

The other speakers were Gen. Sigel and Col. 
E. M. Lee. A letter was read from Gen. Daniel 
Sickles regretting his inability to be present. «x 

Col. Gardner informed the Veterans that it 
was expected that 2,500 of them would bein 
the parade Saturday evening, and ealled out a 
tremendous cheer by announcing that they nad 
been accorded the right of the line. They were 
requested to meet at the Sixty-ninth Regiment 
Armory at 7 o’clovk Saturday, and in the mean- 
timae to urge as many comrades as possible to 
be with them.

THE GERMAN EMPEROWS TITLE. 
From the London Daily News. 

Until the recent publication of the Em- 
peror Frederick’s diary the world was under 
the impression that when the title ‘*German 
Emperor” was taken by his fathor, in prefer- 
ence to “the Emperor of Germany,” Prince 
Bismarck was supremely indifferent to the mon- 
arch’s decision. Mr. Lowe’s historical biogj 
raphy of Prince Bismarck was doubtless in 
some measure responsible for this impression. 


That book represents him as being unable to see 
any difference between the two titles, and as jok- 
ing in council upon the difference between Latin 
expressions which may be roughly represented 
by fidd!ledum and fiddledee. According to the 
diary, however, Prince Bismarck was most 
persistent about the title. He had, in fact, 
agreed beforehand with the Bavarian Plenipo- 
tentiaries, and without consulting the King, 
that the title should be German Emperor. 
“This title,” says the diary, “displeased the 
King, as it did me; butin vain. Prince Bis- 
marck tried to prove that ‘Emperor of Ger- 
many’ implied a territorial power which we 
did not at all wield over the empire, while 
‘German Emperor’ was the natural sequel of 
the Imperator Romanus. We had to give in.” 
This passage in the diary perhaps also explains 
the occasional neglect of the proper style by 
persons who are supposed to know it—some 
English state nen ameng the number—for the 
words that Iellew those above quoted are, 
*“‘However, in ordinary parlance, the ‘of Ger- 
many’ is to tf employed.”

BAD FOR TRE BOATMEN, 

Lockport, N. Y., Nov. 1.—The lockages 
for the month of October show that tke canal 
traffic has fallen off fearfully, and 1s about on a 
par with that of 1885, the most disastrous year 
on the canalin some time. There were 1,206 
boats passed east loaded, and 1,300 west, 
mostly light. This shows how the shipments 
have falien off. This same thing was true of 
September iockages, so that there must be an 
unusually large number of boatsin the Buffalo 
basin. The wheat corner is given out 
as tho cause A comparison table of 
lockages for the mouth of October 
for the past six years 18 submitted: 
October, 1883, iockages, 2,914; 1884, lockages, 
3,044; 1885, lockages, 2,396; 1886, lockages, 
3,129; 1887, lockages, 2,975; 1888, lockages, 
2,722. This includes also all cribs of timber 
cleared from Tonawanda up to this time. In 
1885, the ruinous year in canal traffic, there 
were 14,139 lockages, as compared with 14,288 
to date this year. Boatmen are more disheart- 
ened every day, and many are pulling out alto- 
gether. The total export of grain from Buttalo 
east by canal since the ditch opened on May 
16 was 33,832.300 bushels. This is a falling 
off of over 10,000,000 bushels from last year, 
and over 7,000,000 bushels from 1886.

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WILD TURKEYS AND EAGLES. 


HAUNTS OF THE BIRDS IN CENTRAL 
PENNSYLVANIA. 

HARRISBURG, Penn., Nov. 1.—The im- 
pression that seems to be general among sports- 
men that the wild turkey has no abiding place 
in this country any more, except far out among 
the mountains and on the wild plains of the West, 
is entirely erroneous. The mountains of Central 
Pennsylvania are still well populated by this 
great game bird, as the sportsmen of Harris- 
burg, Reading, Pottsville, Lancaster, and ether 
inland cities and towag well know. The Blue 
Mountain range, together with all the many 
sub-ranges ard independent hills of the adja- 
cent counties, are natural breeding and feeding 
grounds of the wild turkey. People who have 
never been in those regions, except on visits 
to the large towns, have no idea of the extent 
and depth of the wilderness areas that abound 
witbin a short journey of the biggest towns— 
even the capital of the State. Wild turkeys are 
shet every Fall within 20 miles of Harrisburg, 
and in the county in which the city is situated— 
Dauphin. The mountains of Perry County, 
favorite wild turkey grounds, are almost as 
near, and those of Mifflin and others not far 
away. lItrequires but a short journey from 
either Reading or Pottsville to enjoy the same 
sportin the wilds of Schuylkill County, where 
turkey shooting is still the favorite sport. 

At this season of the year the wild turkey is 
exceedingly fat, having been gorging itself after 
its kind with acorns and mast of various kinds, 
and treapassing even on oornfields and des- 
poiling the unhusked shocks of corn of many 
anear. Although as wary and cunning now as 
they ever were—and the wild turkey is the most 
wary and cunning bird that flies—it cannot fly 
8S Well nor as far as it can later in the seascn, 
and the difliculty of getting a shot at a flock is 
not 80 great as itis later on when much of the 
turkey’s surplus weight has been reduced. 
These birds canrun likea deer, and in spite of 
their bulk hide themselves from the eye of the 
hunter as effectually as the quail or grouse can. 

They must be hunted with a rifle or shotgun—- 
a double-barreled 10—heavily charged with No. 
4shot. The plumage of a wild turkey is as 
impervious to shot of smaller size as Ger. Jack- 
son's cottorg bales were to the British cannon 
balls at New-Orleans. A favorite time for hunt- 
ing turkeys 1s after the firstfailof snow— 
the tracking snow, as it is called—when 
the trail of the big bird can be followed as it 
leads to favorite coverts. These birds are 
gregarious, and their flocks are often very 
large. Much shooting in a flock scatters it, and 
itis then that the cails of the birds to one an 
other for gathering again are heard in 
the woods, a call which the expert turkey 
hunter imitates, and lures many a bird within 
easy range of his gun. The hunter deems him- 
self especially fortunate if he finds a turkey 
roost. He can visit it at night, if it is starlight, 
and pick off one or more fat birds. He cannot 
get within gunshot of a turkey roost, however, 
on & moonlight night. 

The Blue Mountains, especially in Schuylkill 
and Northern Berks Counties, besides furnish- 
ing breeding and feeding places for tho wild 
turkey, provide several species of eagles with 
eyries so inaccessible and fields of prey so ex- 
tensive and fruitful that the advances made by 
civilization on every side have as yet been in- 
sufficient to drive them from their chosen 
haunts. Any one who has ever tramped over 
that part ef the Blue Mountains has noticed 
the great number of tall, dead tree trunks that 
stand on the highest and rockiest summits, out 
of the reach of the boldest mountain olimber, 
Early in the morning or toward nightfall one 
or more great birds may be seen hovering 
about the tops of those dead and sentinel-like 
trees. The birds are bald eagles, or, in rare 
cases, golden eagles. They select these dead 
trees on the isolated summits to build their 
nests on. Itis oneef the superstitions of the 
Blue Mountain woodsmen that it is the presence 
of the eagles and their nests that has killed the 
trees, Dut the fact is thatif a tree is not first 
dead an eagle will not select 1t for a resting 
plaee. The bird uses the doad trunk because it 
zives a better post for observation. Some- 
times the top of a naked and inaccessible rock 
serves the samo purpose. 

It may be that the presence of the wild tur- 
key in such numbers accounts for the eagle, so 
rare in similar localities, retaining its home 
awong these mountains, for in allits predatery 
rounds this great marauder of the air could not 
hope to find a richer prize for prey. The 
habits of the eagle keep it almost constantly 
away from the sight of man, and it isonly when 
the depletion of a sheepfold is begun systemat- 
ically and regularly that the farmer is Warned 
that an eagie or two is near, and that by hiding 
himself near the fold he may surprise the 
streng-beaked robber at work and finish its 
career by a well-directed rifie ball. A bald 
eagle measuring over seven feet from tip to tip 
of its wings was recently shot by a hunter on 
the Second Moupniain, in Schuylkill County. 





A SUPPOSED SUICIDE. 

LAWRENCE, Mass., Nov. 1.—James Byron, 
one of the oldest business men of this city, has 
suddenly disappeared, and it issupposed that he 
has committed suicide. For years he was the 
proprietor of Byron’s brass foundry, but in 
April last he leased the business, owing to in- 
firmities resulting from an attack of apoplexy 
during the Summer of last year. He has 


appeared strange at times sinee this attack, 
but not sufficiently so to alarm his family 
and friends. He was last seen at 10 o’clock 
last evening, when he retired for the night 
in good spirits. This morning his wife went 
to his room and was surprised to find it 
vacant. On a table in the ccntre of the 
room was one of his old business cards, and on 
the back of it, signed with Mr. Byron’s initials, 
was written this line: “ You will tind mein the 
South Canal.’ The police were at once notified, 
and after searching In all the haunts frequented 
by bim about town, they proceeded to drag the 
South Canal, but without result up te this 
evening. Ifthe body is not found by grappling, 
the water in the canal will be drawn off during 
the night. 





OOST OF THE MUD RUN DISASTER. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 1.—The Lehigh Val- 
ley Railroad Company has authorized agents at 
work settling with claimants for damages on 
account of the Mud Run disaster. As comper- 
sation for the loss of the head of a family, the 
law fixes $5,000 as the maximum. In case of 
litigation no greater sum can be recovered, and 
a verdict might be less if inthe judgment of a 
jury a smaller compensation would be adequate. 
in regard to minor children the law prescribes 
that the parents may recover what the children 
would probably earn up to the time they would 
kave attained their majority, less the cost of 
maintenance. This leaves the amount of dam- 
ages for the loss of a child quite indefinite, but 
$1,500 is regurded by the railroad eflicers as the 
outside figure of compensation. Several cases 
have already been settled, concessions being 
made by the claimants, who are saved the ex- 
Pense and delay incident to litigation. I[t is 
estimated thatthe entire cost to the company 
in the way of damages will notexceed $125,000, 
which is about one-fourth of the rough estimates 
made when the accident occurred, 





4 LIFE SENTENOE OCOMMUTED. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—In the case of 
Stephen P. Mirzan, now serving alife sentence 
inthe Albany Penitentiary for murder com- 
mitted in Alexandria, Eygpt, tho President in- 
dorses the application as follows: 


“Upon the facts of this case I do not see much 
that recommends this convict to clemency, but fi 
confess to an unwillingness to permit a life sen- 
tence to be executed upona prisoner now within 
our jurisdiction, and who has been condemned by a 
single magistrate. This sentiment, and the fact 
that his imprisoment without hope of relief ap- 
— to be seriously affecting the convict’s mind, 
cad me to commute his imprisonment to a term of 
15 years, with allowance of time for good behavior,”

60 or 70 cases, and condemned the defendants 
to pay a fine or in default to imprisonment.

Nothing 
could be gained by importing American copper 
from Europe under present conditions. The 
price of copper the world overis now fixed by 
the French syndicate, which coutrols by coen- 
tracts the product of allthe large mines and 
many of the small ones. Owing to the ¢reation 
of this monopoly the price of ingot copper is not 
now affected by the tariff. There is not much dif- 
ference now between the price in Londen and the 
price in this city. Before tbe syndicate con- 
tracts were made the price of Ameri- 
can copper abroad was at times much less 
than the price at home. In 1861 the 
eonpensating duty of 12 cents a pound 
on woolen cloth was fixed upon the tacit as- 
sumption that for each pound of cloth four 
pounds of wool were used. The same propor- 
tion was followed by the Syracuse convention of 
wool growers and manufacturers in 1865, and 
it was calculated that in accordance with 1t the 
duty on cloth sheuld be 46 cents a pound, (four 
times 114o,) with 7 cents more for oils, dye- 
stuffs, interest, &c., making 53 cents in all. 
Congress did not accept these figures, buf made 
the compensating duty 50 cents.

REPORT OF THE CHIEF OF ORDNANOE. 

WASHINGTON, Noy. 1.—In his annual re- 
port to the Secretary of War, Gen. Benét, Chief 
of Ordnance, says that the bureau expended 
$1,507,382 during the last fiscal year, and that 
41,130 rifles and carbines were manufactured 
at the national armory. Investigations have 
been completed relative to tha determination of 


the chargs, projectile, rifling, &o., for an arm of 
fmaller calibre than the present service piece. 
It is the intention to use compressed and per- 
ferated cartridges, but as yet the powder- 
makers have not succeeded in producing a sat- 
isfactory pewdor, the desired velocity being ac- 
companied by too greata pressure. This mat- 
ter of a suitable powder is still under study and 
trial. The results obtained in France with the 
Lebel rifle seem to point to a radical innovation 
in the manufacture of powder for small arms. 
The report says that a tract of 70 acres of 
land immediately outside of the city limits of 
Columbia, Tenn., has been selected for an ar- 
senal, and the work of construction will begin 
as soon as the title is accepted. Inthe absence 
of regular appropriations the bureau has availed 
itself of the proceeds from the sales of unsery- 
iceable material to proceed with the manafact- 
ure of one 8-inch breeeh-loading gun, one 10- 
inch gun, and 25 32-inch steel fleld guns at the 
Watervlet Arsenal, and they will be completed 
this Winter. Inimproving the facilities of this 

lace $30,000 nas been expended, and tools 

om Other arsenals have been collected there, 
so that the present capacity is about 50 field 
guns and one 38-inch and one 10-inch gun per 
annum, The remainder of the report is made 
up of statements of the results of the tests te 
which the 8-inon breech-loading gun, the 12- 
inch mortar, the 5-inch siege rifle, the 7-inoh 
howitzer, and other pleces were subjected.

The weman’'s shrieks called a crowd to the win- 
dows of the coach, and as she spied the uniform 
of the customs official she called to him tohelp her 
and he immediately jumped down and went to 
her assistance, when the assailant, who proved to 
be her husband, turned and drove a iong knife 
to the hilt in the unfortunate Lopez’s body. 
Lopez turned and walked into the car, where he 
lay on aseatand expired in a few minutes. 
The infuriated husband then attacked the con- 
ductor; Beaty, who narrowly escaped a sim- 
flar fate. he train pulled out and le‘t 
the exeited crowd behind. The murderer 
belongs to a low class of Mexicans and is 
named José Medina. He was recently em- 
ployed in a section near Venadito, and he has 
not yet been arrested. Thetrain was stopped 
at Espinazo and the entire crew were arrested 
by soldiers @nd carried before a Judge, where 
they were examined and after some delay re- 
leased. They were stopped again at Monclava 
and re-arrested, ae hela 10 hours, The re- 
mains of Lopez were left at Monclava.

The tirst 
day, Feb. 20, will bs known as Faculty Day, the 
second day as Alumni Day, and the third as 
University Day. On the first day, in connection 
with the religious exercises, at whieh Cardinal 
Gibbons will be present, there will be a sermon 
delivered by one of the former Presidents ef the 
college. On the second day there will be an ad- 
dress by Judge Merrick. Georgetown College 
was founded by the Rey. John Carroil, the first 
Archbishop of the Catholic Church in this coun- 
try.

Once 
outside, the xtreme vexation of Mr. Blair 
found vent in reproachful words. ‘‘ Now, you 
have done it!” he said. ‘Didn't I warn you to 
be very careful? You have only yourself to 
blame.” Miss N. made no reply, but opened 
the paper. It contained these words: 

Pass Miss N.; she is an honest girl and can 
be trusted. A. LINCOLN.

WILL OPPOSE HILL. 
Mae aS. 
KINGS COUNTY DEMOCRATS WHO DE- 
NOUNCE HIS ACTS. 

A Democratic Committee of One Hun- 
ared, composed of delegates from 14 wards of 
Brooklyn, and claiming to represent 8,000 
votersin Kings County, decided yesterday to 
oppose David B, Hill and the local Demecratic 
candidates, whiie giving earnest support to 
Cleveland and Thurman.

David B. Hill did use the veto 
power vested in him by the Constitution of the 
state of New-York in violation of the trust con- 
fided to him when elected Governor of this State, 
by vetoing the Brouklyn Electric Light bill and 
the St. Johniland bill, passed by both nouses at the 
last session of the Legislature; and 

hereas, We are tirmly convinced that he bar- 
tered the rights of the citizens of Brovkiyn and 
Kings County in said reform bills by vetoing the 
samein the interest of the “gang” that controls 
the Democratic machine in Kinzs Ceunty; and 

Whereas, We agree with the opinion contained in 
the editorial of the Fagle of June ll, “ That Gov. 
Hill had the power to relieve the city of Brooklyn 
of an oppression and the Democratic Party of a 
cause ot reproach which scanidalizes it everywhere.

THE BEARS STILL ON TOP. 


PLENTY OF FLOUR IN MARKET AND NO 
EXPORT DEMAND. 

The wheat market almost went to pieces 
again yesterday. Soon after the opening a 
strong bearish feeling became manifest, and it 
lasted allday. The causes were expected freer 
arrivals at Northwestern points and heavy re- 
alizing by Chicago. As prises began to decline 
there was considerable excitement on the floor 
of the Exchange, and more wheat was thrown 
upon the market than was taken by purchasers, 
The trading amounted to about 9,250,000 
bushels, of which 2,800,000 bushels were De- 
cember and 5,800,000 May wheat. December 
closed Wednesday at $1 15%. Yesterday it 
opened at $1 1533 ana went up to $1 1542. Then 
it commenced to drop on heavy realizing by the 
leng interest and prices touched $1 12, closing 
at $1121g. Onthe curb, however, $1 1114 was 
reached. May, which closed Wednesday at 
$1 2134, opemed yesterday at $1 21%, the high- 
est figure of the day. From this it dropped to 
$1 1814, where it closed. Onthe curb the low- 
est: figure reached was $1171. There was no 
export demand and but little from any source, 
particularly for cash wheat. Contract deliv- 
eries were moderate, reaching in the neighbor- 
hood of 225,000 bushels. 

Cern was active, and prices broke pretty bad- 
ly in this commodity also, going off from 14. to 
1% cents from Wednesday on all the active 
months to January. The break wss partly in 
sympathy with wheat. The trading amounted 
to 1,600,000 bushels. Contract deliveries 
amounted to about 600,000 bushels, 

Flour was less active yesterday than during 
the three preceding days of the week. The 
break in wheat led to wu pause in the trading 
near the olose of the day. This made the 
market very heavy, but prices remained un- 
changed, as holders were unwilling to make any 
concessions. The stock of flour has increased 
very largely during the month of Octeber. This 
is in part due to the almost total absence of any 
export demand. The totaly yesterday were 
125,300 barrels, against 56,000 barrels a month 
ago, and 116,000 barrels at thia time last year. 
Cables from Liverpool report a moderate in- 
crease there alsointhe stocks of wheat, corn, 
and flour.

‘DBHATH FROM APOPLEXY. 


AN OLD SHIPPING MERCHANT DIES IN 


_ A CHAIR. 

Thomas W. Bartram of Bartram Brothers, 
shipping and commission merchants at 62 Pear!- 
street, died suddenly of apoplexy yesterday 
morning at the Ashland House, Twenty-fourth- 
street and Fourth-avenue. He nad risen at the 
usual hour, had eaten breakfast and had just 
gone into the reading room, taking an easy 
chair near the window, when a smali boy who 
was passing noticed something unusual in the 
gentleman’s appearance ané@ told the clerks at 
the hotel desks. One of them hastened into the 
reading room and found Mr. Bartram sitting 
peacefully at the window, with his spectacles 
on, asif reading. His head was thrown back 
resting upon the back of the chair. He had 
passed peacefully away. For the last few years 
Myr. Bartram had been suffering from chronic 
stemach trouble, which, it was thought, was the 
cause of the attack. 

Mr. Bartram had been engaged in the shipping 
business for 25 years. He was bornin 1837 at 
Black Reck, near Bridgeport, Conn., and was 
the son ef Joseph Bartram, @ wealthy retired 
shipmaster. In 1864 he came to this city and 
oined hig brother, Joseph B. Bartram, who had 

ees for a number of years connected with the 
house of Cartwright & Harrison. The br thers 
started a house at 38 Water-street, and carried 
on a large shipping business with the West In- 
dies and South America. Mr. Bartram was a 
member of the Produce Exchange, the Maritime 
Exchange, the Consolidated Stock and Petro- 
leum Exehange, and of the Union League Club. 
The family is well known in Bridgeport, and the 
deceased had made his home at Black Rock, 
where he had been living with his two sisters. 
Mr. Bartram was connected with the Black Rock 
Congregational Church. Last Spring he re- 
turned from a long business trip to the West 
Indies, but the trip did not benefit his health. 
Mr. Bartram was 51 years old, and was unmar- 
ried. The body will be taken to Black Rock to- 
day, and the funeral will be held there to-mor- 
row.

SHE SAYS HE USES BABY FACE POWDER 
AND SHE WANTS A DIVORCE. 

Judge Allen, in the Court of Common 
Pleas yesterday, had presented to him widely- 
differing views in regard to Moses G. Wanzor, 
of the firm of Wanzor, Tobias & Co., bankers, of 
96 Wall-street. Mr. Wanzor’s wife, Sarah E. 
Wanzor, alleges that her husband has for years 
treated her with great cruelty, and wants a 
separation from him. She made a motion yes- 
terday for alimony and counsel fees pending 
the carrying on of her suit, and was allowed 
by Judge Allen $150 counsel fees and $12 per 
week aiimony. 

Mr, and Mrs. Wanzor were married in October, 
1862, and have seven children, two of whom 
are married. According to his wife’s story, Mr. 
Wanzor has frequently, during the last eight or 
ten years, clutched ber by the throatand abused 
her in various ways, besides being very stingy 
ip providing the necessaries of life for herself 
andthe children. He has, she alleges, consider- 
able wealth, and owns the house in which the 
family live, 45 Seventh-avenue, Brooklyn. 

An affidavit of the son, Henry Wanzor, de- 
clares that Mr. Wanzor is a man of very ex- 
travagant habits. Among other luxuries that 
he 18 alleged to be addicted to is a sable at- 
tendant to help him at his toilet. He is also 
said to be in the habit of using pink face powder, 
baby face powder, Lubin’sextracts and Florida 
water to beautify himself, and to have boasted 
that he is the best-dressed man in Wall-street. 

Mr. Wanzor puts in an affidavit to prove that 
he has provided well for his family, is not ex- 
travagant, is not the best-dressed man in Wall- 
street, and that the trouble lies with Mrs. 
Wanzor. 





FORGER BEDELL TALKS. 

William Allen Butler yesterday finished 
his cross-examination of James E. Bedell, who 
was again brought into Supreme Court, Cham- 
bers, to continue his testimony in regard to his 
fraudulent transactions while the trusted em- 
ploye of Shipman, Barlow, Larocque & Choate. 
One more hearing will be had next Thursday to 
give counsel an opportunity to clear up all 
loose ends, 

Bedell made some trifling corrections in the 
testimony he had given at the previous exami- 


nations. He was shown the mortgage to Jo- 
hannes Koop of May 22, 1888, the one which 
had led to the discovery of his wrong-doing. He 
said he had told Koop that Elizabeth 8 Hadden 
—a fictitious person—had bought the property 
in on a second mortgage, and «s Koop had held 
® mortgage on the property befere there was 
little trouble to get him to take another. He 
admitted forging the signature of Register 
Slevin, but grew restless and somewhat sharp in 
his answers when Mr. Butler pressed for an ex- 
planation of the stamping of the document. 
This he said was done with an old office stamp 
lying about the office. 

Bedell then explained his transactions with J. 
Egmont Schermernorn on three mortgages of 
$17,000 each, in which the firm of Shipman, 
Barlow, Larocque & Choate were not losers. 
The first mortgage he had taken up witha gen- 
uine satisfaction piece, and paid to Schermer- 
born out efit $8,500; the second in the same way, 
and paid Schermerhorn nothing, and the third 
with a forged satisfaction piece. A transaction 
of $30,000 was figured in by two actual per- 
sons—Emanuel Solari and John G. Sims. Sims 
wanted $30,000 and came to Shipman, Barlow, 
Larocque & Choate. Bedell secured $30,000 
from Solari, and applied $11,000 of it to set- 
tling a claim of Miller, Peckham & Dixon. 
Sims wanted his money, and so Bedell repre- 
sented to his firm that he desired to borrow 
again on another mortgage, and thus avoided 
the suspicion of the firm. He put the amount of 
the proceeds of his frands at $295,000, of which 
$264,000 was on mortgages, 





A DRY GOODS HOUSB EMBARRASSED. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Nov. 1.—The dry goods 
trade was surprisedto-day by the announcement 
that J. Hillen Jenkins and Thomas B. Hutchinson, 
trading as Jenkins, Hutchinson & Co., wholesale 
notions and white goods, 219 West Baltimore- 
street, executed a deed of trust for the benefit 
of creditors to Michael Jenkins, who filed a bond 


for $100,000. The cause of the assignment was 
bad debts in the South, together with the illness 
ot Major T. B. Hutchinson, one of the firm, 
‘who is now at the home’ of Capt. Car- 
ter, in Fauquier County, Va. The firm’s 
indebtedness is principally in the North, 
with some alsoin Germany. The National Ex- 
chauge Bank 1s the only one in this city which 
holds the firm's paper. <A statement of assets 
and liabilities is being prepared, which will be 
submitted to the creditors as early as possible. 
The assignment was made at the request of 
friendly creditors for the | te mge of prevent- 
ing undue preferences, and the firm hopes to 
make such arrangements with its creditors as 
will permit the business to continue. The 
house 1s composed of young men who are noted 
for business poss and energy, and they have 
succeeded in building up a large business, They 
have received numerous assurances of sympathy 
and offers of assistance from their business 
friends in the city, but are confident that a 
satisfactory arrangement with their creditors 
will be made and no suspension of business be 
necessary,

CROWDS LISTEN TO THE SPEAKERS AND 
CARRY AWAY LOADS OF TARIFF-RE- 
FORM LITERATURE. 

The *‘ Old Roman” continued its trip yes- 
terday.

There was a good crewd and 
ab attentive one. From there a route was taken 
up First-avenue, and between Twenty-third 
and Thirty-fourth streets a half dozen mectings 
were held. They were all very satisfactory 
and without any spcoial antagonistic domon- 
stration. EK. Ellery Anderson, Hugo 8. Mack, 
and R. J. Pettes mado the speeches. It was 


found absolutely necessary to take arest at 3 
o'clock, as a programme of evening meetings 
had been arranged. 

A large crowd of wharf laborers gathered 
around “Old Hickory” at noon yesterday when 
it came to a halt at the North Kiverand Twonty- 
fourth-street. They took an uubeunded interest 
in the metto, “* High tariff, no ships,” painted on 
the transparency, and in the lesson drawn from 
it by M. J. Murray. ‘ We don’t like,” said one 
of them, ‘“‘to always work on ships that sail un- 
der forsign flags. Why can’t we have more 
ships of ourown?” This effered an opportunity 
to speak on the deeline of American shipping, 
and it was not lost by the speakers on 
the truck, nor, to judge by the 
intereat manifested, thrown away on the 
audience.

Twenty-six policemen and Roundsman 
Coughlin ef Capt. Reilly’s precinct were sta- 
tioned at Twenty-second street and Sixth-avenue 
at 1 o’clock yesterday when the *“* Grover Cleve- 
land” began ita day’s cruise. These pelicemen 
were sent to the meeting to see that no disturb- 
ance took place, but they were not needed. The 
riot in the vicinity on Wednesday night was the 
real cause of their coming. There was a big crowd 
present, and G. D. F. Baldwin was the first 
Bpeaker.

IGNORANT INSPEOTORS. 


NOT THEIR DUTY TO INQUIRE ABOUT A 
VOTER’S RELIGIOUS BELIEF. 

The Board of Election Inspectors of the 
Thirty-fourth Election District of the Twentieth 
Assembly District were yesterday ordered by 
Judge Barrett, in Supreme Court, Chambers, 
to reconvene and register the name of Eugene 
‘M. McDonald. Mr. McDonald has lived for 15 
tyears at 467 East Fifty-seventh-street. He ap- 
plied at the polling place for his district on 
the last] day of registration. The Chairman of 
the board asked him whether he would be‘sworn 
or afirmed. He said he would be affirmed. 

“Hold up your right hand,” said the Chair- 
man. 

“‘T refuse,” said Mr. McDonald. 

“ Take your hand out of your pocket,” said 
the Chairman. 

“Not much,” replied Mr. McDonald. Then 
the Chairman asked the applicant for registra- 
tion if he believed ina» God. Mr. McDonald had 
left his home to register, influenced by a desire 
to exercise his right and do his duty, and had 
not supposed that he would be catechized in 
sucha way. He did not thing the question of 
religion was intimately connected with the 
exercising of the franchise, and rather indig- 
nantly informed the Chairman that he had no 
right vo ask such a question. The Chairman re- 
fused to register Mr. McDonald, and he left, de- 
ciaring that he would be registered and would 
Vote. iG 

He thereupon applied to Judge Barrett for a 
writ of peremptory mandamus compelling the 
board to register his name. Judge Barrett de- 
vided the matter so quickly that it almost toek 
the Chairman’s breath away. To ask a man 
when he applied to be registered about his be- 
lief in a deity he declared was impertinent ana 
‘something about which the board had no 
fight to ask.

FOR ORDER ON ELECTION DAY. 


POLICE CAPTAINS RECEIVE INSTRUC- 
TIONS AS TO THEIR DUTIES. 

Superintendent Murray issued this general 
order yesterday to the Police Captains of the 
various precincts: 

Tuesday, the 6th day of November next, is assigned 
for holding an election in the city of New-York. The 
poiis of election are required by law to be opened at 
6A. M. and close at4 P.M. On that day you will 
order the whole force of your comman! on duty, ex- 
cept those who are specially detailed by the Super- 
intendent for that day, and will excuse no member 
of your command who is able to du patrol duty. You 
will detail two mombers of your force to duty at 
each polling place from 6 o'clock A. M. until the 
completion of the ¢anvassing of votes, with such 
tours of duty as you shalldeem propor. You wiil 
iustruct the members ot your force to keep order in 
the streets, and especially in the vicinity of the 
polls, and about the election booths and boxes; to 
promptly arrest all persons violating the provisions 
of the election law, and charge them with the offense 
committed; to enforce the observance of the oh 
visions of the excise law, prohibiting the “selling 
or giving away of intoxicating liquors” on the day 
“when apy election is held’ within aquarterof a 
wile of the placo where the election is held. 

In case you require assistance on election day 
call on the adjoining precincts for their reserve, 
and furnish the required aid when called on by ad- 
joining precincts if you can spare tho force; and if 
ihe disorder assumes a serious aspect telegraph abt 
once to this office. You will see that your ballot 
boxes, locks, and keys are in good order and proper- 
ly distributed to the several polling places in your 
precinct, and delivered to the inspectors of election 
at 5:45 o’clock on the morning ot electionday. You 
will notify this oftice promptly of the absence of 
any of the inspectors of election or pol clerks from 
avy polling place in your precinct. You will in- 
struct the members of your force to protect all per- 
sons Who may be legally acting in an orderly man- 
ner as challengers at any poll of election within 
your precinct, and to prevent the erection of, and 
to reniove, if erected, any box, booth, or structure 
tor distributing ballots within 150 feet of the poll- 
ing place. inspectors of election are by law can- 
vassers of the votes cast at ejection. You will 
therefore under all circumstances protect them il 
the undisturbed possession of the ballot boxes, and 
repress all improper interference with them willie 
cupvassing the vote and completing the cauvass. 

Your attention is called to the following sections 
of chapter 56 of the election laws, passed March 11, 
18380: 


SRCTION 4. Every political organization which 
shall present a candidate or candidates for the suf- 
tiages of the voters of any election district shall 
have the right to appoint not to exceed two electors 
as watchers at the poll of such election district tor 
every election. Such appointment may be evidenced 
by a written or printed appointment, sigued by the 
President vor Chairman and the Secretary of such 
political organization, but no ward or town organi- 
zation shall be entitled to watchers ut any poli out- 
side of the limit of such ward or town. 

sxc. 5. Said watchers and each of them shall be 
entitied to be present at such election in the room 
occupied by the inspectors of election, commencing 
at Jeast 15 minutes before any ballet box shall be 
opened, until the close of the canvass and the sign- 
ing of the proper returns of such election. 

Section 3e5 of the Laws of 1882, cited as the 
Consolidation act, provides as follows: ‘* Each can- 
didate for any oftice to be tilled at the election may, 
by a certificate in writing signed by him, designate 
one person for eaon election district in which he 1s 
a caniidate, to be present at the canvass of the bal- 
lots containing the names of the persons designated 
for the office. The inspectors of election and the 
police or other officers aitendipg at such election 
district specified in said certificate shall make a 
passage for such person to the said inspectors, and 
the said inspectors shall permit him to be present 
at the canvass of all the bailots in the box contain. 
ing the ballots for the office specitied in the said 
certiticate, and so near to them that he can see such 
canvass and the staterrent required of the vote 
found in each box are correctly made, And no in- 
spector of election or Board of Inspectors or police 
or other officer shall allow such person to be molest- 
ed or removed during the canvass of such ballots or 
until such statement has been made, completed, 
and signed, unless he shall be personally guilty of 
fraudulent or disorderly conduct.” 

The United States Supervisors of Election have 
also the (section 5) right to be present at all times 
atter the polls are opened, until the canvass be 
wholly completed and the proper returns made, and 
to personally scrutinize, count, and canvass each 
and every ballot cast in his or their respective elec- 
tion districts for Representative in Congress what- 
ever may be the indorsement of said ballot, or what- 
ever box it may have been placed or be found. to 
the end (as the act of Congrese deolares) that each 
candidate for the oflice of Representative in Con- 
gress shall obtain the benefit of every vote for him 
cast. 

You may direct the members of your command 
who nay be detailed at the several polle of election, 
on Tuesday, Nov. 6, to see that the persons lawfully 
designated as watchers, and also the United States 
officers are recognized and aftorded all proper facili- 
ties as required by the statutes. When the canvuss 
has been completed you will take charge of the bal- 
os boxes and keys andreturn them te the station 

ouse. 


THE CLUBMEN CHEERED. 


GOV. HILL IS CONFIDENT OF VICTORY 
FOR CLEVELAND AND THURMAN. 

Gov. Hill addressed a crowded meeting of 
the Wholesale Dry Geods Men’s Cleveland and 
Thurman Club, at 343 Broadway, yesterday 
noon. In the course of his speech the Governor 
said: “‘Iam surprised at the enthusiasm and 
the attendance here; this 18 more like [ndiana 
than anything Ihave struck since I left there.

Talk about en- 
thusiasm; you ought to have seen those 
Hoosiers—tens of thousands of men and women 
marching through the muddy streets cheering 
for Cleveland and waving the red bandana.

George Peterson, the colored man who 
was arrested during the riot on Sixth-avenue 
on Wednesday night between the white and col- 
ored processionists, was t aken before Justice 
Ferd at the Jefferson Market Police Court yes- 
terday. The officer who arrested him said that 
Peterson was one of the leaders of the riotous 


negroes; that when arrested he had knockea 
down a white man and was “lying upon the 
prostrate Democrat, pounding him with a 
stick.” Peterson said that the ofticer’s state- 
ment was falso. He wasa Pullman car porter 
and lived in Jersey City. He had nothing what- 
ever todo with the parade orriot. He was on 
Sixth-avenue viewing the parade when the row 
occurred, but did not take part in it. As the 

oliceman said that hecould procure the evi- 

ence to prove his statement Peterson was re- 
manded until this afternoon. 

Counselor McClelland, whe was out with the 
County Democracy men in the parade, said yes- 
terday that the colored men were respensible 
forthe disturbance. They had made the first 
attack upon the “ white-trash Democrats,” as 
they called the white prosessionists, and it was 
an entirely unprovoked attack. Mr. McClelland 
said that 11 white men were wounded, 5 of 
them so severely that they were taken to the 
New-York Hospital for treatment. A man 
named Hart was shot in the back of the head 
with a pistol and was seriously wounded. He 
could not tell how many of the negroes were 
injured, as they were removed from the field by 
their friends.

NOT MUCH OF A PARADE.

MISS CHARLOTTE SMITIVS ‘‘DRMONSTRA- 
TION” WAS NOT A SUCCKSS. 

Although Miss Charlotte Smith, President 
of the Women’s National League, traveled all 
the way from Washington to get up a feminine 
demonstration in New-York in opposition to the 
re-election of Grover Cleveland to the Presi- 
deucy of the United States, the effort to find her 
parade yosterday was quite as dificult as the 
proverbial discovery of w needle in a haystack. 
On Wednesday Mrs. Smith had made the regular 
application for a permit to form and condnuet a 
procession throngh the streets of the metropolis, 
and the thoroughfares of the whule town bad been 
gallantly surrendered to the exhibition that she 
Was to give. Meantime she visited the head- 
quarters of the State Republican Committee in 
the Fifth-Avenue Ilotel, and there received 
some words of sympathy and encouragement. 
She then went to the headquarters of Mr. 
James J. Coogan in the Bolvedere Hotel and 
discoursed eloquently on the benefits that 
would accrues to the Labor Party from the dem- 
oustration she was preparing. The Coogan man- 
agement denies, however, that its campaign 
iund was tapped oven slishtly to assist ber. 
Nothing daunted, Mise Smith proceeded with 
her magnificent “show.” 

lt seemed on its face that so mighty ~ demon- 
stration Must have attracted considerable at- 
tention, buta reporter for THk TIMES spent 
three hours in a fruitless endeavor to find even 
one person who knew anything of the parade. 
The Broadway and Fifth-avenue policeman re- 
ceived the news of the parade with vast incre- 
dulity, and declared that if 1t had taken place 
it must have been swallowed up in the mighty 
Stream of vehicles that rolled so unceasingly 
along those. thoroughfares. Just as this con- 
clusion Was being forced on the reporter a 
gayly-deceratea butcher’s cart hove in sight 
ot the Fifth-Avenue Hotel. It was covered 
with cheap bunting and its single horse wearily 
dragged a driver and four stalwart Dutehmen, 
each of Whom was armed with a tremendous 
brass horn. As this curious vehicle passed the 
State Republican Headquarters 1t8 occupants 
blew aloud and discordant blast of welcome 
that frightened the horses of the fashionable 
equipages and that caused the throng of pedes- 
trians to turn in wonaer at the strange pro- 
ceeding. Cluse behind the butcher’s cart rolled 
anu open carriagein whichsat feur antique ladies 
Waving national flags and smiling proudly. 

Other carriages of several diiferent patterns 
followed, but the women who rode in them 
seemed to have been picked up from the streets 
in the lower part of thecity. They were poorly 
clad, and many of them were mere children, 
who seemed glad of indulging in the novel ex- 
perience of riding up Fitth-avenue. Questions 
us to What the parade meant flew thick and fast 
among the moving crowd on the streets, and 
the general answer was that the procession was 
a detachment of the Salvation Army. ‘There 
were 10 carriages in all, and they bore the Irish 
and German flags in addition to that of 
the United States. There was also a banner 
on which was written “Grover Cleveland 
has insulted us." Counting the children and 
the four Teutonic horu blowers there were not 
more than 40 peopte all told in the procession. 
Miss Smith, the promoter of the enterprise, and 
Miss Taylor, from whose house in Feurteenth- 
street the unique parade had started, occupied 
the first vehicle after the buteher’s cart. The 
route had been as crazy as the procession, and 
had extended with erratic deviation from the 
Battery to Thirty-fourth-street. The demon- 
stration was witnessed with unrestrained hilar- 
ity by pedestrians and equestrians alike.

NINE ARRESTS YESTERDAY, AND HUN- 
DREDS OF SUSPECTED NAMES FOUND. 
No additional arrests of Gravesend col- 

Onizers were made yesterday, but District At- 

torney Ridgway’s office in Brooklyn was the 

scene Of great activity. Two of the oldest resi- 
dents of Gravesend were there all day, poring 
over the town’s registry list and trying to sep- 
arate the names of the actual residents from 


the suspected ones. Theirlabers resulted in the 
discovery of a large number of suspicious 
names, but no warrants were igsued. 

John Y. McKane cast off bis apparel as a 
Supervisor ana boss of Coney Island yesterday 
aud assumed Dis garb of Chief of Police. In this 
capacity he issued an order to his Superintenod- 
ent, John T. Hinman, to arrestevery man guilty 
of illegal registration, and then wrote to Dis- 
trict Attorney Ridgway, offering bis services, as 
Chief of Police, in the detection of every man- 
ner of fraud in the town. 

In Brooklyn the work of catching the colo- 
nizera went on with great Vigor, aud seven pris- 
oners were taken. They were Samuel Jackson 
of Huntington, Long Island, who registered in 
the Fourth Ward; Louis Henderson, who reg- 
istered in both the First and Fourth Wards; 
John Mayhew, who registered in the Tenth 
Ward, although livingin the county only two 
months; Edward Franklin, who registered in 
the Seventh Ward, aitnoough living in New- 
York; John M. Roberts of 26 West Fifty-third- 
street, New-York, who registered in the Twenty- 
second Ward; Andrew Jackson, who lives in 
Flatbush, but registereq in the Tenth Ward, 
and Louls Alberts, who registered in both Fiat- 
bush and the Eighth Ward. All the prisoners 
are negroes, and ali were held in heavy bail for 
examination. 

The local Republican campaign committee 
took a band in the hunt for colonizers vesterday, 
and Chairman Willis forwarded a list of 400 
names of illegally registered voters to United 
States Commissioner Allen. That official issued 
warrants, but no arrests were made on them 
yesterday. Most of the suspected men gave 
tictitious addresses and cannot be found, but 
if they attempt to vote on Tuesday they will be 
arrested. 





FRENCH MISSIONARIES MEET. 

Yesterday was the second day of the con- 
ference of French missionarios who are work- 
ing under the auspices of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church. ‘the session began with prayer 
and song, and then the delegates took up for 
discussion a variety of subjects conneeted with 
the missionary work among French-speaking 
people in the United States. There were, it 
was said, between 1,500,000 and 2,000,000 
French-speaking people in this country. Of 
these some 200,000 were in Louisiana, be- 
tween 200,000 and 300,000 in New-England, 
about 100,000 in Chicago, between 40,000 and 
50,000 in New-York City, and large numbers 
acattered throughout Michigan, Muinuesota, 
Missuuri, and other States. ‘Tbe Canadiaus 
preponderated in New-England and their num- 
bers were constantly increasing. Of the French- 
speaking element in Chicago there were 30,060 
Canadians. 

A great deal of opposition was encountered 
in the work ameng Canadians, who, as a rule, 
were bigoted Romanists, while a large propor- 
tion of the French-speaking pepulation ef di- 
rect French origin showed inditlerence to relig- 
lon. The best methods suggested by the French 
missionaries to bring thelr countrymen into the 
Protestant fold are te preach the Gospel in 
apostolic simplicity and to diseuss the funda- 
mental prineiples of Christianity without enter- 
ing into polemical details. 

The mission at 58 West Third-street, where 
the conference is being held, is only a few 
months old, but there are already 30 attend- 
ants atthe services. The Methedist Church 
has about eight French missions in the eountry, 
the Congregationalists have six, the Presby- 
terians seven or eight, and the Episcopalians at 
least tive. ; 

Inthe evening the delegates to the conven- 
tion attended a meeting held in the Central 
Methodist Episcopal Church in Seventh-avenue, 
where the Rev. Dr. C. C. McCabe presided.

IT MAY TEACH THEM A LESSON. 

The decision of the Judges of the Court 
of General Sessions in the matter of Court 
Otlicers Patrick Myhaun, Captain of Part LIL, 
James Clark, and Sylvester Bennett, who have 
been under investigation for the escape of 
prisoners on Oct. 2, was rendered yeaterday by 
Recorder Smyth in the presence of the other 
Judges. ‘‘The Judges,” the Recorder said, 
“have concluded that the cause of the prison- 
ers’ escape was the insutticiency of the pen, 
which was improperly and insecurely  con- 
structed. Yet all three of the eourt efficers were 
aware that it was insecure. On that account 
they should have exercised greater caution in 
guarding the prisoners. The Captain of the 
court squad is responsible to the Judges 
of the court for the preper discharge 
of his duty. He neglected to perform 
that duty and is more bdlamable_ than 
bis subordinates. The conclusion that the 
Judges have arrived at is that he shall be sus- 
pended as to his pay for the months of Novem- 
ber and December, and, in the cases of the 
other officers, their suspension shail continue 
through the Nevemberterm. Ali three ofticers 
shall be required to perform their duty during 
the time for which they are suspended, and we 
require that they shall tile a release in the City 
Chamberlain’s office for all claim onthe city 
of New-York for their salaries. Wedesire to 
notify all otticers of the court that this decision 
isnot to be a precedent for any other case, as 
we would inthe event of asimilar case resort 
to more severe mexsures.” Capt. Myhan will 
lose $200 and the other officers $83 each.

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A FAMOUS WITCH WOMAN 


NOTED PENNSYLVANIA 

CHARACTER DEAD. 

HOW BARBARA FISHER USED HER AL- 
LEGED SUPERNATURAL POWERS 
OVER HER IMMEDIATE COMMUNITY. 

HarrispurG, Nov. 1.—The death is re- 
ported of Barvara Fisher, the famous “ witch 
woman” of northern Lancaster County, in 
whose supornatural powers youny and old 
membors of a certain claas of residents in that 
section hadthe greatest faith. She was nearly 
$0 years o}d and had lived alone ip a rude hut in 
the mountains a few miles from Reinhouldsville 
for more than 60 yeurs. The velief in witches 
and the power of certain persons to drive them 
away still prevails to a surprising degres among 
the simple Dutch farmers of not only Lancaster 
but neighboring counties, and Mothor Fisher 
Was one of the most confidentiy consulted 
of many “witch women.” one at least 
of whom is to be fount in every 
farmiug community. Tho writer saw Mother 
risher two years ago in herhnf, She was then 
active and apparently physically strong, but 
much bent and wrinkled. Her hair was as 
white as snow, and leng white hairs grew from 
her chin in such profusion as to almost give 
them the diguity of abeard. Her eyos were as 
bright and sharp as a lhawk’s, and altogether 
she was amost striking person to look at—a 
typical witch herself, and, in fact, she possessed 
the power, according to the belief of the people 
in her community, of bewitchiug her neighbors, 
their cattle, their wells, or what she chose, a 
qualification that made her an object of yreat 
lear to them 2s well as of voneration. It was 
during the writer’s visit to that peculiar com- 
munity that he lad an extraordinary illustra- 
tion of the credulity and superstition of its 
peuple. A well-to-do farnier had brought suit 
beulore a Justice of the Peace to recover damages 
for tne loss of a dog, Which he gravely charged 
her with having killed by bewitching it The 
Justice, instead of refusing to consider sucha 
charge, put the case to trial, and on the ev)- 
dence presented gave judgment ayainst Muther 
Fisher. The weman had the reputation of be- 
ing a vindictive witch, and she lived alone in a 
small Gavin, her family and neighbors shunning 
her. The charge wade against ber by the farmer 
wastbat she had bewiiched his dog and refused 
to drive the witch away untii Le paid her a cer- 
tain sum of money. He refused, and upon his 
refusal the dug began running wildly about in a 
circle, suffering great agony, unt t at last fell 
down from exbaustion auddied A larze number 
of witnesses Wore exalt ‘ case, 
and all = gave testimuns having 
been sufferers from tle a a of 
witchcraft. One Witness sw had 
been solicited by the de'eud O appear 
in the case on behalf of the plat id that he 
had refused to comply with her request, A few 
dayea afterward nis well be dry and hia 
cows gave bioody milk. His baby, whieh at 
the time he refused the deiendant’s request 
Was tat and healthy, had refusea to be suckled, 
aud had grown 80 puny that its deuth was 
hourly expected. ‘lo cap the climax of this re- 
markable trial, the defeudant, afier hearing the 
evidence, confessed herself guilty of the charge. 
The Justice gave the farmer judgment for $5 
and the costs of the sult. 

Mother Iisher had a curiosily 
volume, prinied in the German language, and 
over 300 years old. Lt was valled **The Wonder 
Kook,” and it was brought from Gerimany by a 
female ancestor who calue to Lanvaster County 
with ube Dunkers in 1719. That ancestor was 
also a noted “witch Woman,” and there had been 
one 1D the fainily ever since until the death of 
Barbara Fisher, who wus tbe last of her line, 
she huving never married. ‘The Wonder Book” 
was a punderous volume bound in boards and 
its heavy covers secured by brass clasps. No 
vo. ber band but bers was ever permitted to 
touch the precious boek, and from it she drew 
her inspiration for “ wonder working.” This 
shrewd and cunning beldame could never be in- 
duced by any offer to try her powers 
on a. stranger or on any one who 
lived outside of the neighborhood in which she 
hved, every resident of which she knew. 
Her neighbors went to her for consultation and 
auvice from miles around. ‘To ber husbands 
took their wives, parents their children, iovers 
their sweethearts or themselves, for treatment 
for all ills, for the removal of evil spelis, and 
tor charms they believed to be poteut in love 
and business, or in the satisfying of vengeance. 
It a child were deformed, demented, tongue- 
tied, blind, “liver-grown,” or unnaturally 
altiicted im any way, a visit to Dame lisher was 
never delayed. For a child to be“ liver-grown”’ 
is av ailmeut that seems to be prcullar 
to the disease vocabulary of these “ witch 
women.” What it is does not seem to 
be exactly known to anybody, but 
if a chiid is ill and tre parents consult a ‘* wou- 
der worker’ and she telis them 16 is liver-grown 
they consider that misfortune bas fallen heavily 
ou them, and the sympathy of their friends and 
neighbours gues out to thew indeed. A liver- 
grown child means that some witch is visiting 
them with her worst spells, and the greatest 
powers of the wonder workers must be invoked 
to break these spells and render them powerless 
for the ruture. 

Ouly ashort time ago, in the busy borough of 
Celumbia, the second largest town in Lancaster 
County, the wife of a Well-kuowu and prosper- 
ous business man censulted a witch woman of 
that place, her baby beingill. The witch wom- 
an went through ‘certuin ‘ pow-wow” Ccere- 
monies, and then informed the mother that the 
child was liver-grown. The grief of the motber 
was great, and increased as the charm of the 
witch woman failed in efficacy, and the child 
still remained under the spell. Brooding over 
her affliction, the poor woman lost her reason. 
She became so vivlent that she was placed in 
the State Insane Asylumin Harrisburg. She died 
there a week later, raving over the ailliction 
that had befallen her babe. 

It was not the application of humanity alone 
that Dame Fisher was called upon to minister 
to by herneighbors. If a farmer had a breach- 
ing cow,if sheep had the murrain,if crops 
looked bad, old Barbara’s aid was sought at 
once. A horse was never stolen in the neigh- 
borbood, while Dame Fisher lived there, which 
she was not asked to recover, and the catching 
of the thief wasalso desired. That was a se- 
rious undertaking ferher, but she never hesi- 
tated a moment to both catch the thief and re- 
cover the horse, provided the owner of the 
stolen horse would first give her threo hairs 
from its tail. These hairs, she insisted, must 
have been picked upin the stall the horse had 
occupied, and dropped there by the horse it- 
self, and net hairs that might have been kept 
on hand in case of an emergency. As stolen 
horses are not in the habit of earefully 
dropping three hairs out of their tails in their 
stalis a8 a precaution against possible visits of 
thieves, the findging of the desired number was 
not always an easy thing todo. Butif the hairs 
were obtaincd Dame Fisher would proceed at 
once to get back the stolen property and bring 
the thief to justice. She cutthe hairs so they 
would be of equal length, and then tied them 
together in the middle. At sunset the owner of 
the stolen horse must take the hairs to his 
barn yara, place them on a shovel, and light 
them at both ends. Whichever way the two 
ends of the bairs turned as they burned indi- 
cated the direction the thief had gone. The 
short ends of the burued hair were then to be 
buriedin the barn yard. This ceremony placed 
a spoll on the thief that prevented him 
from getting beyond a certain limit, and finally 
forced him to turn and drive or ride bacx in the 
direction he had gone, until he came to the very 
tarm where he had stolen the horse. In spite 
of the fact that mo horse thief ever came back 
with any of his plunder after thus placing him 
under a spell, except he was accompanied by a 
eonstabie, Barbara Fisher always get the credit 
of fetching him back. If the thief or horse 
never appeared Dame Fisher siinpiy told the 
person she was using her power for that he 
lacked faith 1n her or had daceived her with the 
hairs, either of which was sufficient to destroy 
her power. 

Dame Fisher did not scruple to use her won- 
der-working powers forevil as well as goed. 
She would for the proper fee give an applicant 
acharm to ward oft lightning from his build- 
ings, or one that weuld make his é6nemy’s cows 
give bloody milk. She would pring lovers to- 
gether and marry them bappily, or separate 
man and wife, just as her customer desired. 
She would undertake to restore a person to 
health or to prostrate a whole family with ill- 
ness with equal readiness. Whether it was to 
seatter blessings or cali down evils, she did net 
hesitate to act according to the wishes of her 
patrens aud the size of the fee, and as strange 
asit may seem, she sueceeded in maintaining 
such implicit confidence in her powers in a 
community where she had lived and operated 
for more than 60 years that at her death her 
reputation as a wonder worker was as great 
and unquestioned as it ever had been. 
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A CHARLESTON CITIZEN MISSING. 

Bosron, Nov. 1.—Charles P. Wilson of 78 
Ferrin-street, Charleston, has been missing 
since Sunday. On the afternoon of that day he 
went to Revere Beach, where he remained until 
about 10 o’clock. He tien started for home, 
and was last seen at the corner of Beach-street 


and Ocean-avenue, wheré he inquired if the car 
had left for Chelsea. It 1s theught that he 
started to walk along the HWastern Railroad 
track, and was perhaps robbed and his body 
thrown into tho creek. It has been learned that 
three wen, one of whom is known to bea sus- 
picious ¢iuracter who hasserved a term in State 
prison, were seen walking alony the track be- 
tween 10 and 11 o’clock Sunday night. The 
creek has been dragged, but no trace of the 
missing man has been found.

STRANGE COLLISION AT SEA, 
RE a OE 8.28 
DETAILS OF THE SINKING OF THE SHIP 
EARL WEMYSS 

Capt. Kennedy of the ship Creedmore, 
whicn arrived here Wednesday, 161 days from 
Manila, gives an interesting account of the 
fatal collision between the ships Earl Wemyss 
and Ardencaple, which occurred abont 400 
Miles east of Pernambuco, Sept. 8. The in- 
juries received by the Earl Wemyss in this col- 
lision were so serious that she sank imimediate- 
ly, taking with her 16 of those on board, 
including the first mate, the Captain’s wife, and 
three children. Only 11, including the Cuptain 
and second mate, sucvecded in getting on bourd 
the Ardencaple. The Creedimore sighted the 


Ardeneaple the following morviug and took off 
her crew and the survivors of the Wemyss, tak- 
ing them to Barbadoea. 

Capt. Kennedy says that the story of Cant. 
Colquhoun of the Earl Wemyas was to this ef- 
fect. Atabout 8:30 o'clock on the evening of 
Sept. &. the weather being tine, with bright 
moonlight and a moderate wind from the south- 
Routheast, bis ship was rupning free to the 
northward, A ship was sighted on the port 
bow, standing on the starbeard tack to the enst- 
ward, and before the course of either could be 
changed the strange ship struck the Wemvss 
forward of the fore rigging, The ahock was ter- 
rifie, both vessela being under full sail at the 
time. The second mate of the Wemyss sprang 
into the chains of the strange ship and climbed 
on board. His ship sank almost immediately, 
and he hurried aft and assisted the crew of the 
Ardencaple, for such the ship proved to be, in 
launching a boat, This boar succeeded in tind- 
ingCapr. Colquhoun ¢linging to some floating 
wrockage, and nine other men were also picked 
up. 

The Ardencaple, which was under the com- 
mand of Capt. Guthrie, was very badig in- 
jured, her bow being badly smashed and ber 
foretopmast carried away, with all the fore- 
rigginy. She luckily bad one water-tight buik- 
head, which prevented her from sinking. The 
Atrangce part of the atory is that when on the 
following day the Creedmore was sighted and 
her Captain agreed to take oif the crew of the 
Ardenesple and the survivors o7f the sunkeo 
ship, Capt. Guthrie refused to jeaye his vessel, 
and remained on her with ithe first mate. 
Capt. Kennedy of the Creadimore took a 
quantity of provisions from the Ardencavie, 
and then, the Captain still refusing to leave bis 
dismiantied and almost disabled ship, the Creed- 
more sailed away for Barbadoes. The Ardaen- 
caple, with her erew of two, Capt. Guthrie and 
his mate, made for the convict isiand of Fer- 
nando do Noronha, off the coast of Brazil, whare 
she has sincs been reported to have arrived. 
Capt. Kennedy says that in spite of the extra 
provisions taken from the Ardencaple he found 
it necessary to put all bands on short allowance. 
He shaped his course for Barbadoes, where he 
arrived two weeks later, sailing from there 
Oct. 5. 

The Earl Wemyss wasan iron ship of 1,411 
tons mneasuremert, built in 1884 at Port Glas- 
gow by Durean & Co. She was owned by Alex- 
ander McAllister, and was on her way to 
Queenstown with acargo of wheat frem San 
Frane¢isco, which port she left May 29. The 
Ardencaple is asteel shipof 1.737 tona meas- 
urement, builtin Glasszow in 1885 by Stephens 
& Sena. She was owned by Edmiston & 
Mitchell of Glasgow. 
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JERSEY ClIY REGISTRATION. 
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ACTION TAKEN IN THE MATTER BY 


THK POLICE BOARD. 

Just after the large registration in Jersey 
City had attracted attention, the police officials 
of that city, underthe guide of Chief Murphy, 
whoia a Republicans, made a movement de- 
signed to uncover illegal registrations, It was 
stated that 200 cases had been discovered and 
30 or 40 warrauts were issued, but only two or 
three arrests were made. One of the arrested 
men was arraigned in the Court of Sessions 
and Judge Lippincett sentenced him at once to 
a year’s imprisonment. Right on the heels of 
that incident came the arrest of Gen. John 
Ramsey of the Republican State Committee, 
and Jobn L. Beckham, on the charge of having 
attempted to persuade Charles Keefe to register 
on the name of Jobo Laughlin. 

The Jersey City Police Board, made up of 
four Democrats and one Republican, held a 
regular meeting Wednesday evening. When 
some routine business had been transacted the 
beard ordered the reporters ont and went into 
what they were pleased to call an executive 
session. Chief of Police Murphy was summoned 
at once to the secret conclave, and he was 
directed to order his mea to desist from making 
avy original investigations into illegal registra- 
tions. Ifcompiaints were made and warrants 
issued his force wax permitted to execute them 
and arrest the culprits. Last evening Justice 
James N. Davis, the President of the Police 
Board, denied thatthe atoryis true. But Police 
Commisstoner Nugent admits that it is measur- 
ably true and says the board may take further 
action inaday ortwo. Chie! Murphy asserts 
emphatically that the story is true. 

RIO AER 
IN THAT CROWDED DISTRICT 

The election inspectors of the Thirty-sec- 
ond Election District, Twenty-second Assembly 
District, will be required to show cause to-day 
before Judge Barrett, in Supreme Court, Cham- 
bers, why they should not take the votes of 
electors ou election day who have been at the 
polling place before 4 o’clock, but unable to de- 
posit their votes. Application for the order 
was made by Nelson Smith, l'rank R. Lawrence, 
J. J. Marrin, Alfred Steckler, John G. H. Mey- 
ers, Alexander Thain, and Leicester Helme, 
compesing the Tammany committee appointed 
Oct. 29 to take action to secure the count- 
ing ef votes in districts which had 
such a large registration as to make 
it improbable that the votes could all be 
deposited before 4 o'clock. The affidavits are 
made by John G. H. Meyers of the committee 
and Joseph Blumenthal, the nominee for Assem- 
bly from the Twenty-second District. ‘There are 
1,017 voters registered in the district, ana 
in answer to a letter from the committee the 
inspectors said they should be governed by the 
Police Board regulations and close the poll at 4 
o’clock. Nelson Smith, who acts as atturney 
in the matter, argues that the statute as to 
closing the polls at 4 o’clock is merely directery 
and does not prohibit the reception of ballots 
after that hour, provided the voters had been at 
the polis before.
